Troubling questions about a convicted child molester’s guilt, and John Ashcroft’s 
continued depredations, show that our justice system is seriously out of whack 


Dept. of injustice 


WO VERY DIFFERENT tales of prosecuto- 


rial excess demonstrate what legal observers 
have known for a long time: that the 


criminal-justice system is seriously out of balance. 
There is a legitimate need to protect society from 


criminals through a combination of prison sen- 
tences appropriate to the offense and 
rehabilitation to prepare inmates for 
their post-prison lives. But the im- 
pulse these days, sadly, is toward ret- 
ribution and irrationally harsh punish- 
ment; indeed, rehabilitation has been 
virtually eliminated from the system. 
Moreover, this vindictive approach to 
crime has taken precedence over a 
more vital imperative: protections 
aimed at preventing people from being convicted 
of crimes they didn’t commit, often because of 
misconduct on the part of police or prosecutors. 
Unfortunately, the case of Bernard Baran, serv- 


ing a life sentence for child molestation since 1985 
despite a plethora of evidence casting doubt on his 


conviction, and the continued depredations of At- 
torney General John Ashcroft, who’s seeking to 
apply the death penalty to ordinary street crime, 
show that true justice is more elusive than ever.

Phoenix article last week (“The Trials of 
Bernard Baran,” News and Features, June 18) 
and in a follow-up this week (“Undoing Injus- 
tice,” page 17), as reported by the Boston Uni- 
versity Investigative Journalism Project. Openly 


gay, and just 19, Baran was arrested at the Pitts- 


field day-care center where he worked after a 
three-year-old boy allegedly came home with 
blood on his penis and told his father, “Bernie 
did it.” 

Despite questions about his account — in fact, 
he never testified, and the Phoenix found he may 
have told others years later that it never happened 
— the disclosure prompted a widespread investi- 
gation that resulted in five young children testify- 
ing against Baran. The case was marred by prob- 
lems similar to those reported in other 1980s-era 
day-care prosecutions, including overly aggres- 
sive, suggestive questioning of children and the 
misuse of anatomically correct dolls. Baran was 
additionally victimized by the homophobia that 
was pervasive two decades ago. 





Perhaps most troubling was the sorry state of the 
physical evidence against Baran. For instance, the 
three-year-old boy was found to have gonorrhea in 
his mouth — near-certain evidence of sexual abuse. 
But Baran tested negative for gonorrhea, and the 
Phoenix learned that the Department of Social Ser- 
vices, which suspected that a boyfriend of 
the boy’s mother had abused her son, was 
less than diligent in passing that informa- 
tion along to the District Attorney's Office. 

Baran insists on his innocence; in fact, 
he rejected a plea bargain that would 
have landed him in prison for just six 
years rather than admit to the charges 
against him. But the road is difficult for 
inmates who continue to protest their in- 
nocence. Baran’s conviction was upheld on ap- 
peal, and mere assertions of innocence are insuffi- 
cient to get a convicted criminal back into court. 

Baran’s lawyets are now seeking a new trial, al- 
leging prosecutorial misconduct, the unreliability 
of the toddler-age witnesses’ testimony, and in- 
competence on the part of Baran’s original de- 
fense counsel. Tragically, none of this may be 
enough. Rather than depending on the vagaries 
of the current system, including the courts, it is 
long past time to create a statewide innocence 
commission charged with investigating the con- 
victions of people who may actually be innocent. 

As the Phoenix has previously argued (see 
“Lying Liars,” Editorial, June 4), such a commis- 
sion would have the power to subpoena witness- 
es, determine the causes of wrongful convictions, 
and punish errant police and prosecutors. After 
all these years, that might be Bernard Baran’s best 
hope for freedom. 


IOHN ASHCROFT may be, as New York 

Times columnist Paul Krugman contends (and 
we concur), “the worst attorney general ever.” 
Certainly Ashcroft’s latest initiative — seeking to 
execute ordinary street criminals, even in states 
that don’t have the death penalty, like Massachu- 
setts — lends credence to that argument. 

Right-wing, power-hungry, and zealously self- 
righteous, Ashcroft, the Phoenix’s David S. Bern- 
stein reports, is tying up the federal courts with 
the types of cases that have long been handled at 
the state and local level (see “Fedz in the ’Hood,” 
page 20). Moreover, by demanding that federal 








prosecutors bring death-penalty cases in non- 
death-penalty states, Ashcroft — like others in 
the Bush administration — is acting against the 
longstanding Republican philosophy that the 
states should run their own affairs. 

Here in Massachusetts, we have had several 
emotional debates over the death penalty in recent 
years. Capital punishment was nearly restored in 
the 1990s after the horrific murder of a 10-year-old 
Cambridge boy, Jeffrey Curley. It lost. Now, 
though, US Attorney Michael Sullivan — in- 
spired by the mean-spirited fanaticism of his boss, 
Ashcroft — says he intends to retry one of Curley’s 
convicted killers, Charles Jaynes, on federal charges 
for the sole purpose of seeking his execution. 

Legislators have been noticeably cool to Gover- 
nor Mitt Romney’s proposal for a supposedly 


error-free death-penalty law. But though capital 


punishment thus far has been kept out of the state 


courts, Ashcroft is attempting to move even street 
shootings into federal court so that he can make 
the ultimate example out of twentysomethings 
caught up in crime. 


Never mind that the death penalty is cruel and 


unfairly applied — this is a waste of federal re- 
sources. Selective federal prosecution, without 
capital punishment, helped bring Boston’s gang 
problem under control in the early 1990s. But as 
former US attorney Donald Stern, now a lawyer 
in private practice, puts it, “Federal resources are 
best used as a scalpel, rather than a sledgeham- 
mer. The art is in picking the right cases and 
finding the right leverage.” 


Elsewhere in these pages, noted civil-liberties 


lawyer Harvey A. Silverglate (a member of 


Bernard Baran’s legal team) writes that Ashcroft’s 


prosecution of terrorism cases amounts to a 


“Ponzi scheme” of shaky evidence piled on earlier 


cases that were built with equally shaky evidence 


(see “Freedom Watch,” page 18). 
Ashcroft is clearly out of control. The most 


effective way to bring his abusive behavior to an 
end would be to vote his boss, George W. Bush, 
out of office this November. Failing that, his 
reign of injustice is likely to continue unabated 
— and innocent people may die. Who, after all, 
will stop him? &

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THAT 1913 STATUTE 


Last week, the long-anticipated legal battle over a 1913 state statute prohibiting 
nonresident gay couples from marrying in Massachusetts (see “State of Matrimony,’ 


“1913 Reverse Evasion Statute” — which forbids nonresident couples from marrying 
here if “such marriage[s] would be void” in their home states — were filed in Suffolk 
Superior Court. 

Eight same-sex couples from across New England filed the first action last Friday. 
They are represented by the Gay and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders (GLAD), in 
Boston, which litigated the Goodridge case resulting in gay civil marriage last 
November. Some of the plaintiffs received marriage licenses in this state, while 
others were refused because they do not intend to move here. 

The second lawsuit involves clerks from 12 cities and towns, including 
Provincetown, Somerville, and Worcester, who are asking the court to dismiss a 
cease-and-desist order issued by Attorney General Tom Reilly. The May 21 order 
prevents the clerks from granting marriage licenses to nonresident same-sex 
couples. 

The two cases effectively claim the same thing: both the couples and the clerks 
argue that the Commonwealth has failed to enforce the 1913 statute in the past, and 
that it has resurrected the statute solely to discriminate against gay men and 
lesbians. In addition, the couples argue, the statute is unconstitutional in light of the 
November 2003 Goodridge decision because the Supreme Judicial Court (SUC) has 
ruled the state cannot deny marriage licenses to al/ gay men and lesbians. 

So do these arguments have any merit? If the general consensus among legal 
observers is any indication, as Boston College law professor Charles Baron puts it, 
“The plaintiffs are right. Absolutely.” 

On the face of it, observers say, a strong argument can be made that the Romney 
administration is applying the 1913 statute in a discriminatory way. For one thing, the 
statute — originally enacted to bar out-of-state interracial couples from marrying in 
Massachusetts — has never been enforced in its 91-year history, even though it 
could have been used against heterosexual couples. Only after same-sex couples 
could tie the knot did the Romney administration dust off the 1913 statute and put it 
to use. 

That action, explains Renée Landers, the Boston Bar Association president, 
“gives rise to the conclusion that the reason the law is suddenly being enforced is in 
order to discriminate against people who aren't favored.” 

Last May, just before the Goodridge ruling took effect, the administration compiled 
a state-by-state list of “legal impediments” to marriage, including age, residency, and 
non-consanguinity requirements; all nonresident couples, both same-sex and 
straight, who are applying for marriage licenses must now affirm that their union does 
not run afoul of their home state’s laws. Presumably, notes Harvard Law School 
professor Lawrence Friedman, the administration could cite this list to show that it is 
not using the 1913 statute as a way to single out same-sex couples. But, Friedman 
says, “the Commonwealth did not care about any of those [out-of-state] requirements 
until the possibility of same-sex marriage was made real on May 17,” thus indicating 
that the motivation for enforcing the statute comes down to discrimination. 

Of course, the Romney administration is expected to defend its interpretation of 
the 1913 statute, and defend it vigorously. To this end, the Attorney General’s Office 
has to explain not only why the Commonwealth just recently began enforcing the 
statute, but also why it has a “rational reason” for doing so. Reilly’s office could claim 
that the legal offices of the state of Massachusetts should be reserved for its citizens, 
experts say, although the attorney general would still have to justify the statute’s 
adverse effect on only one population group. 

As it stands, it’s anyone’s guess how long it will take to resolve these lawsuits. 
Legal observers expect the two pending cases to wend their way through the judicial 
system and eventually reach the SJC. Given the importance of the 1913 question, it’s 
all but certain that the SJC will hear the matter. And if it does, as Katz observes, “the 
court could in its wisdom reaffirm its [Goodridge] decision by saying, ‘Listen, we 
meant this broad interpretation’” that all gay men and lesbians can marry in this state.

STRATEGIC MOVE 
State GOP director departs 


The timing of Dominick Ianno’s exit as executive 
director of the state Republican Party is sure to raise 
some eyebrows. Come July, Ianno — who got his start 
in Massachusetts politics as the deputy research 
director for Bill Weld’s 1996 Senate campaign — 
becomes vice-president of Gray Media, the high- 
powered Republican PR firm headed by Mitt Romney 
media strategist Rob Gray. In terms of prestige, lanno’s 
move makes sense: Gray Media’s clients include 
pharmaceutical heavyweight Pfizer, Boston University, 
and the Republican National Committee. Then again, 
this is also the year the Mass GOP’s 131-person slate 
of state legislative candidates is supposed to roll back 
Democratic dominance on Beacon Hill — and Ianno is 
jumping ship just four months before Election Day. “It 
seems kind of weird to me that he’s leaving in the 
middle of an important cycle,” says one Democratic 
consultant. “He’s done a good job recruiting candidates 
and getting attention for them, so to leave before the 
job is done seems a little strange.” 

So why leave now? “It was just an opportunity that 
came up that I just couldn’t say no to,” Ianno said 
Tuesday. “I feel confident the party is in good hands 
under Darrell Crate and Tim O’Brien” — the Mass 
GOP’s chair and acting executive director, respectively. 
“This phase of the campaign is now in the grassroots.

She loved kitsch and 
wore T-shirts proclaiming things like 
NURSES CALL THE SHOTS and BECAUSE 
I'M THE MOMMY, THAT’S WHY. She liked 
boxed wine and exotic vegetables. 
She played the electric violin and 
wanted to make the keyboard- 
guitar cool again. She was always 
planning a journey, always set on 
moving to New York, always going 
somewhere to do something. As a 
conceptual artist, the Copley Society—scholarship recipient 
designed an online “Love Resume,” a parodic dating-history 
summary that enumerated her romantic relationships (one of 
which was with Faux bandmate Coelho) so candidly that one 
ex-boyfriend threatened legal action. “That's the kind of 
person she is — she’s just an art-school girl in every sense,” 
says Schloss. “Fashionable, crazy, loud, selfless, and 
creative.” She adds, “She knew everyone. Anywhere you'd 
go, she knew everyone.” 

Malone’s popularity — after all, she had 243 Friendsters — 
was never more apparent than last week. Two Saturdays ago, 
around 9 a.m., Malone was bicycling in Allston — en route to 
work on another art project, this one a photographic study of 
female body language during flirtation — when she was struck 
by a car. She wasn't wearing a helmet, suffered severe head 
injuries, and fell into a coma. When word got out that Malone 
was hurt, countless people showed up to visit her. “Lines of 
people were there,” says Coelho, who visited every day. “The 
nurses said, ‘We've never had a patient with this many 


| visitors’” Then, late on Tuesday night, Malone passed away.

O’Brien, Ianno’s successor, is a former assistant chief 
of staff for Governors Paul Cellucci and Jane Swift. He 
was the state GOP’s deputy executive director prior to 
lanno’s exit, and has also logged time at the Virginia- 
based Republican polling firm Public Opinion Strategies. 
While lanno was known as a smooth media hand with a 
knack for opposition research, O’Brien reportedly excels 
at managing direct-mail and get-out-the-vote operations. 
Charlie Manning, a veteran Republican consultant and 
Romney adviser, describes O’Brien as a talented young 
operative. But he also says Ianno’s shoes will be difficult 
to fill. “I’ve been in this business now for more than 20 
years, and Dominick is one of the most skilled political 
strategists I’ve come across during that time,” Manning 
says. “We were really fortunate to have him.” 


As a fixture of Boston’s young-punk underground, Malone 
was loved not only by her friends and collaborators, but by 
young female musicians who saw her as a big-sister figure.

friends, acquaintances, and fans gathered at the spot where 
she was hit — near the intersection of Franklin and Lincoln 
Streets — to write notes and leave flowers. One note read, “I 
hope you knew that when we called you crazy it was a 
goddamned compliment.” 

“She was like nobility in the underground world of avant- 
rock,” says Marc Pinansky, lead singer for Runner and the 
Thermodynamics, who played with Malone in the Statue 
Factor. “Everybody wants answers in 
these sort of situations. It almost 
seems like science to me: she was 
so Creative and talented and burned 
so bright — that energy can’t last 
long in this world. It must somehow 
be countered. If everybody was like 
that, we'd all be superheroes.” 

“When | first dated her, | thought | 
was a pretty lame person because | 
couldn’t keep up with her,” says 
Coelho, who dated Malone for two 
and a half years. “After we broke up, 
| realized that almost no one could 
keep up with her. Essentially, she 
was living the life of 20 people.” 

The Faux had been about to 
embark on a national tour, but now 
the tour is cancelled, the band 
dissolved. “The band couldn't have 
existed without her,” says Coelho. 
“So basically, that’s why we’re not 
doing this any more. We just can’t.” 

“Everyone else was two- 
dimensional, she was three- 
dimensional,” says John Kelley, a 
long-time friend who'd been recruited to play guitar on the 
Faux’s upcoming tour. “She had guts and assertiveness.” 

And Malone was certainly gutsy. Kat Irannejad, Malone’s 
best friend for more than a decade, likes to tell one story 
about her pal — the consummate Kirsten Malone story. “We 
were in Chicago on New Year's Eve of Y2K to see Trans Am,” 
recalls Irannejad. “After midnight, she discovered the club’s 
main power switch was in the ladies’ bathroom. Since there 
was all this hysteria about power failures, we were like, 
‘Kirsten, please don’t’ And she just laughed, gave me a 
devilish twink, and disappeared. The next thing you know, all 
the lights are off. It was mass hysteria, people just laughing 
and freaking out because it’s Y2K. She got away with it, and it 
was hilarious.” But then Malone wanted to do it again. “We 
were like, ‘Kirsten, don’t push your luck. She's like, ‘Okay, well, 
I’m just going to go, ah, powder my nose’... This time, the 
Staff goes hauling ass to the bathroom and literally carries her 
out.” The whole group got booted, but Malone couldn't 
understand why her friends didn’t see the humor in the gag. 
“She was like, ‘What, you guys? It’s funny! It’s punk rock!”

LESS MUSIC 


Lollapalooza 2004, RIP 


Last Saturday, at 10 a.m., tickets went on sale for what 
appeared to be one of the summer’s hottest tours, a 
reinvigorated, expanded Lollapalooza that promised not one, but 
two days (August 14 and 15) of fun in the Tweeter Center sun. 
But in a shocking reminder of the music industry’s ailing health, 
festival organizers announced the cancellation of the entire 
Lollapalooza 2004 tour just three days later. 

“Even with what has been touted as the best line-up since its 
inception in 1991,” the Tea Party Concerts/ClearChannel press 
release stated, “with such eclectic and respected artists as 
Morrissey, Sonic Youth, PJ Harvey, and the Flaming Lips, 
among others, and the most competitive ticket prices in the 
marketplace for a tour this size, it was not enough to counter the 
weak economic state of this year’s summer touring season. 
Therefore, it is with the utmost regret that due to poor ticket 
sales across the board, the Lollapalooza 2004 tour has been 
cancelled.” 

Indeed, with Perry Farrell back producing the tour with 
Lollapalooza co-founder Marc Geiger, this year’s line-up was 
remarkably strong. 
Morrissey, Sonic Youth, 
Modest Mouse, Le Tigre, 
Black Rebel Motorcycle 
Club, and the Von Bondies 
had signed on as main-stage 
acts for the festival’s more 
alt-rock-leaning first day, 
which would also have 
featured PJ] Harvey on select 

dates. And, in what marked 
an ambitious attempt to 
diversify Lollapalooza’s 
musical palette, the jam band 
String Cheese Incident were 
set to headline day two with 
the Flaming Lips, Gomez, 
the Polyphonic Spree, and 
TV on the Radio. The 
reunited Pixies, along with 
Wilco, Michael Franti and

Spearhead, and Basement 
Jaxx were to have played select day-two dates. 

Apparently, it was all too good to be true. As Geiger told 
ClearChannel, “I am in utter disbelief that a concert of this 
stature, with the most exciting line-up I’ve seen in years, did not 
galvanize ticket sales.... Concert promoters across the country 
are facing similar problems. Many summer tours are 
experiencing weak ticket sales.” In a statement posted on the 
festival’s Web site, Farrell too concluded that Lollapalooza’s 
situation is a reflection of larger problems in the concert 
business: “Our plight is a true indication of the general health of 
the touring industry and it is across musical genres.”

LITTLE IRONIES 
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Massachusetts can’t slow the death rate 


In combating such preventable causes of 
death as heart disease, sudden-infant-death 
syndrome, and child asthma, Massachusetts has 
already reached or neared its target objectives, 
which were inspired by the national “Healthy 
People 2010” initiative. But one figure remains 
stubbornly and depressingly far from the goal: 
HIV/AIDS deaths. According to a new state 
report, HIV/AIDS accounts for 3.5 deaths per 
100,000 residents — five times the target of 0.7. 

Massachusetts is still ahead of the US 
average, but has made little progress in lowering 
the figure over the past five years. Even more 
troubling, deaths from the disease are actually 
increasing slightly among the state’s Hispanic 
population. In fact, HIV/AIDS remains the leading 
cause of death among Massachusetts Hispanics 
aged 25 to 44, according to the Massachusetts 
Deaths 2002 report released by the state 
Department of Public Health earlier this week. 

Nearly half of all HIV-positive Hispanics in the 
state have contracted the disease through 
intravenous-drug use, as compared to just over a 
quarter of non-Hispanic AIDS/HIV patients. IV- 
drug users face an increased risk of contracting 
other blood-borne diseases, such as hepatitis C, 
that can become lethal in combination with HIV, 
says Edward Rewolinski, executive director of 
the Boston AIDS Consortium. Hispanics are also 
disproportionately located in the western part of 


the state, according to DPH statistics. “How well 
are our prevention messages working there?” 
Rewolinski asks. “What kind of access do they 
have to high-quality medical attention outside of 
the Boston area?” 

“| can’t say we shouldn't be seeing any deaths 
at all” says Cathy Morales, executive director of 
Boston Living Center, an AlIDS-outreach 
program. “But we're still seeing a lot of deaths we 
shouldn't, because we have people who do not 
receive proper care.” 

Rebecca Haag, executive director of AIDS 
Action Committee, concurs. But she also points 
to good news in the state’s report. In particular, 
she says, patients are living longer with the 
disease — for the first time, an AIDS death was 
most likely to occur at age 45 or older. Haag 
attributes that in part to state-provided 
medication. “This says that things are good 
because we are providing people with these 
drugs,” she says. 

That's why she’s worried about a projected 
shortfall in funding for the drug program next 
year. Rewolinski and Morales also point to the 
mortality figures as evidence of the need for 
AIDS-treatment resources in the state’s 2005 
budget. “The budget is on the governor's desk 
right now,” says Rewolinski. “It has two line items 
for AIDS in it. We'll see what happens.”

The Boston Phoenix has been cover- 
ing the trends and events that shape our 
times since 1966. The following selec- 
tions, culled from our back files, were 
compiled by Kristin Griffin. 


Man-mouse on Mass Ave 
years ago: 
June 25, 1999 

Jason Gay discussed the more artistic 
protests against a Cambridge City 
Council ruling that aimed to clean city 
streets by taxing newspapers for their 
distribution boxes. 

“[L]ast Saturday, June 19, Zeitgeist 
Gallery owner Alan Nidle and his cadre 
of Cantabrigian jokesters took to the 
streets to protest a ‘news-box tax’ they 
believe is unfair to the little guy. First, 
they illegally chained their own comic- 
book-distributing Zeitgeist news box to 
a lamppost outside City Hall on Mass 
Ave. Three days later, when the city 
threatened to remove it, local artist 
Hans Rickheit (wearing a mouse mask) 
chained himself to the box. Rickheit, 
who recently published his own comic 
‘zine, the Cambridge Inferno, says he 
had intended to distribute his mag via 


boxes, but won’t because it’s too costly.” 


Problem project 
1 G years ago: 
June 24, 1994 

A skeptical Tim Sandler speculated 
about the future of the Big Dig by anal- 
ogy with the Porter Street sewer-line 
project. 

“State documents obtained by the 
Phoenix through the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act show a project beset by mis- 
management and lax oversight. Enough 
so that a contract that was originally 
awarded for $20 million is now worth 
$31 million — an increase of 55 percent 


— and was completed three months late. 


“State records also show that project 
officials, in their attempts to avoid fur- 
ther costly delays and to compensate 
for design and management mistakes, 
routinely ordered contractors to pro- 
ceed with extra work before settling on 
a price. It’s a practice that construction 
engineers say not only contributes to 
escalating costs but also encourages 
contractors to submit inflated ‘cost 
proposals,’ knowing the final price will 
be negotiated.” 

Raging on 
15 years ago: 
June 23, 1989 

Sean Flynn explored the politically 
charged abortion debate. 

“Sixteen years after the US Supreme 
Court legalized abortion with its Roe v. 
Wade decision, pro-choice activists like 
[Joyce] Cunha, the associate director of 
Mass Choice, are still fighting the war in 
coffee-klatch enclaves, building an army 
a few recruits at a time.... 

“Tt’s hard to fight for something you 
already have,’ says Tobey Berlin, one of 
the organizers of Tuesday’s house meet- 
ing, who works with Mass Choice’s 
Cambridge team. But by not fighting, 
pro-choice advocates have lost some 
ground. Ronald Reagan spent eight 
years stacking federal courts with anti- 
abortionists; he has been replaced by 
George Bush, the man who called for 
the criminalization of abortion on na- 
tional television.” 

You are not a machine 
2 years ago: 
June 26, 1984 

Peter W. Mitchell and E. Brad Meyer 
thought that workplace computer skills 
were overrated. 

“A blue-ribbon committee, meeting 
under the auspices of the National 
Academy of Sciences, has issued a re- 
port on the importance of computer-lit- 
eracy training in high schools. Members 
included executives from Control Data 


Corporation, representatives from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics and the AFL- 
CIO, and school administrators. 

“Their conclusion: training in ‘com- 
puter literacy’ really isn’t very important. 
Then what is? Something called ‘basic 
intellectual skills.’ (Surprise!) It seems 
that high-tech industries reward workers 
who can think independently of ma- 
chines. The technical information need- 
ed to do specific jobs changes so fast 
that it can’t be learned in school. What 
really helps is knowing how to learn.”

Running on the sun 
25 years ago: 
June 26, 1979 

Barbara Wallraff described the hot 
new toy on the market, one that that 
used advanced technology to play a few 
bars of the beloved “Edelweiss.” 

“Solar energy captures the imagina- 
tion but has yet to be taken seriously 
by the energy biz or to snare much 
government support. Hence, this de- 
lightful futuristic toy — a solar-pow- 
ered music box ($29.95) — is a reali- 
ty, while practical applications of the 
same principle (solar traffic lights) are 
still only a dream.” 

A different frame 
3 years ago: 
June 25, 1974 

Clif Garboden outlined some of his fa- 
vorite subjects for unique Boston snap- 
shots, including a mysterious message 
on a well-known bridge.

Musical pairs 
35 years ago: 
June 25, 1969 

Angel Recordings exec- 
utive Robert E. Meyers 
told Deac Rossell that the 
success of classical 
recordings was dependent 
on unlikely sources. 

“Surprisingly, despite 
the costs of production in- 
volved, and the miniscule 
returns to the corporation, 
the future of classical 
recordings is not dim — 
as long as the rock market 
holds out. Meyers is 
happy with pop music, not 
only for his job and his 
two pop-oriented daugh- 
ters, but also because he is 
convinced of the musi- 
cianship of rock, jazz, and folk styles. 
Meyers readily admits that ‘the pressure 
on classical music is in direct proportion 
to success of the pop division. If pop 
music runs dry, they need to find ways to 
economize — with classics. Pop music 
has also made electronic music easier to 
sell. The Beatles, by including electronic 
music on some of their records, made it 
fashionable for young people to listen to 
contemporary “serious” music.’ 

“So when you go to buy that next 
album from Glen Campbell, the Beatles, 
Jimi Hendrix, Nancy Wilson, or Lou 
Rawls, remember that you're helping 
Angel dig out that lost motet and un- 
recorded opera.”

We got into our 
first choices — and my first choice was his 
safety. But I’ve forgiven that. 

The summer we were 15, we worked for 
my father at the local beach-snack stand.

Many movie and TV Westerns have a climactic scene in 
which two men face each other on a street in a dusty town. 
There’s a lightning-fast draw of pistols, shots are fired, and the 
bad guy almost always dies. Did this sort of gunfight really hap- 
pen in the Old West?

Hollywood definitely had a lot to do with this motif, but even 
in the classic cinematic depiction, High Noon (1952), Gary 
Cooper faces off not against a lone opponent but an armed 
gang. Truth is, the archetypal one-on-one showdown is one of 
those fixed ideas that don’t have much basis in fiction, let alone 
in fact. Although a few such confrontations did occur, the Wild 
West had no tradition of formal dueling — the more common 
approach was to get the drop on the other guy before he got 
the drop on you. On the other hand, some of what we might 
guess was showbiz razzle-dazzle — spinning pistols, for one 
thing — may actually be legit. 

The problem with sorting out Old West fact and fiction is 
that the mythmaking machinery was cranking from day one. 
Dime novels were relating the real or imagined exploits of fig- 
ures like Wild Bill Hickok, Buffalo Bill, and the James brothers 
during their lifetimes. Journalists juiced up their accounts to 
sell more papers (can you imagine?). Nonetheless, the follow- 
ing showdowns seem reasonably well attested: 

¢ In 1865, James Butler Hickok, better known as Wild Bill, 
quarreled with Davis Tutt in Springfield, Missouri, apparently 
over a debt. Around 6 p.m. on July 21, 1865, the two men ad- 
vanced on each other in the town square, drew their guns at a 
range of 50 yards, and blasted away. Tutt missed; Hickok did- 
n’t; Tutt fell with a ball through the heart. Hickok was tried for 
manslaughter and acquitted. A sensational account of the inci- 
dent appeared. in Harper’s in 1867, making Hickok a national 
celebrity. Scoffers then and since attacked the story’s credibility, 
in part due to the seeming unlikelihood of hitting a man-size 
target with a pistol at 50 yards in 1865, but sufficient evidence 
has now accumulated to indicate it happened roughly as de- 
scribed. If only because of the publicity, the notion of lone gun- 
fighters facing each other down became part of Western lore. 

¢ On March 9, 1877, gamblers Jim Levy and Charlie Harri- 
son argued over a game of cards in a saloon in Cheyenne, 
Wyoming. Levy challenged Harrison to take it outside, Harri- 
son agreed, and the two squared off in the street. Western nov- 
elist James Reasoner claims in a recent issue of Esquire that 
this was “the most ‘Hollywood’ showdown”; I beg to differ. 
Harrison shot wild; Levy took more careful aim, plugged his 
man, then — in a decidedly un-heroic touch — approached 
his fallen opponent and shot him again. Levy tried for a repeat 
performance in 1882 when he quarreled with another gambler, 
John Murphy, in Tucson, and challenged him to a showdown 
the next day, June 5. Shortly after midnight, though, Murphy 
and two friends spotted Levy in a doorway, decided there was 
no time like the present, and shot the unarmed man to death. 

That was more typical of Old West gun battles. Other parts 
of the myth are also, well, mythical. The quick draw from a 
holster was rare; more often the gunman carried his pistol in 
his pocket, his belt, or, better yet, his hand immediately prior to 
the commencement of hostilities. While some famous shootists 
were indeed nimble with their weapons — John Wesley 
Hardin, Billy the Kid, and Hickok are often cited in this regard 
— many say the importance of a quick draw has been exag- 
gerated. Accuracy counted more than speed; keeping cool 
under fire was more important than both. 

Still, some seemingly far-fetched elements of gunfighter lore 
can’t be readily dismissed. In Tombstone, Arizona, in late 
1880, Curly Bill Brocius fatally wounded Marshal Fred White. 
Rumor at the time had it that Brocius had made a show of sur- 
rendering his pistol butt-first, then employed the “road agent’s. 
spin,” twirling the gun into his hand so he could shoot the law- 
man. The rumor was unfounded; the shooting appears to have 
been an accident — but the maneuver itself was well-known, 
and no one seems to have doubted that gunfighters sometimes ~ 
used it. Did they? Who knows? Tracking down the Wild West 
bull isn’t easy when it’s got such a long head start. ae

Undoing injustice

S REPORTED IN last week’s Boston 

Phoenix, there’s good reason to believe 

that Bernard F. Baran Jr., an openly 
gay man convicted in January 1985 of rap- 
ing and abusing five children at the now- 
defunct Early Childhood Development 
Center, was falsely accused. (See “The Trials 
of Bernard Baran,” News and Features, June 
18.) Baran’s guilty verdict was the first 
handed down in a wave of day-care-abuse 
cases that spread across the country during 
the 1980s. Like a good many others convict- 
ed in those cases, Baran, who at 
the time of his arrest was a 19- 
year-old teacher’s aide at the 
Pittsfield facility, has insisted 
from the start that he is innocent. 

An investigation by a team of 
Boston University journalism 
graduate students reported con- 
siderable new evidence that 
raised doubt about Baran’s guilt. 
The investigation located witnesses’ ac- 
counts claiming that two of his alleged*vic- 
tims contradicted their testimony in state- 
ments made after the trial. Psychologists 
and child-abuse experts have since repudi- 
ated the techniques investigators used at the 
time.to question the children involved. And 
the team uncovered a memo written by a 
Department of Social Services (DSS) agent 
suggesting that someone else had abused 
the three-year-old boy whose accusation 
first prompted Baran’s ordeal. 

Now, a Boston-based defense team rep- 
resenting Baran has petitioned for a new 
trial. Their motion, filed on June 16, jump- 
started what will likely be Baran’s final bid 
for freedom. Led by attorneys John G. 
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Swomley and Harvey A. Silverglate, with 
the assistance of Pamela Nicholson, Baran’s 
lawyers have discovered more evidence of 
potentially unreliable testimony by Baran’s 
accusers, alleged prosecutorial misconduct, 
and an ineptly presented defense — all of 
which speak to Baran’s innocence. 


HE NEW DEFENSE team’s nearly 300- 

page motion for retrial is built around a 
litany of evidence that aims to chip away at 
the grounds for Baran’s conviction. While it 
elaborates on information used in the first 
trial, the motion focuses heavily on police 
reports, medical records, personal accounts, 
and other similar documents that have come

to light since 1985. One document reveals 
that a five-year-old girl who accused Baran 
told Pittsfield detective Peter McGuire dur- 
ing the initial investigation that she had 
been abused by her mother’s boyfriend. Ac- 
cording to the motion, McGuire wrote in a 
letter to the West Springfield Police Depart- 
ment that “[a]fter making a disclosure to 
her mother about being sexual [sic] abused 
at the daycare center in Pittsfield,” the girl 
“made another disclosure. She told her 
mother that [her mother’s boyfriend] did 
the same thing to her [as Baran]. Mother 
says she was visiting a boyfriend ... in a 
motel in West Springfield, and this is the 
person her daughter is talking about.” The 
scenario described in McGuire’s letter is 
nearly identical to potentially exculpatory 
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evidence contained in the DSS report re- 
ported on last week (which never made it to 
the original trial) that the three-year-old boy 
who was Baran’s first accuser claimed he 
was abused by his mother’s boyfriend. 
McGuire did not return repeated phone 
messages requesting comment. 

The motion also states that Baran’s trial 
attorney, Leonard Conway, knew about the 
girl’s allegation against her mother’s 
boyfriend, but chose not to pursue it. Con- 
way’s inexperience — he did not normally 
practice criminal law — may account for 
his disregard of evidence apparently favor- 
able to his client. After all, Baran’s mother, 
who retained him, mistook his name for 

that of Leonard Cohen, the

Appar- 
ently, the family of the three-year-old boy 
who would later accuse Baran made a 
phone call complaining about a homosexu- 
al man working with children, sparking a 
discussion among the center’s teachers and 
board members. According to the motion, 
“Minutes of the September 12, 1984 meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
[Early Childhood Development Center] ... 
stated cryptically: ‘Jane [Trumpy, interim 
director] will handle the Bernie issue 
(whether or not he will be fired) .’” Swom- 
ley says the minutes are included in a 
group of sealed documents presented to 
the court with the motion. 

Also present at the meeting, according to 
the motion, was the board’s secretary, whose 
daughter would become Baran’s second ac- 

cuser a few weeks later. What she heard at 
that meeting may have greased the wheels 
for her daughter’s claims against Baran, his 
attorneys argue. Original-trial documents 
stated that day-care coordinator Carol 
Bixby phoned the secretary soon 
after the first boy’s family initially 
accused Baran of molesting him. 
The secretary would later testify at 
the trial that she questioned her 
daughter immediately after receiv- 
ing Bixby’s call, and that her 
queries focused exclusively on 
Baran. Never raised at the trial, how- 
ever, was the mother’s own alleged 
history with child abuse, which may 
have heightened her sensitivity to the 
accusations. “[The mother], herself, 
was almost raped by her uncle as a 
child,” states the motion, “but, when 
she told her mother, her mother did not 
believe her.... [The past incident] was 
so significant that she related the story to 
the two detectives and the social worker 
who came to her home to question [her 
daughter} on October 5th.” The girl’s 
mother could not be located, and her father 
politely refused comment for this story. 

The motion points to such incidents and 
others to highlight how potentially unreli- 
able was the first trial’s evidence, and to 


? build a case for its central argument: that a 


combination of prosecutorial misconduct by 
then—assistant district attorney Daniel A.

comment on Baran’s case. Conway could 
not be reached. 


LTHOUGH THIS new information pro- 

vides grounds for encouragement, Baran’s 
legal struggles are only just beginning. Now 
that the motion for a new trial has been filed, 
the Berkshire County District Attorney’s Of- 
fice, headquartered in Pittsfield and headed by 
David F. Capeless, has 30 days to oppose it. If 
it does, a Superior Court judge will decide 
whether to grant Baran a new trial. Capeless 
could also choose not to challenge the motion, 
something he could do if he thinks there is ei- 
ther overwhelming evidence in Baran’s favor, 
or not enough to re-prosecute the case prop- 
erly. At this point, he has not given any indica- 
tion of how he’s likely to approach the case. 
“It would be inappropriate for me to comment 
on a pending motion,” says Capeless by phone 
from his Pittsfield office. 

Thanks to a groundswell of public support, 
Baran’s attorneys are sanguine. “My only 
cause for optimism is that it appears that the 
media, even the Berkshire Eagle, has a view 
that justice wasn’t done here,” says Swomley. 
“And if there’s sufficient enough outcry, then 
Mr. Capeless may just do the right thing. 
That’s my only hope, otherwise this is going 
to be a battle.” Since it will likely take months 
for the DA to collect the information needed 
to respond, he will likely request an extension 
from the judge, says Swomley. 

Associate Justice Francis R. Fecteau is 
slated to preside over Baran’s case. The de- 
fense téam filed the motion in Springfield, 
because Ford — now a Superior Court asso- 
ciate justice himself — presides over the 
Berkshire County seat, in Pittsfield. “Obvi- 
ously I can’t oversee the case,” says Ford. 

As Baran and his lawyers await the DA’s 
response, Baran sits behind bars, where he 
has spent nearly 20 years for crimes he in- 
sists he did not commit. Speculating on what 
may happen over the next few months, 
Baran says that his emotions fluctuate and 
that staying hopeful is a challenge. “They’re 
asking me to trust in the same system,”. he 
says, “that failed me before.” &

this way: by delivering regular payouts from 
“earnings,” Ponzi established a track record 
that attracted ever more investors. The 
catch was that investors were not paid with 
profits on anything real, but out of funds in- 
vested by later investors. And later investors 
were paid from investments made by those 
who followed them. And so on. It was an in- 
genious fagade until the music stopped — 
which was, of course, inevitable. 

Ponzi ended up doing time in federal 
prison, and yet Attorney General John 
Ashcroft — the man who today is in charge 


the hard-earned cash of hapless investors, 
but our national security. 

On June 14, Ashcroft unveiled the federal 
indictment of Nuradin M. Abdi, a 32-year- 
old Somali citizen living in Ohio who was 
charged in a conspiracy to bomb an 
unidentified shopping mall in Columbus; if 
convicted, he could face 55 years in 
prison. Although the indictment itself was 
mostly boilerplate, the prosecutors’ mo- 
tion to deny bail contained all kinds of 
damning detail about Abdi’s comings and 
goings between Canada and Ethiopia, 
and his training in “radio usage, guns, 
guerrilla warfare, bombs [for] violent Ji- 
hadi conflicts overseas and any activity 
his al Qaeda co-conspirators might ask 
him to perform here in the United States.” 

Well, this may or may not be true. We 
have no way of knowing, now or in the fu- 
ture, because there has not been and likely 
never will be a trial. And even if Abdi were to 
plead guilty and “admit” all these facts, we 
could not have any confidence in their truth. 
Why? Because one of Abdi’s alleged co-con- 
spirators was none other than lyman Faris, a 
former Ohio truck driver who was more or 
less forced to plead guilty last year to plan- 
ning to destroy the Brooklyn Bridge. For that 
crime, Faris was sentenced, in October 2003, 
to a prison term of 20 years. A public trial 
was not an option for Faris; his choice was 
either to plead guilty or be detained indefi- 
nitely, incommunicado, as an “enemy com- 
batant.” Under such circumstances, any in- 
formation he may have provided implicating 
Abdi must be considered dubious at best. 

To an observer unfamiliar with Faris’s un- 
usual situation, the case against Abdi sounds 
pretty straightforward, typical of cases in- 
volving state witnesses: in an effort to reduce 
his long prison sentence, Faris must have rat- 

ted on his former partner-in-crime to federal 
investigators and then to a grand jury, result- 
ing in Abdi’s indictment. Justice prevailed, 
and useful intelligence is making us safer. 

But is it? Even if Faris were simply a con- 
vict hoping to gain a reduced sentence, he 
would still have all the credibility problems 
we normally associate with rewarded witness- 
es — who, as Harvard Law professor Alan 
Dershowitz often says, “are taught not only 
how to sing, but also how to compose.” 
However, Faris is not just an ordinary con- 
vict, much less an ordinary witness; he’s not 
even an ordinary rewarded witness. As Carl 
Takei and I explained in this column back in 
March (see “Crossing the Threshold,” News 
and Features, March 5), Faris falls into a spe-

Darkness at 
Noon ... the protagonist is accused of crimes 
against the state and is given a choice by his 
jailers. If he signs a confession and admits 
wrongdoing, he will receive a public trial. But 
if he refuses to cooperate, his case will be 
dealt with ‘administratively’ and out of sight. 


without access to legal counsel. 
Rather than fall into such a pur- 
gatory, Faris agreed to plead 
guilty, sign a statement of 
“facts,” and be sentenced to 20 
years. It was a long sentence, 
but a 20-year tunnel with light 
at the end of it was better 
than the alternative. 

Faris told FBI interroga- 
tors that the signed statement 
of “facts” they were going to 
present to the sentencing 

judge was a fabrication. Dur- 
ing his public sentencing hear- 
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ing in October of last year, he interrupted the 
proceedings to insist, again, that he’d been pres- 
sured by prosecutors and agents to sign the 
false statement of facts. Faris’s frantic pleas 
went unheeded by the sentencing judge, who 
went along with the program. So did Faris’s 
lawyer, former federal prosecutor J. Freder- 
ick Sinclair, who cooperated with the feds to 
draft the plea agreement in which Faris 
waived every single right, including the right 
to appeal or even to obtain his case records. 
Faris then began serving his sentence. 


O IT SHOULD come as no surprise that, 

half a year later, Faris’s name has popped 
up as a co-conspirator in yet another plot, 
this time with another alleged member of Al 
Qaeda, Nuradin M. Abdi. Thanks to the ex- 
treme secrecy surrounding these cases, we 
cannot be certain that Abdi was indicted

This two-track justice system, in which prob- 
lem cases were whisked from view and dealt 
with in secret while public trials merely pa- 
raded the coerced guilt of the ‘accused,’ con- 
verted the Soviet Union’s justice system into 
an appalling masquerade.” 

And, indeed, Faris, a naturalized US citi- 
zen of Kashmiri birth, was the victim of just . 
such a masquerade. He was secretly arrested 
in March 2003, charged with plotting to de- 
stroy the famous bridge, and held incommu- 
nicado for two months. Then he was made 
an offer he couldn’t refuse: he could either 
plead guilty and cooperate with the FBI, or 
President Bush and the Department of De- 
fense would declare him an “enemy combat- 
ant.” Once so declared, his criminal case 
would be terminated without trial, and he 
would be held incommunicado indefinitely, 





based on whatever it was that Faris, under 
continued pressure by the feds, told his inter- 
rogators. And, after all, the pressure on Faris 
was not the usual one applied to “turned” 
witnesses, in which the defendant is sen- 
tenced, and then sings and composes to get a 
reduction; instead, the pressure was on him 
to sing and compose merely to be allowed to 
plead guilty and get the 20 years, rather than 
fall into the “enemy combatant” mire. 

A hint of the relationship between Faris’s 
Kafkaesque dilemma and Abdi’s indictment 
is provided by the Washington Post’s June 15 
report that “prosecutors. have spent the past 
six months building a criminal case against 
[Abdi],” according to unnamed “officials.” 
Faris was sentenced on October 29, and it is 
quite possible that he told a tale about Abdi 
just around the time he was desperately 





























False confessions, coerced pleas, show trials — the Justice Department's reliance 
on Soviet-style tactics has turned the war on terror into a Potemkin village 


seeking to avoid designation as an enemy 
combatant. And, of course, we have no idea 
what other harsh methods federal interroga- 
tors may have used to win Faris’s coopera- 
tion, now that, in the aftermath of Abu 
Ghraib, we understand the repertoire of per- 
suasive techniques in their arsenal (see “Ad- 
vice of Counsel: Torture Is Okay,” This Just 
In, June 18). 

Let’s be very clear about why the Justice 
Department has developed this ruse for cir- 
cumventing the courts: a trial jury, once 
aware of these circumstances, would never 
believe a word of Faris’s testimony against 
Abdi, but if the pattern established in the 
Faris case is any guide — and it almost cer- 
tainly is — the Abdi case will never go to 
trial. Given that there’s no sign of substantial 
corroborating evidence from reliable sources 
other than Faris, even a novice lawyer could 
probably get Abdi acquitted by any moder- 
ately fair-minded jury — but without a trial, 
that won’t make any difference. 

Abdi almost certainly will face the same 
Hobson’s choice earlier presented to Faris: 
he can either plead guilty or, if he insists on 
going to trial, President Bush will prevent 
such a trial by designating him an enemy 
combatant, meaning he will be turned over 
to indefinite military custody and held in- 
communicado. Then, of course, he will get 
no visits from relatives, friends, or lawyers. : 
I’d wager that Abdi’s case will follow this i 
pattern and end just as Faris’s did, with a 
Soviet-style show-trial plea of guilty. And 
then the cycle can begin over again. 

See the emerging picture? It’s an endless 
series of faux prosecutions in which defen- 
dants are threatened to “cooperate” and 
plead guilty, or face indefinite incommunica- 
do imprisonment, with all the physical and 
psychological terrors that accompany finding 
oneself in a bottomless legal pit. Like a Ponzi 
scheme, the structure of these prosecutions 
resembles a pyramid: defendants are pres- 
sured to testify against other friends, associ- 
ates, and cohorts, who are then indicted re- 
gardless of whether the testimony, given 
under enormous pressure, would ever stand 
up in a real trial — and, in fact, it never will 
have to stand up at a real trial. Those new 
defendants are then, in turn, subjected to the 
same pressures. None of the “evidence” ever 
gets to be heard and evaluated by a jury of 
honest Americans, but the march of prose- 
cutions and guilty pleas rolls onward, and 
the Bush administration’s war on terror is 
palmed off on the public as a huge success. 

This is one helluva way to run a war on 
terror. After all, Ashcroft was certainly right 
when he warned, as he did at the June 14 press 
conference announcing the Abdi indictment, 
that “we know our enemies will go to great 

lengths to lie in wait and to achieve the death 
and destruction they desire.” But what's really 
scary is that if these kinds of show trials — the 
law-enforcement and judicial equivalents of 
Ponzi schemes — are what Ashcroft & Com- 
pany are doing to protect the nation, then we 
are likely in worse trouble than even the pes-

GANGING UP

Ten years after Boston’s gang-violence problem dissipated, 
the federal government is prosecuting more of the city’s street 
Criminals than ever. Now it wants to start killing them. 


Fedz in the ‘hood

HEN GOVERNOR MITT Romney 
WY srrcxrs the recommendations of 

his death-penalty commission in early 
May, the proposal for a supposedly error-free 
capital-punishment system met with almost 
universal skepticism. The plan “will do noth- 
ing to enhance public safety,” the Boston 
Globe editorialized. Even the ordinarily 
tough-on-crime Boston Herald trashed the 
initiative as “hideously cumbersome,” and 
added that recent reports of mistakes in the 
collection, handling, and presentation of 
physical evidence undermined the claim that 
science would guarantee perfection. 

Odd, then, that so little attention has been 
paid to the fact that the death penalty — 
without the limitations and safeguards of 
Romney’s proposal — is alive and well, so to 
speak, in the Bay State. 

The federal government, through the local 
US attorney’s office, can always seek the 
death penalty for eligible federal crimes. But 
whereas Janet Reno, attorney general under 
Bill Clinton, largely steered clear of doing so in 
jurisdictions that have banned the practice at 
the state or territory level, current AG John 
Ashcroft has done the exact opposite. He has 
sought death disproportionately not only in 
the Bay State but in places like Michigan, Ver- 
mont, Rhode Island, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and 
the District of Colum- 
bia, which have no 
death penalty, 
and in states 
like New York, 

which have a 
death penalty 
on the books 
but rarely 
use it, says 
Richard 
Deiter, exec- 
utive director 
of the Death 
Penalty Infor- 











































mation Center, in Washington, DC. 

Locally, Ashcroft’s zeal to spread capital 
punishment to Massachusetts has dovetailed 
with another of his prosecutorial signatures: 
federalization of street-level crime. Ten years 
ago, federal prosecution was used sparingly 
but to great effect against gangs in Boston. 
Today, the feds are prosecuting more street 
crime than ever. And they aren’t shy about 
inflicting the ultimate punishment. 

Ashcroft has already instructed Michael 
Sullivan, the US attorney for the District of 
Massachusetts, to seek the death penalty for 
two alleged Boston gang members, 26-year- 
old Darryl Green and 21-year-old Branden 
Morris, both charged in the August 2001 
murder of Terrell Gethers. A third, 24-year- 
old Brima Wurie, has also been charged with 
a capital crime — the murder of Luis Carval- 
ho, in 2000 — and will face Ashcroft’s deci- 
sion later this year. A fourth such case ap- 
pears to be on its way: in February the feder- 
al government took the step of assigning a 
death-penalty attorney to 24-year-old Aman- 
do Monteiro. He currently faces drug 
charges but will, according to sources, be 
charged with a homicide as well. 

Now consider what Sullivan plans to do to 
Charles Jaynes, convicted in Middlesex Coun- 
ty and given 15 years to life in prison for the 
murder of 10-year-old Jeffrey Curley. Sullivan 
argues that the sentence does not sufficiently 
serve the national interest, so he intends to 
prosecute Jaynes again, in federal court, for 
the sole purpose of upping the penalty to 
death. (State and US courts are separate, in- 
dividually sovereign entities, so federal pros- 

ecutors are free to try Jaynes for the federal 
crime of crossing state lines to have sexual 
relations with a child under 12, resulting in 
the child’s death, even though the state has 
already convicted him for second-degree 
murder.) Sullivan is just waiting for

Although Jaynes himself was not involved in 
gang-related crime, his case highlights a new 
development in Massachusetts law, in which 
state-convicted gang members — vulnerable 
to federal prosecution under US anti-racket- 
eering laws — may face new death-penalty 
trials. Says Sullivan, “There are going to be 
circumstances in this district, while-I am the 
United States attorney, where we will take a 
look at what we consider an unjust result, 
where the federal interest has not been vindi- 
cated, or there are opportunities to ensure that 
the community is going to be better protect- 


ed,” and consider opening death-penallty trials. 


N THE LATE 1980s and early 1990s, 
Boston law enforcement fashioned a new 
and impressively effective approach to fight- 
ing street crime, dubbed Operation Ceasefire. 
It brought together every available participant 
and used every possible method at its dispos- 

al, including, controversially, the US Attor- 
ney’s Office, then headed locally by Donald 
K. Stern. Stern attended task-force meetings 
personally, and prosecuted some high-profile 
cases. Most infamously, his office put Freddie 
Cardoza away for 20 years for having a single 
bullet in his pocket, in violation of a federal 
law prohibiting felons from possessing arms 
or ammunition. “I certainly got criticized for 
some of those cases,” says Stern, now a part- 
ner with the law firm Bingham McCutchen. 
“But careful, strategic use of federal resources 
for urban gang crime is appropriate.” 

“The use of federal sanctions was very 
important in Ceasefire in knocking the homi- 
cide rate way down,” says David Kennedy, a 
criminal-justice researcher at Harvard Univer- 
sity’s Kennedy School of Government, who 
has written extensively about Operation 
Ceasefire in Boston. Kennedy believes that the 
effectiveness of the federal prosecutions lay in 
their judicious use against the very worst 
groups who ignored warnings to clean up their 
act. That included some of the most notorious 
gangs in Boston, such as the Intervale Posse 
and the Castlegate Road Gang. “The reason 
[Intervale Posse] went down was because we 
told them to stop shooting their guns, and 
they didn’t,” Kennedy says. “Part of what was 
so important about Ceasefire was that all par- 
ties pretty much agreed that the way that au- 
thority was being used was reasonable.” Stern 
concurs. “Federal resources are best used as a 
scalpel, rather than a sledgehammer,” he says. 
“The art is in picking the right cases and find- 
ing the right leverage.” 

But today, the sledgehammer is back out 
— while the reasons for using the federal 
court have mostly gone away. Boston is sim- 
ply not overrun with highly organized gangs 
the way it was 20 years ago. “We openly ac- 
knowledge that the picture’s different,” says 
Paul Joyce, Boston Police detective-depart- 
ment superintendent and former head of the 
department’s gang unit. Today, the problem 
is that individual criminals operate in looser 
bonds of cooperation. “In the ’80s and ’90s 
they were open about their gang status, they 
would tell you where their turf is,” Joyce 
says. Now, “a lot of these ‘gangs’ are young 
kids who happen to hang out on the same 
street corner,” says Michael Doolin, a 
Boston defense attorney. 

Theodore Heinrich, the assistant US attor- 
ney who prosecutes many gang cases, includ- 
ing all four of the potential death-penalty 
cases named above, disputes this premise. 
“The notion that back then there were these 








hierarchical, organized gangs, and now there 
are none, just individuals committing crime, is 
flat-out wrong,” he says. Gangs have simply 
learned discretion from the prosecutions of 
the 1990s, and know not to advertise their 
gang membership, Heinrich argues. “The vio- 
lence problem is still groups of kids — 
whether you define them as gangs or associ- 
ates or crews or posses or just friends — who 
commit violent crime as part of that group.” 

Heinrich has to believe this; otherwise, some 
of his most important ongoing cases would 
collapse. Simple murder is not a federal matter, 
so gang-killing cases qualify for federal juris- 
diction only as “conspiracy to murder in aid of 
racketeering.” Heinrich thus claims that Green 
and Morris didn’t simply kill Terrell Gethers in 
the street during the Caribbean Festival three 
years ago; he charges that their gang, the Es- 
mond Street Crew, had a Franklin Hill Giants 
member whacked to protect and further their 
criminal enterprise. That enterprise was con- 
trolling cocaine distribution in the blocks just 
north of Franklin Field. 

Thus, Heinrich must convince his jury not 
only that Green and Morris killed Gethers, 
but that they belonged to the Esmond Street 
Crew, that the Crew qualified as a criminal 
enterprise (“a group of individuals associated 
in fact, which engaged in, and the activities of 
which affected, interstate and foreign com- 
merce”), and that the murder was gang-relat- 
ed, not motivated by a dispute over a girl or 
some other personal reason. If the federal jury 
decides that the Crew was just a bunch of 
guys on the same block, or that the murder 
had nothing to do with the Crew, they must 
acquit — even if they believe that the defen- 
dants committed the murder. 

Good luck to Heinrich. One federal judge 
— Mark L. Wolf — has already ruled in a 
companion case that the Esmond Street Crew 
was not a criminal enterprise. This happened 
when three other Esmond Street defendants, 
indicted in a group of 14 along with Green 
and Morris, went to bench trial (in which 
there is no jury and the judge decides the 
case) on drug charges before Wolf last May. 
Three others in the group had made plea 
deals in exchange for testimony — but one of 
them, Shawn Williams, dramatically recanted 
on the stand. There was no gang, he said, just 
a bunch of guys who lived in the same area. 
“When I went before the grand jury, I had 
lied,” Williams said, according to a transcript. 
“T basically lied . . . every time I was briefed. 
My daughter had just passed away, and I 
wasn’t really in the right state of mind. I was 
just trying to get home.” 

Wolf ultimately sentenced the three men on 
simple possession and distribution, for which 
they received prison terms ranging from four 
to seven years. (For recanting, Williams for- 
feited his prearranged deal and is serving 12 
years.) Wolf also suggested that Heinrich re- 
consider his prosecutions of the murder-relat- 
ed Esmond Street cases, including Green and 
Morris, according to a transcript of the hear- 
ing. “[W]ho wants to conduct a death-penalty 
case with somebody who voluntarily tells the 
judge that he’s committed perjury?” Wolf said. 

Others concur with Wolf’s assessment that 
the case’s weak criminal-enterprise link made 
federal prosecution inappropriate. “It was to- 
tally disorganized criminal activity,” says Ben- 
jamin Entine, the attorney who represented 
Kevin Modlin, one of the Esmond Street de- 
fendants. “There was no indication of criminal 
enterprise, other than the fact that they lived in 
the same area.” Entine knows the difference 
— he defended a member of the Intervale 
Posse. That group was completely different: 
“Everybody knew everybody, there was a hier- 
archy, they wore insignia, and so on.” By con- 
trast, Entine says, the Esmond Street “gang” 
had none of that — not even a gang name. 
“Nobody ever called them Esmond Street 
Crew until the federal government decided 
that would be a nice thing to call them.” In 
fact, a National Institute of Justice study of = - 
Boston’s Operation Ceasefire, released in Sep- 
tember 2001 — a month after the Gethers 
murder — does not include Esmond Street 
among a list of 60 Boston street gangs. Nor 
does the Massachusetts Department of Cor- 
rection (DOC), in its current list of 75 Boston 
street gangs active in its prisons. 

Federal prosecutions involving the Stone- 
hurst Crew, to which Wurie and Monteiro al- 
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legedly belonged, seem equally questionable. 
The purported gang is also absent from the 
Ceasefire and DOC lists. Last fall, 13 alleged 
members of Stonehurst, mostly Cape Verdeans 
in Dorchester and Brockton, received federal 
indictments. Stonehurst was allegedly battling 
with Wendover, a Cape Verdean gang that is 
listed by Operation Ceasefire. According to a 
Ceasefire report, Wendover was in conflict with 
Magnolia and in “intense conflict” with Dudley 
Park, two other gangs. 

The Stonehurst indictment accuses 13 indi- 
viduals of 18 shootings, including the murder 
of Luis Carvalho; technically, the charges are 
murder, assault, and conspiracy to murder, all 
“in aid of racketeering.” And what was that 
racket? According to the indictment, the main 
purpose of the Stonehurst “enterprise” was not 
economic, but “to shoot and kill members, as- 
sociates, and perceived supporters of a rival 
gang in Boston known as Wendover.” 

“To use RICO laws and treat these kids in 
the same league as major drug-dealing groups 
is absurd,” says Martina Jackson, executive 
director of the Boston-based Massachusetts 
Citizens Against the Death Penalty. “It shows 
a tremendous racial and class bias.” 


HE BPD’S JOYCE insists that, regardless 

of the changing nature of gang activity, the 
federal courts continue to serve an important 
role in fighting street crime. The Esmond 
Street area, he says, has quieted down consid- 
erably since that group was pulled off the 
street. That’s true, at least for the immediate 
few blocks that the group purportedly con- 
trolled. But of the 120 homicides in Boston 
since the start of 2002, at least 15 have oc- 
curred within a half-mile of the alleged former 
Esmond Street headquarters. 

Ultimately, however, the question is not 
whether a group of violent criminals should be 
prosecuted — obviously, they should. Rather, 
the question is why the federal court is need- 
ed. From a prosecutorial standpoint, federaliz- 
ing a case has several benefits. For one thing, 
agencies like the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FBI), Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and 
Firearms (BATF), and Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration (DEA) often have vastly greater 
financial and personnel resources than any 
local police department; they can put some- 
body undercover for a year to infiltrate a gang, 
Doolin points out. Those agencies also oper- 
ate under different, often more lenient rules. 
The DEA can wire up an informant without a 
court order, for example, which it did in the 
Esmond Street investigation. And, since the 
US sentencing guidelines were overhauled in 
1987, federal sentences are often harsher — 
particularly for career criminals, because prior 
crimes can serve as sentence multipliers. 

Because of those harsh sentences, the mere 
threat of moving a case to federal court is 
often enough to get a defendant to plead 
guilty or, better, to cooperate by providing in- 
formation to prosecutors. And US attorneys 
can hand out immunity on their own, says 
William Young, chief judge of the US District 
Court for the District of Massachusetts, while 
DAs need to obtain judicial approval. That 
has led to success through Boston’s Unsolved 
Shootings Project, says Joyce. It also led to 
information that freed Donnell Johnson in 
2000, when federal prosecutors learned from 
a gang member facing drug charges that 
Johnson was not involved in the murder for 
which he had been convicted. 

But it also produces bad information, crit- 
ics charge. “They’re creating a whole genera- 
tion of desperate people who will say desper- 
ate things,” says Stephanie Page, an attorney 
with the Committee for Public Counsel Ser- 
vices, the Massachusetts public-defender of- 
fice. Desperate people also make for less- 
than-believable witnesses, as US attorneys 
have learned in the case of Wurie, one of the 
death-eligible defendants currently under 
prosecution in the state. A key witnesses 
against Wurie is Augusto Lopes, who is co- 
operating with the US attorneys in exchange 
for a potentially reduced sentence. As part of 
that deal, Lopes also testified against Wurie 
on a separate federal charge last month. In 
that case, after defense attorney Norman Za- 
lkind had Lopes recount the many shootings 
for which he has been granted immunity, the 
jury took an hour and a half to acquit Wurie. 
In addition to its sometimes questionable 





legal merits, federalization involves real dollar 
costs. Federal trials tend to be longer and con- 
siderably more expensive — a recent federal 
case that would have been a one-week trial in 
state court lasted 90 days, says Boston defense 
attorney Robert Sheketoff. Longer prison sen- 
tences also come at high cost to taxpayers. 
Furthermore, many believe that the pur- 
suit of street crime distracts US attorneys 
from prosecuting high-level crimes more ap- 
propriate for federal court. In February, 
Judge Wolf took the unusual move of pub- 
licly complaining about the number of 
street-crime cases clogging up the federal 
court, and suggested that Sullivan concen- 
trate on more serious cases. Sullivan blasted 
back at Wolf in the press, at which point two 
of Wolf’s benchmates, Young and Rya W. 
Zobel, jumped to his defense. (Wolf declined 
to comment for this story.) “The mix of 
cases with which we work has been, since 
Donald Stern and continuing with Michael 
Sullivan, moving to these kinds of drug and 
gun cases,” Young says. “The judges expect 
to see sophisticated prosecutions,” says 
Sheketoff. “They see Mickey Mouse non- 
sense that could be handled in state court. It 
must be frustrating.” (Young, it seems, has 
had enough of these cases. This week, con- 
sidering decades-long prison terms for five 
drug dealers, the judge issued a 174-page 
declamation against the federal sentencing 
guidelines. In it, he describes prosecutorial 
methods that “exceed all constitutional 
bounds,” involve “repeated instances of ille- 
gal fact bargaining,” evince “a moral code 
more suited to the alleys of Baghdad than 
the streets of Boston,” and reveal “such cal- 





May, and O’Toole has made a number of 
community appearances since taking office 
in February. 

Despite the step-up in harsh federal prose- 
cution, gun crime has increased in Boston 
since the gang era subsided, in 1996. The total 
number of homicides, robberies, and aggra- 
vated assaults involving firearms was rock- 
steady from 1997 through 2000, and rose in 
the last three years. This year through March, 
the number of reported aggravated assaults in- 
volving firearms was at its highest since 1996. 
“We see over and over again that just making 
a lot of federal cases doesn’t make a lot of vio- 
lence-level difference,” says Kennedy. 

Yet a bill now in the US Senate would 
widen the federal net much further. Intro- 
duced last fall and sponsored by the odd cou- 
ple of Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Dianne Fe- 
instein (D-California), the “Gang Prevention 
and Effective Deterrence Act” would define a 
“criminal street gang” to include an “informal 
group” of “three or more persons.” It would 
make seven new federal crimes death-eligible, 
according to the American Civil Liberties 
Union, and create the vague felony of gang 
“participation.” This follows the Drug King- 
pin Statute of 1988 and the Federal Death 
Penalty Act of 1994, which vastly expanded 
the list of federal crimes, including those pun- 
ishable by death. “The Congress has signifi- 
cantly expanded the number of federal 
crimes, and taken crimes which were tradi- 
tionally handled by local courts and made 
them federal crimes,” says Young. 

There has been yet more twisting and 
pulling to make local matters into federal 
crimes. Gary Sampson, sentenced to death in

lous indifference to innocent human life as 
would gag any fair-minded observer.”) 

Perhaps more important is a concern raised 
last fall by Suffolk County district attorney 
Dan Conley. Conley spoke publicly against the 
decision to prosecute Green and Morris in 
federal court, especially in light of the decision 
to seek the death penalty. He warned that it 
could damage partnerships between law en- 
forcement and community groups, making it 
harder to prevent and prosecute crime. (Con- 
ley declined to comment for this article.) 

Some defense attorneys also point out that 
moving a case from Suffolk County to US 
District Court causes a dramatic change in 
the make-up of the jury pool. Young black 
men end up judged by primarily white, sub- 
urban juries. Is it possible that gang cases are 
being moved to federal court specifically be- 
cause those juries are more likely to convict 
— and sentence to death — African-American 
men? “Let’s face it, I teach lawyers forum- 
shopping,” says Judge Young. “Wouldn’t it 
be wrong not to go where you can get your 
best shot?” 

Such prosecutorial tactics can further erode 
minority communities’ faith in the criminal- 
justice system. “There’s a genuine level of 
distrust,” says the Reverend Eugene Rivers, 
president of the Ella J. Baker House, a Boston 
youth-outreach center. He plans to draw more 
attention to these cases, which he believes 
have been overlooked by many in the city. “I 
think the use of the death penalty is absolute- 
ly disgraceful. Sullivan has not made a credi- 
ble moral or political case for why he is doing 
it.” Former Suffolk County DA Ralph Martin 
shares these concerns. “I think the death 
penalty creates problems,” he says. “There 
are historically concerns about the applica- 
tion of the death penalty. And that’s com- 
pounded by problems with wrongful convic- 
tions, which more often than not have been 
people of color.” 


HIS IS AN.inopportune time to upset 

community trust — in fact, Boston Police 
commissioner Kathleen O’Toole and Mayor 
Tom Menino have renewed efforts to court 
that trust in the wake of a recent rise in vio- 
lent street crime. They met with three dozen 
clergy and social workers at City Hall in mid 


Massachusetts last fall for stabbing a 69-year- 
old man to death during a carjacking, was a 
federal case, not because he drove across state 
lines while committing his crime, as many be- 
lieve, but because carjacking involves automo- 
biles. This allowed the government to invoke 
the US Constitution’s commerce clause, 
which gives the federal government power to 
regulate interstate trade. 

Of course, the federal government has 
used the same sorts of arguments to defend 
all manner of regulation and intrusion into 
local matters; it would be hypocritical for 
liberals to celebrate the anniversary of Brown 
v. Board of Education, in which the US 
Supreme Court forced states to desegregate 
schools one day, and then bemoan the over- 
reach of Sampson’s federal prosecution the 
next. But Brown involved the vindication of 
rights under the US Constitution. In these 
prosecutions, by contrast, the federal gov- 
ernment often wields its power to tack an 
extra few years onto a criminal’s sentence 

or, in some cases, to execute him). 

What happened to a group of 24 people 
arrested in Roxbury in April offers a perfect 
example of how federal prosecutions are 
parceled out in order to win harsher sen- 
tences. All have been charged with crack and 
cocaine distribution near the Warren Gardens 
housing development. None has been charged 
with violence or gun possession, and there 
have been no allegations of gang activity. All 
are accused of essentially the same crime, but 
16 have been charged federally, while eight 
have been charged by the’ state. Although Sul- 
livan would not comment on the specific 
cases, he and others in his office acknowledge 
that in these types of matters, the various co- 
operating prosecutors divvy up the defendants 
based largely on which court offers the sever- 
est penalty. Distributing cocaine base (i.e., 


_crack), generally carries a stiffer penalty in 


federal court; the alleged crack dealers in the 
Warren Gardens group face federal indict- 
ments. Several of the defendants are charged 
in the state system with distribution in a 
school zone, which carries a heavy penalty in 
Massachusetts. Others allegedly caught deal- 
ing on Copeland Street — more than 1000 
feet from the Lewis School — are charged in 
federal court with distribution within 1000 
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feet of a playground, which doubles the po- 
tential federal sentence but would not have 
been relevant in state court. “What I see 
going on now is cases that are more than suit- 
able for the state court — in fact, it’s the sta- 
ple of what they do — being federalized be- 
cause the penalties are harsher,” says defense 
attorney Sheketoff. 

That is exactly the point made by a major 
1998 American Bar Association task force — 
chaired by no less a conservative than Edwin 
Meese, the attorney general under Ronald Rea- 
gan. “The federalization phenomenon is incon- 
sistent with the traditional notion that preven- 
tion of crime and law enforcement in this 
country are basically state functions,” the task 
force’s report said. It went on to criticize the 
“indiscriminate federalization of local crime for 
no other reason than that it is serious,” warn- 
ing that this practice is “at best, wasteful, and 
at worst, destructive of the relationship be- 
tween state and federal law enforcement.” 

That hasn’t stopped supposed states’-rights 
proponents George W. Bush and John 
Ashcroft from dramatically increasing the use 
of the federal courts — from 59,923 new 
criminal cases in Reno’s last fiscal year (end- 
ing September 30, 1999) to a record-high of 
70,642 in FY 2003, an 18 percent jump. The 
rise in numbers is partially due to the expan- 
sion of immigration laws post-9/11. But the 
single biggest increase is in prosecution of 
weapons and firearm offenses, which have 
more than doubled, from 4367 to 9075. 
Meanwhile, the number of white-collar cases, 
like embezzlement and lending-institution 
fraud, has dropped. 

Not only has Ashcroft accelerated federal- 
ization of cases, he has increasingly centralized 
federal justice system, taking decisions away 
from local US attorneys. Even some inside 
the Boston office complain privately of 
Ashcroft’s insistence on ever-higher numbers 
of drug, firearm, and sex-crime prosecutions, 
sources say. And a September 22, 2003, 
memo from Ashcroft to all federal prosecutors 
instituted a new policy directing that in every 
case, the most serious offense possible must 
be charged. “The most serious offense or 
offenses are those that generate the most 
substantial sentence,” the memo elaborated. 
Further, the policy bars prosecutors from 
dismissing charges once filed, and severely 
restricts plea bargaining. Individual US attor- 
ney’s offices now have very little independent 
power to apply their own judgment to the 
prosecution of crimes. 

The minimization of local attorneys’ discre- 
tion also extends to the decision to seek the 
death penalty. In roughly 40 percent of the 
cases in which Ashcroft has authorized pursuit 
of the death penalty, he has done so against 
the recommendation of the local prosecutor, 
says David Bruck, of the Death Penalty Re- 
source Counsel. Reno asked to review all US 
attorneys’ decisions to seek the death penalty 
and overruled some, in both directions. But 
Ashcroft essentially ignores the local office’s 
opinion and makes the decision himself, says 
DPRC executive director Deiter: “Ashcroft 
said the recommendation of the US attorney 
doesn’t really count.” 

Many in Boston believe that Sullivan actually 
recommended against seeking the death penal- 
ty for Green and Morris and was overruled. 
We cannot know for sure because Ashcroft or- 
dered a clampdown on the release of such in- 
formation after several controversial cases 
played out in the press, including one involving 
alleged gang leader Emile Dixon, in Brooklyn, 
New York. Prosecutors in that case had recom- 
mended against seeking death because of con- 
cerns about the reliability of their main witness. 

According to the National Coalition To 
Abolish the Death Penalty, a Washington, 
DC-based advocacy group, Ashcroft has called 
for the death penalty over the opposition of 
local US attorneys at least 28 times. He has 
done so only twice in cases involving white de- 
fendants, 23 times in cases involving black, 
Hispanic, or Native American defendants, and 
three times in cases where the defendant’s race 
is unknown, according to NCADP spokesper- 
son David Elliott. There may be more coming, 
as Ashcroft continues his campaign to send 
young Bostonians to the executioner. se

DESPERATE MEASURES

ALL IT THE close of a chapter. For 

months now, a vocal and determined 

opposition has fought against civil- 
marriage rights for same-sex couples by 
using every tool at its disposal. They have 
yelled in protest, joined in letter-writing 
campaigns, and mounted last-ditch legal 
efforts to stay the start of court-sanctioned 
gay marriages in this state. Now, just 30 
days after Massachusetts extended marital 
rights to same-sex couples on May 17, the 
opposition has grown conspicuously silent. 
Gone are the demonstrations and the ac- 
tion alerts. And while public opinion re- 
mains divided on the issue — the latest 
polling data from the University of Massa- 
chusetts show 45 percent of voters in favor 
of gay marriage and 38 percent opposed 

— no visible backlash has materialized 

since same-sex nuptials became an every- 
day occurrence last month. Even among 
the opposition, it seems, there are limits to 
how far people will go in the name of the 
anti- gay-marriage crusade. 

Consider, if you will, the latest strategy 

among die-hard opponents: legislative 
pressure to remove the Supreme Judicial 
Court (SJC) justices who ruled last No- 
vember that barring same-sex couples 
from civil marriage was unconstitutional. 
On April 22, State Representative Emile 
Goguen — a Fitchburg Democrat op- 
posed to any form of legal recognition for 
same-sex relationships — filed a “bill of 
address” seeking to oust the four SJC jus- 
tices who issued the historic Goodridge v. 
Department of Public Health ruling. With- 
in a month, on May 24, State Representa- 
tive Philip Travis — the Rehoboth Demo- 
crat who has served as the face of the 
anti-gay-marriage camp on Beacon Hill 
— followed suit with another recall bill. 
This time, the measure takes aim exclu- 
sively at SJC chief justice Margaret Mar- 
shall, who penned the 50-page Goodridge 
ruling for the four-justice 
majority. Earlier this month, 
the two legislators renewed 
the recall-the-justices initia- 
tive at a June 1 State House 
press conference, during 
which they vowed to push 
the bills to the governor’s 
desk and on to the Gover- 
nor’s Council, the seven- 
member body ultimately 
empowered to remove 
judges. Goguen released a 
five-count “indictment” 
against Marshall that pur- 
portedly lays out the case for her forced 
dismissal. The nine-page document ac- 
cuses the chief justice of violating the 
state’s Code of Judicial Conduct by deliv- 
ering a May 1999 speech to the Massa- 
chusetts Lesbian and Gay Bar Association 
on gay-discrimination protections in her 
native South Africa — and then failing to 
recuse herself from the Goodridge case 
four years later. 

On the surface, removing the SJC jus- 
tices — the very folks who made same-sex 
marriage in this state a reality — might 
seem like a natural goal for opponents. 
But despite attempts to keep the recall ini- 
tiative alive, gay-marriage opponents on 
the Hill appear to have little appetite for 
it. Of the 45 or so staunchly anti-gay- 
marriage state representatives and sena- 
tors, only a handful are willing to put their 
signatures on the two bills. Goguen, in 
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In a last-ditch effort, die-hard gay-marriage foes seek to oust the Supreme Judicial Court justices 
who decided Goodridge. But their extreme tactics could leave them in political isolation.

fact, is the lone sponsor of the original 
bill, while the Travis measure has attracted 
just two House members as co-sponsors: 
James Miceli, of Wilmington, and Mark 
Carron, of 


Southbridge. If anything, the 
recall initiative’s failure to gain traction il- 
lustrates just how far the opposition will 
go to press the issue. It’s one thing to 
champion the proposed constitutional 
amendment that would ban same-sex 
marriage; it’s quite another to try to take 
down the judges on the state’s high court. 
Observes Representative Michael Festa, a 
Melrose Democrat and a prominent gay- 
marriage backer: “This is a hard-core 
message pushed by hard-core people who 
just don’t want to accept the Goodridge 
decision. A lot of lawmakers, even those 
against gay marriage, cannot condone 
that sort of idea.” 


HE JUSTICE-RECALL initiative dates 

back to February, with the birth of the 
Article 8 Alliance, a Waltham-based group 
of gay-marriage opponents dedicated to 
the “swift passage of the bill of address, 





removal of the judges, and reversal of the 
illegal and illegitimate ruling.” After 
months of futile lobbying on the Hill, Arti- 
cle 8 (the name refers to Article VIII of the 
Massachusetts Constitution’s 





Declaration of Rights, which establishes 
the people’s right to “cause their public 
officers to return to private life”) eventual- 
ly convinced Goguen to sponsor the origi- 
nal “bill of address,” which calls for a res- 
olution “to remove from office Margaret 
Marshall, Chief Justice of the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court, and Roderick Ireland, John 
Greaney, and Judith Cowin, associate jus- 
tices of said court.” On April 22, Goguen 
unveiled his bill with fanfare at a 150-per- 
son rally at the State House organized by 
Article 8. Since then, the measure has 
been languishing in the House Rules Com- 
mittee, which schedules proposed legisla- 
tion for consideration. 

Although Goguen characterizes his bill 
as “the only way we can address the 
Goodridge ruling,” he concedes that many 
of his trusted anti-gay-marriage colleagues 








“felt this was going too far.” “Some legis- 
lators talked to me about it and said, 
‘Don’t you think you’re being too harsh?’ 
and I said, ‘No,’” he says. “They asked me 
what I thought of eliminating the other 
three [justices] and focusing on Marshall 
because she’s the one who spearheaded 
this thing.” Thus, on May 24, Travis, the 
Rehoboth representative, filed the second 
bill to “remove from office Margaret Mar- 
shall,” which Goguen says he has en- 
dorsed because “I’m willing to do whatev- 
er it takes to push this.” 

Facing yet another obstacle, the second 
recall bill concentrating solely on Marshall 
remains stuck in the House Rules Com- 
mittee, although its sponsors consider it 
more politically feasible than its an- 
tecedent. Representative Miceli, one of the 
bill’s two co-sponsors, makes plain his be- 
lief that “asking the legislature to recall a 
group of SJC justices is a hard sell.” By 
contrast, he sees the latest measure as hav- 
ing a chance of garnering support on the 
Hill. “This resolution has a shot — a long 
shot, but at least it has a shot,” he says, as 
compared to “trying to turn tne whole 
court upside down.” 

That Miceli and his three colleagues 
have taken on the recall initiative — a 
move that Miceli admits is “a drastic step” 
— comes as no surprise. All four lawmak- 
ers have aligned with the most die-hard 
gay-marriage opponents — indeed, they 
strongly reject not just civil-marriage 
rights for same-sex couples, but also civil 
unions. During the four-day constitutional 
convention earlier this year, they voted al- 
most completely in line with the key oppo- 
sition groups pushing for an amendment 
to the state constitution banning same-sex 
marriage. They appeared as speakers at 
anti-gay-marriage rallies and signed on to 
last-minute lawsuits to try to stop the 
Goodridge ruling from taking effect on 
May 17. Currently, the four representa- 

tives are among 11 lawmak- 
' ers who have filed a federal 
lawsuit against the SJC jus- 
tices in the US First Circuit 
Court of Appeals, in 
Boston, arguing that the 
SJC overstepped its bounds 
by changing the traditional 
definition of marriage. In 
short, their attempt to go 
after the justices amounts 
to another way to keep the 
debate over the Goodridge 
decision alive. 

In explaining why he’s 
sponsoring the Marshall- 
recall bill, Miceli reiterates the claim that 
he and the 10 other lawmakers make in 
their federal suit. “It’s the argument that’s 
been beaten-to death, but it’s true,” he 
says. “This issue falls within the purview 
of the legislature. This is a constitutional 
question, and I’m going to fight it to the 
bitter end.” 

Goguen makes a different point and 
puts it more bluntly: “I’m against gay mar- 
riage. I don’t think the next generation 
should have to confront this type of thing.” 

What’s surprising about the recall ini- 
tiative is just how isolated the four legisla- 
tors have become even among the forces 
of same-sex-marriage opposition. Miceli 
and Goguen insist that they’ve experi- 
enced nothing but positive feedback about 
the removal campaign from such far-flung 
places as Alaska, Nevada, and Texas, as 
well as here at home. “My constituents are 
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folks like myself who believe very strongly 
that the judges are way out of line on this 
issue,” Miceli says. Yet they readily ac- 
knowledge that they’re facing “an uphill 
battle” at the State Rouse. (Neither Travis 
nor Carron returned repeated phone calls 
from the Phoenix.) 

But even that seems something of an 
understatement. After all, not only have 
the recall bills failed to gain any traction 
among prominent gay-marriage opponents 
on the Hill, but Governor Mitt Romney 
has flat-out dismissed the campaign, say- 
ing that he’s focused on advancing the 
proposed constitutional amendment bar- 
ring gay marriage instead. (The amend- 
ment must pass one more legislative hurdle 
next year before it can be placed on the 
November 2006 ballot.) And leading op- 
position groups like the Coalition for Mar- 
riage and the Massachusetts Family Insti- 
tute have declined to endorse the bills. Ray 
McNulty, the spokesperson for both or- 
ganizations, confirms 
that the groups do not 
officially back the recall 
because “to do so would 
be to move beyond the 
coalition’s directive” of 
pushing the anti-gay- 
marriage amendment. 
However, McNulty 
stresses that the coali- 
tion is not “discourag- 
ing our members to 
support the recall initia- 
tive if they choose.” 

Obvious legislative allies of the four 
lawmakers — such as the half-dozen or 
so of their colleagues who have gone to 
federal court in an attempt to thwart the 
Goodridge ruling — are also keeping their 
distance from this latest strategy. Steven 
Panagiotakos, a Lowell senator who is one 
of the 11 legislators behind the pending 
federal appeals case, tells the Phoenix that 
he believes “there is some merit to having 
a discussion” about the resolution target- 
ing Marshall because of her prior public 
comments favoring gay legal rights. “I 
think in this case the impartiality of Mar- 
shall could be questioned,” he says, so the 
legislature should debate the matter. But 
Panagiotakos hastens to add that he has 
not put his signature on either removal 
measure. And he comes across as reluc- 
tant to go so far as to remove a justice. 
“I’m opposed to gay marriage,” he ac- 
knowledges, “but I’m not so opposed that 
I would support this resolution if it’s not 
warranted. It could happen that, after a 
full debate, I don’t agree to go along with 
this.” 

Even the Article 8 Alliance seems to 
have given up on the recall initiative. When 
asked how the bills of address are coming 
along, Brian Camenker, the group’s coor- 
dinator, offers up this observation: “People 
are bored with the whole thing. Legislators 
have had gayness pushed in their faces so 
much they just want to try something else 
for a while.” Camenker and his colleagues 
have contacted dozens of House and Sen- 
ate members to drum up support for the 
bills, but the vast majority, he says, “just 
aren't that interested.” 


F COURSE, there is one obvious rea- 

son for the lack of interest in the re- 
call initiative: “It’s a bad idea, period,” 
says Festa, the Melrose representative. He 
can appreciate that the four legislators 
who have signed on-to the removal bills 
“don’t want to leave any stone unturned.” 
But as far as Festa is concerned, “Their 
efforts have devolved into something pa- 
thetic. The idea that the SJC should be 
subject to public or political whim is just 
abhorrent.” 

Such a notion extends well beyond the 
controversial issue of gay marriage; in- 
deed, it strikes at the heart of th@demo- 
cratic-constitutional concept of an inde- 
pendent judiciary. Today’s gay-marriage 
debate could become tomorrow’s abortion 
debate — or, for that matter, any hot-but- 
ton legal question. If legislators go after 
the SJC justices for Goodridge, what’s to 
stop them from responding the same way 


to other rulings? Notes Richard Van Nos- 
trand, the president of the Massachusetts 
Bar Association, “To go down this path 
sets a dangerous precedent. The question 
would become, ‘Can judges ever be inde- 
pendent? Or will the public take steps to 
basically fire judges with every unpopular 
decision?’” 

Besides, legal experts contend that the 
recall initiative represents a misuse of the 
bill-of-address process. Although the 
power to remove sitting judges is outlined 
in the Massachusetts Constitution — 
which states that “the Governor, with 
consent of the Council, may remove 
[judges] upon the address of both Houses 
of.the Legislature” — it is rarely exer- 
cised. According to the Article 8 Alliance, 
lawmakers have successfully ousted judges 
from the bench only six times since the 
state constitution was adopted, in 1780. 
In most instances, the bill of address was 
used to respond to judicial misconduct, 

such as extortion, 
bribery, and perjury —

dicial opinion. Says Van 
Nostrand, “I’m not 
aware that the bill-of- 
address process has 
ever been used as a club 
to remove judges for 


vorable position.” 

Goguen’s allegations 
of judicial misconduct 
against Marshall certainly don’t seem to 
hold weight. The fact that in 1999 the SJC 
chief justice spoke about developments in 
gay legal rights — in her native South 
Africa, mind you — doesn’t prove that she 
had made up her mind about the legality 
of same-sex marriages, as Goguen and Ar- 
ticle 8 members claim. Nor does it mean 
that she was required to recuse herself 
from the Goodridge case. “Unless Chief 

Justice Marshall addressed the very issue 
in Goodridge [in her speech],” explains 
Lawrence Friedman, a Harvard Law 
School professor who specializes in state 
constitutional law, “it would be very diffi- 
cult to show that she was in some way bi- 
ased toward the plaintiffs and, therefore, 
should have recused herself.” 

None of this is to say that anyone is 
treating the recall initiative as a joke. Gay- 
marriage advocates may not be organizing 
to fight the bills, as they did with the anti- 
gay-marriage amendment, but they’re 
keeping a close eye on them to ensure that 
they never emerge from the Rules Com- 
mittee. Says State Representative Byron 
Rushing, a prominent backer of civil-mar- 
riage rights for same-sex couples, “People 
don’t want these bills to get any kind of 
hearing whatsoever. We don’t want to do 
anything to help them along by saying, 
“We need a hearing.’” Some State House 
‘insiders privately worry that House 
Speaker Tom Finneran — an outspoken 
foe of Chief Justice Marshall — could use 
the recall initiative as a way to “spook the 
court” and send a message to the justices, 
but such fears border on the alarmist. 
Chances are the bills will remain stuck in 
committee until the legislature’s formal 
session ends next month, at which time 
they will die. “If there is no support for 
these bills,” Festa says, “I cannot conceive 
of why the leadership would want to drop 
a tactical nuclear weapon on the floor of 
the House.” 

For now, the four legislators behind the 
recall initiative appear undeterred. They 
continue to push the Rules Committee to 
release the bills of address so House mem- 
bers can debate the idea. They continue to 
reach out to colleagues in an attempt to 
drum up more public signatures. The fact 
that so many gay-marriage opponents have 
yet to come on board, Goguen says, “tells 
me that I’ve got to do something. Ngver 
mind the flip-floppers. Do something and 
find a way to stop this [gay marriage].” 

But in the end, he and his colleagues may 
turn out to be the only die-hards left. w

celebrity? Three essential 
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The little cart 


OST BOSTONIANS don’t know 

David Littlefield by name. They know 

him by his meat. As the entrepreneurial 
proprietor of a vending cart stationed outside 
Fenway Park, the Foxborough native serves 
pepper-and-onion-slathered sausages from a 
portable grill parked behind the Green Mon- 
ster. His cart has been in this spot since 1996 
or 97. Littlefield can’t quite remember the 
year; he’s often fuzzy when it comes to 
recalling dates, time frames, even his 
age. (“I think I’m 35. Want me to call 
my wife and check?”) And in the seven 
or eight years since, he’s become the 
most famous sausage vendor in New 
England, if not the country. 

A kind of cult celebrity for local sports 
nuts, Littlefield has fed his share of stars, 
including Tommy Lee Jones and Jerry 
Springer. He’s also welcomed well-known 
local guests like Governor Mitt Romney 
and chef Jasper White to work behind the 
cart. A few weeks ago, the Boston Her- 
ald’s gossip column blabbed that Little- 
field, a married father of two, was “cozy- 
ing up to Hollywood hotties Ashley Judd

some dirty dude with a cigarette hanging out 


of his mouth, who’s like, ‘Whaddyawant?’” he 


jokes over a bowl of poblano soup at Salsa’s, 
the South Boston Mexican restaurant he 
opened in 1998. “I wanted to get away from 
that as far as I could.” 

A clean-cut father of two with thick eye- 
brows and an affinity for wrap-around sun- 
glasses, Littlefield is an animated, friendly

and Jessica Simpson at the Indy 500.” 
He’s so recognizable in town that he regu- 
larly signs autographs for starstruck kids 
who’ve watched him on local television, heard 
his ads on the radio, or seen him in the EA 
Sports video game MVP Baseball 2004. But 
when shy sixth-graders nervously ask for his 
signature, Littlefield doesn’t write his own 
name; he scribbles what nearly everyone calls 
him: “The Sausage Guy.” 

“The parking garage where my cart is on 
Lansdowne Street, one of the guys always 
says to me, ‘So what’s this like to have your 
name fall into the abyss and just be known as 
the Sausage Guy?’” Littlefield says. “I’m like, 
‘I don’t know.’ It’s weird. But it’s fun.” He 
pauses. “Strange that I worked my way up in 
the world with a pair of tongs.” 


HE SAUSAGE GUY is a ghost of Little- 
field’s past. In the early ‘90s, the Curry 
College graduate paid his rent by selling 
brown-mottled sausages in the old Foxboro 
Stadium parking lot. He’d already tried hawk- 
ing Buffalo wings and failed miserably. “It was 
a total bust,” he says. “No one wanted them.” 
He’d just graduated from Curry with a busi- 
ness degree, surprised to discover that his 
pricey diploma qualified him for just one pro- 
fession. “I’m like, ‘Gee, wow, what am I?’ And 
I’m like, ‘Hmmm, hmmm — I’m a salesman. 
And there was nothing else.” So he sold pagers 
for a while, then advertising at a Cape Cod 
radio station. But Littlefield wanted to work for 
himself, even in his early 20s. “I just work too 
hard to work for people,” he likes to say. “I’ve 
always been 110 percent at what I was doing.” 
So he settled on sausages. “The Sausage 
Guy” was how football tailgaters would greet 
the gregarious Littlefield as they passed his 
stand. Some hawkers might’ve smiled wanly, 
or maybe even growled — sausage guys tend 
to fall somewhere between canteen drivers and 
snow-cone salesmen on the street-vendor 
food chain, so the inexorable nickname some- 
times sounds like an epithet. But Littlefield 
isn’t your average street vendor. “I never 
wanted to be the stereotypical guy you have in 
your head when you say a street vendor — 





man who exudes a blithe ebullience — he 
comes off as the sort of guy who’d walk into a 
sports bar and be hugged by a drunk stranger 
before closing time. So he didn’t take offense 
at the Sausage Guy moniker — he took pride 
in it, made it his own. 

Littlefield soon landed more locations for his 
cart: Downtown Crossing, a spot outside Play- 
offs, a now-defunct club in Weymouth, and a 
late-night stop outside Mary Ann’s, a Cleve- 
land Circle bar. “It was crazy,” he says. “I’d 
get done at Playoffs at 12:30 or one in the 
morning. I had a pickup truck with this huge 
grill and I’d throw the thing in the back of the 
truck, drive to Cleveland Circle, pull it out of 
the truck, work another hour and a half there, 
put it back in the truck, and go home about 
3:30 or four in the morning.” 

In those days, Littlefield had also picked up 
a job in Manchester, New Hampshire, outside 
another club. In the winter, he couldn’t wear 
gloves while counting money, so he got frost- 
bite twice. Sometimes the mustard froze. 
Once, he brought along a trainee and the truck 
died on the way there. The trainee figured they 
were heading home. “I was like, ‘No, we’re 
not.’ He was like, ‘Whaddya mean?’ I was like, 
‘The tow truck’s going to drive us to the club.’ 
He’s like, “You’re mental!’ I’m like, ‘I’ve got 
rent to pay. I have bills. This is what I gotta 
do.’” Back then, Littlefield worked pretty 
much around the clock. “People would be like, 
‘Dude, how much do you work?’ I didn’t 
know. I would just never count the hours.” 

“He works like 100 hours week,” says Dave 
Andelman, CEO of Phantom Gourmet, the 
local show on which Littlefield made his first 
television appearance. “The cart is almost like 
a part of that guy’s body.” 

In 1996, Littlefield finally scored the spot 
on Lansdowne Street after two-and-a-half 
years of working through the management lay- 
ers of the parking-garage company that owns 
the spot. He used it during Red Sox home 
games and to catch the club crowd stumbling 
home. Around that time, he also commissioned 
a business logo from an artist friend. The re- 





sult was a priapic emblem that capitalized on 
his product’s suggestive shape: a buxom Bettie 
Page look-alike, clad in a red bikini and high 
heels, straddling an airborne rocket. Though 
some criticized the image as sexist, Littlefield 
slapped the new Sausage Guy symbol on T- 
shirts, baseball hats, bumper stickers, and his 
cart. Admittedly, it’s caused him some prob- 
lems: because of the logo, New England Patri- 
ot Adam Vinatieri pulled out of a Sausage Guy 
calendar at the last minute back in 2001, and 
Littlefield says some customers won’t come 
into Salsa’s because they see the rocket-riding 
sexpot on his van parked outside the restau- 
rant. But he doesn’t get as much guff for it “as 
you would think. It goes in spurts,” he says, no 
pun intended. “It’s just a logo.” 

And the branding worked. Littlefield distin- 
guished himself from the street-vendor masses 
and created a marketable brand in the process. 
Red Sox fans adored him, lining up around the 
block and chanting his name. Before the other 
street vendors were kicked off Yawkey Way last 
year, the Sausage Guy was the only one on 
Lansdowne. He used his meaty earnings to 
buy — and then sell — a pizza joint, Three 
Clovers, and then to buy Salsa’s, a purchase he 
considers his best business decision. “Salsa’s 
was a real business decision, whereas the 
Sausage Guy was about survival and instinct,” 
Littlefield explains. He appeared on Phantom 
Gourmet. He became a fixture of the Herald’s 
“Inside Track.” He put out two celebrity calen- 
dars, featuring the likes of comedian Lenny 
Clarke, Ruthie from The Real World: Hawaii, 
and Jasper White. 

“David was building that Sausage Guy 
brand way, way, way before that became such a 
cool term in business,” points out Andelman, 
who dressed up as the Sausage Guy for Hal- 
loween last year. “But he doesn’t use that word 
‘brand.’ That’s part of his appeal, too. He says, 





tractors to show that he understood the work- 
ing class — at Littlefield’s cart (though he did- 
n’t wear a Sausage Guy shirt). “That was so 
funny,” Littlefield says, cracking up at mention 
of the governor. “I’m here in my office one day 
and I get a call from the Romney campaign. 
They’re like, ‘We want Romney to come out 
and work the cart.’ I’m like, ‘What?!? I gotta 
call you back — I’m a Democrat over here in 
South Boston. I gotta make some phone calls.’ 
I hung up on him. I’m like, can I really do 
this?” Littlefield eventually agreed to the stunt. 
“To [Romney’s] credit, he did work with me 
for an hour and a half, two hours. But I went 
to a fundraiser for [Shannon] O’Brien soon 
thereafter, and I became a political football.” 

While Littlefield remains his company’s con- 
genial mascot — an illustrated caricature of 
him appears on his dollar-off sausage coupons 
— he doesn’t spend nearly as much time at the 
cart as he once did. Since the early days, he’s 
gotten married, started a family. “One of my 
goals is to keep the Sausage Guy as cool as | 
can,” he says, “so that when [my kids are] in 
school, they’re not embarrassed.” 

These days, Littlefield has a part-time staff 
of eight Sausage Guys, along with a few 
young, tanned, cooing women to pass out 
fliers, collect cash, and sometimes squirt 
condiments on men’s meat. (“This is the hap- 
piest tube steak in the city,” said one bald, tat- 
tooed Sox fan on a recent Wednesday evening, 
after getting mustard assistance from one such 
woman.) But people still love him. Last year, a 
California Marine e-mailed Littlefield a snap- 
shot of himself in Irag, posed beside a Sausage 
Guy bumper sticker slapped over a defaced 
mural of Saddam Hussein. A framed copy of 
the picture hangs in Littlefield’s office. 

Fans still keep an eye out for the original 
Sausage Guy at Red Sox home games, where 
he claims he can be found on weekend

‘Here’s how I’m going to build the Sausage 
Guy; here’s what would be good for the 
Sausage Guy; 30,000 bumper stickers for 
Sausage Guy.’ He’s not a marketing guy who 
comes in and goes, ‘Here’s what I want to do 
with a brand.’ That is what he’s talking about, 
but he doesn’t talk about it that way. It’s amaz- 
ing, he really should teach a seminar at Har- 
vard Business School on the building of a 
brand with no budget. It’s incredible.” 

“Dave is larger than life,” says chef/owner 
Jasper White, who recently added Littlefield’s 
sausages to the menu at his Summer Shack 
restaurants. “He put a face and a name to a 
product that everybody loves.” 


E SAUSAGE GUY has ballooned into an 
entity far bigger than its founder: a product 
line, a catering company, and a local personali- 
ty. He’s even become a political pawn. During 
the 2002 gubernatorial election, Mitt Romney 
scheduled one of his “Work Days” — publicity 
stunts in which he collected trash and rode 


evenings and occasionally during the week. 
“For a while, I actually had a cardboard cutout 
of myself because the guys working were get- 
ting so much hell. People kept being like, 
“‘You’re not the Sausage Guy! Where is he?’” 

Now munching on a taco, Littlefield tries to 
explain his popularity. “The little cart that 
could, I call it. I think that’s part of the charm 
of it. An American-dream type of thing. After 
all, I started in the food business with a 
sausage cart.” And Littlefield won’t stop there. 
He has his sights set on a small Sausage Guy 
restaurant because, he says, “it’s time for the 
guy to have an indoor home.” 

“He’s a metaphor for all those guys out 
there, it’s not just him,” says Jasper White. 
“He’s smart enough to realize that. And that’s 
what makes a person a good businessman. 

“What else can you say,” he adds, “about a 
sausage guy?”

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Break a leg 


The curtain rises on the Provincetown Theater

SK PEOPLE WHO’VE never been to 
A Provincetown what they associate with 

the Cape Cod town, and their responses 
likely won't veer far from cliché: beaches. Gay 
people. Restaurants. Traffic. Shopping. 

Those in the know know better. Province- 
town is also an artists’ colony, long home to 
painters, writers, and other creative talents who 
chose the town for its mix of restorative quiet, 
buzzing energy, and seaside beauty. Province- 
town also prides itself on ushering in the era of 
American drama when, in 1916 on Lewis 
Wharf, Bound East for Cardiff became the first 
Eugene O'Neill play ever produced. And yet, 
for all its storied artistic history, Provincetown 
has been without a dedicated venue for live 
theater since 1977, when a fire destroyed the 
Provincetown Playhouse on the Wharf. 

All that will change this week, with the 
grand opening of the Provincetown Theater. 
After several years of planning, building, and 
fundraising, the facility, which will house 
both the Provincetown Theatre Company and 
the Provincetown Repertory Theatre, kicks 
off its inaugural season with The Direct Line 
Play, written by 30 playwrights including 
Terrence McNally, Wendy Wasserstein, John 
Guare, Christopher Durang, and Harvey 
Fierstein. Just before the curtain rises on a 
new era in Provincetown drama, the theater’s 
executive director, Daniel Kells, talked with 
the Phoenix. 


Q: How did this new theater come to be? 

A: There were two performing-arts organi- 
zations in Provincetown — the Provincetown 
Repertory Theatre and the Provincetown The- 
atre Company — who essentially decided to 
join forces to create a theater for both of them. 
They both were extremely nomadic up until 
that point, meaning they performed in church 
basements, function rooms of hotels, restau- 
rant lounges, things of that sort. Collectively, 
neither company had the prowess to build a 
theater itself, so they said, let’s take three mem- 
bers from our board, three members from your 
board, and three members of the community, 
and give it a go, and try and raise the money to 
build a theater. 


Q: Have local businesses and community 
members been supportive of the idea of building 
this theater? 

A: Yes, without a doubt. They’ve been fan- 
tastic. There’s always been a twinge of disbelief 
that it would ever actually happen. I think that 
type of disbelief permeates life in small towns 
in general. But the moment they knew it was 
going to happen, it was like the community did 
a 180. Suddenly it went from “This is never 
going to happen” to “We cannot believe this is 
going to happen.” We did an open house in 
February; after being here for a month and a 
half, and just hearing every person I met going, 
“That theater’s never going to open,” I said, I 
need to get people ... into the raw building, 
just to see that it doesn’t look like a mechanic’s 
garage anymore. The middle of February, I got 
500 people — in a community that supposedly 
only counts 3000 members, there were 500 
people who came out. If that percentage of 
Bostonians came out for something ... it 
would be Boston Lyric Opera inflating their 
numbers for Carmen on the Common. Them’s 
fightin’ words! 


Q: How much money did you have to raise 
to complete the project? 

A: And have to raise, because we’re still at it. 
The total nut is about $3.1 million. That’s con- 
struction, property acquisition, design, and in- 
ternal build-out: computers, lighting equip- 
ment, things like that. 

We’re at about $2.8 million. So we have 
about $300,000 to go. There’s two schools of 
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PLAY TIME: “I’m just going to be thinking, I hope these people are smiling,” says

thought in the world of building. You can raise 
all your money and then put your shovel in the 
ground, or you can put your shovel in the 
ground and pray. We’re praying. We don’t 
have to pray as hard as we did about four 
months ago; I mean, we probably raised close 
to a quarter of a million dollars in the past 
three months. Close to $75,000 in the past 
three weeks. So things are chugging along. 
The best tool we have for raising money is this 
gorgeous building. If you’re on the edge about 
giving money to us, come and check this place 
out. People are anteing up as a result. 


Q: For people in the Boston area who might 
say that they have plenty of theater much closer 
to home, how do you convirice them that com- 
ing here is worth the trip? 

A: I think a lot of it is experiential. Coming 
to Provincetown is more than just walking 
through the door, sitting down, watching a 
show, and leaving. It is this otherworldly en- 
clave that’s only two hours from Boston. It’s 
the closest you'll get to a Key West experience 
without having to travel very far. There’s mis- 
conceptions that Provincetown is overpriced; 
you know, you can package a vacation to suit 
your needs, ultimately, and you can pull off a 
day trip easily and not break the bank. The fer- 
ries are running. The drive’s not as treacherous 
as people make it out to be. 

The theater is positioning itself as a compo- 
nent of this community, as the oldest — I’m 
probably going to mess this quote up — as the 
oldest continuous arts colony, or something 
like that. Obviously it’s been an arts colony 


. Since the late 1800s. There’s a history here, of 


supporting playwrights, of nurturing artists. 
The strength of a theater company comes from 
having a playground. If you think about who’s 
strongest in Boston, the Lyric Stage is strong, 
the Huntington is strong, the ART is strong. 
SpeakEasy is strong because they’ve always 
been guaranteed their space from the BCA. 
Boston Playwrights’ Theatre is a strong incu- 
bator for artists because they have their the- 
aters right there. Wheh you’re forced to be no- 
madic, the instability can undermine the work 
you're doing. 


Q: How will having a dedicated home for 
these theater companies affect the audiences’ 
experience? 

A: Because I have no control over the quali- 
ty of what goes on stage — I’m not the direc- 
tor; I have no say in what shows our resident 
companies pick; I can’t come in and give 





notes — what’s most important for me is to 
ensure that the experience that the audience 
member has in the theater is sterling. From my 
perspective, if I can let an audience member 
know that regardless of what they’re seeing on 
stage, they are sitting in quality seats, the air 
conditioning works, the concession bar is well 
priced, the box office is easy to deal with, they 
get their tickets smoothly, they find parking, 
the bathroom lines are manageable — if I can 
make the entire experience wonderful, even if 
they see a piece of dreck, hopefully they'll be 
like, “Well, that one didn’t get me; I’ll be back 
next week.” 


Q: And hopefully they won't see dreck. 

A: Of course not. But regardless of what 
goes on on stage, if I can ensure that the audi- 
ence member has a wonderful experience in 
my building, I'll be thrilled. From my perspec- 
tive, [the audience experience] is going to be 
different because they’re going to be sitting in 
chairs that are designed for theater. They’re 
going to be sitting in an environment that’s 
made for hosting performing arts. 


Q: How will the companies be different, now 
that they have a permanent home? 

A: I think a couple of things. One, financial- 
ly they have a burden lifted from them; they’re 
not panic-stricken about, is that guest house 
going to start charging me double for the func- 
tion room I use because they realize that the 
space is killer and they can get a drag queen in 
and do a show and make more money? They'll 
also be able to take more risks. I’m offering 
them a theater whenever they want it, basically; 
let’s give a shot to this play that’s questionable. 
So I think it’s going to be a good time for both 
of them. 


Q: What's your theater background? 

A: I’ve been at it for probably about 12 
years. Proud college dropout, and just sorted 
of toiled in the arts and then dabbled in quote- 
unquote day jobs, temping here and there, 
waiting tables when convenient. But most 
prominently, I produced for three seasons the 
free Shakespeare on Boston Common, and ran 
a couple of successful commercial productions, 
notably and most recently Puppetry of the 
Penis. It was too much for me. The whole road 
lifestyle. You know, you get home from work 
every night at midnight, you go into your hotel 
room, you smoke a joint and eat a cheeseburg- 
er and French fries and drink some beer. And 
then rinse and repeat the next day. The results 





are fried brain, 80 extra pounds, and sort of a 
hollow ambition. 


Q: So you think the Provincetown lifestyle will 
suit you better? 

A: You know, I ultimately wanted to nest. | 
wanted a kitchen, I wanted a dog, I wanted a 
parking space. That was sort of the motivation 
of applying for jobs. After being on the road for 
a good eight, nine months, I was like, oh, I need 
a steady paycheck, I need to grow up a bit. That 
was probably a big portion of it too. 


Q: Tell me about the history of theater in 
Provincetown. 

A: The start is considered in 1916, there was 
a production of Bound East for Cardiff, a play 
by Eugene O'Neill, that sort of began his career. 
The tagline they use for Provincetown is “the 
birthplace of American drama.” And they con- 
sider that the birthing moment, the presentation 
of that play, as its start. Provincetown being an 
arts colony meant that it was possible for some- 
one to come here and live cheap and play and 
be surrounded by painters and writers and 
drunkards and fishermen and hippies, and just 
experiment. There were always these companies 
that would spring up, and theaters built at the 
end of wharves, so that allowed people to just 
play and experiment. The two most well-known 
writers from Provincetown, Eugene O’Neill and 
Tennessee Williams, certainly found the place 
conducive to their writing. Even more so than 
that, in a much quieter, more private way, it 
continues to this day to be a place where some- 
one can come and get away from the world and 
just concentrate on what's in their head. There’s 
really no more gorgeous place in the world. 
When you’ve got two and a half miles of land 
completely surrounded by water, the light is dif- 
ferent, the air is different, the energy of people is 
different, and it lends itself to this being an incu- 
bator for the arts. 


Q: So the landscape and the community of 
Provincetown really affect the theater culture of 


. Provincetown? 


A: Without a doubt. And the dramatics of 
being in a small town. I think the small-town- 
ness of it lends itself to fostering creativity. And 
people constantly are challenging you: “That’s 
great; let me see what you have next.” The judg- 
ment of your peers here in Provincetown, I’m 
finding — and I’m very new here, so this is all 
sort of quick observations — you're not judged 
on your history; you’re judged on what you just 
did. If you paint a painting that someone likes, 
they’re going to love you for it. You paint some- 
thing that’s eh, you paint the next one, they love 
it. You have a play read at the playwrights’ lab 
and it falls flat? It falls flat. Next time you’re 
going to write something else. 


Q: What do you think you'll be thinking when 
the curtain goes up on opening night? 

A: I'll be thinking, thank fucking God! Also, 
I’ve been producing shows long enough that 
I’ve stopped watching what goes on on stage, 
and instead end up watching the audience 
watch what’s on stage. So I’m just going to be 
thinking, I hope these people are smiling. I hope 
they’re loving being here. I hope the air condi- 
tioning continues to work. I hope we don’t have 
a blackout, which is fairly common in Province- 
town on-season. 

A year ago, building and opening a theater in 
Provincetown was not my dream. A year ago I 
think I was crashed out at a hotel in Seattle with 
two men who play with their penises for a living. 
That said, I’ve been brought here and have been 
asked to be a catalyst for this community's 
dream, and that’s been really fantastic. To be the 
one to help usher this place into reality has just 
been a treat like none other. I’ve always prided 
myself and enjoy and look forward to building 
bridges, ‘and saying, how can all of the arts 
companies in Provincetown help each other? 
Can the artists work with the guest houses and 
the restaurants and the shop owners? Can we 
help the fishermen? Is there a connection to the 
schools? And just continue to grow the place. M

Do the right thing 


| was talking with my Rush Limbaugh—quoting uncle and gay marriage came 
up. | told him that gay men and lesbians wanted nothing more than their human 
rights. | told him that telling part of the population that they can live as “partners” 
but not get married is separate and unequal.

Fahrenheit 9/11 is more smoke than fire

nyone who has followed the ongoing 
A revelations about the Bush adminis- 

tration and has concluded that all 
the president’s men (and women) have led 
the country into disastrous policies for 
sinister motives will find Michael Moore’s 
Fahrenheit 9/11 anti-climactic. Those in 
the know who are convinced otherwise 
will remain so and might even rekindle 
their convictions, alienated by the film’s 
stridency. Those ignorant and indifferent 
who watch out of curiosity serve to benefit 
most: perhaps they'll be stimulated to 
learn more and fill in the film’s many gaps 
and ambiguities. 


Many, though, will dismiss this year’s 
Palme d’Or winner at Cannes as another 
Michael Moore screed, a slash-and-burn 
collage of seemingly disjointed information, 
interviews, and images manipulated into an 
argument by the filmmaker’s personality and 
bias, his clownish confrontations, his crude 
but effective irony, his cruder but perhaps 
more effective sentimentality. Fahrenheit 
9/11 takes on his biggest target — the most 
powerful people in the world — so it can’t 
help but score more hits than misses. It may 
be Moore’s most important film, but it’s far 
from his best. 

It opens with cheap shots (just because 
they’re cheap, of course, doesn’t mean 
they’re not on target): the Florida recount,

ack in May, when Michael Moore's anti- 

Bush documentary diatribe premiered at 
the Cannes Film Festival, it was stuck in 
political limbo, having been financed by Mel 
Gibson’s Icon Productions, which chose not 
to release it, and then sold to Miramax Films, 
which was being prevented from exhibiting it 
by Miramax’s parent company, Disney 
Studios. At his Cannes press conference, 


Moore was asked to trace the path from Icon. 


“| don’t hang out with Mel Gibson. . . . | only 
know what | was told by my agent, Ari 
Emmanuel. icon was the Bowling for 
Columbine distributor in Australia and New — 
Zealand. They came to us and said they 
wanted to make the next Michael Moore film. 
It was a signed deal, negotiated over three 
months. We were making the movie, then we 
weren't making the movie. Suddenly, we had 
to get out. 

“Ari was at his seder dinner, he got a call 
from Bruce Davey, who runs Icon, asking 
someone to take over. They had got a call 
from top Republicans to tell Mel Gibson don’t 
expect to get more invitations to the White 
House. But Harvey Weinstein was interested, 
and Miramax immediately said they'd make 
the deal. i'm completely confident that Mira- 
max will ensure that Americans across the 
board see this film.” 

Moore was adamant that Fahrenheit 9/11 
should debut in a theater. “I don’t want this 
shown first on television. TV is a passive 
activity. Going to movies involves sitting in a 
theater of strangers who are having a com- 
munal experience and are more committed 
to action than someone lying on a couch 


drinking beer. When | make any movie, | try 
to make something I'd like to go to ona 
Friday night, so entertaining that people 
could take a girlfriend, a spouse, eat pop- 
corn, laugh, cry. 

“My films are not shown in art theaters but 
in shopping malls and commercial houses. 
We polled the audience for Bowling for 
Columbine: over 70 percent had never seen 
a documentary in a theater before in their 
lives.” 

A skeptical journalist who had just 


’ watched Fahrenheit 9/11 asked Moore 


whether there was anything really new in his 
film? 

“| don’t think you’ve heard before 
American soldiers [who fought in fraq] talk of 
their despair, their disillusionment. You see 
the first footage of abuse of American 
detainees in lraq outside of prison walls. 
Footage, not photographs. So, there's 
footage you've never seen before, starting 
with documents of Bush's military record.” 

Moore held up a document featured in the 
movie in which the name of one James Bath, 
whose name is somehow connected with 
George W. during his National Guard days, 
has been obliterated. “I can show you the 
2000 document and the document in 2004, 
and he [Bush] or someone at the White 
House has blackened out the name, James 
Bath. What were they afraid of? 2000 was 
pre-9/11. After 9/11, they saw a need to take 
out his name. 

“The American people do not like things 
kept from them. This film will be like Toto 
pulling the curtain back. The people will be 


mass demonstrations at the inaugural 
parade with eggs splattering on the presi- 
dential limo (how come we didn’t see this 
on the news?), Bush’s 42 percent vacation 
rate, his plummet in the polls, his resurrec- 
tion at the cost of the World Trade towers 
and 3000 lives (the horror is distilled in the 
haunting image of billions of bits of paper 
falling from the sky). Then comes one of the 
most disturbing moments: the president 
receiving the news of the disaster while 
reading a children’s book to a Florida ele- 
mentary class. A sign on the blackboard 
behind him says that reading is what makes 
America great. Had Bush taken that to 
heart, Moore slyly suggests, he could have 
saved everyone a lot of trouble: inserted 
footage of the vacationing president 
shows aides carrying the unread secu- 
rity reports warning of Osama bin 
Laden’s intentions. 

Score one for Moore, but what fol- 
lows next — his lingering close-up of 
the president’s face for the nine min- 
utes after his hearing the news in 
which he does nothing — is the most 
sympathetic image of the president I’ve 
ever seen. He’s hurting, he’s desperate, 
he’s been “smoked out” — you've got 
to feel for him. Moore, instead, tries to 
read his mind: is he thinking of which 
“pal” screwed him? Could it be Sad- 
dam? (We get a shot of a young 
Donald Rumsfeld looking surprisingly 
like Robert McNamara as he shakes 
the Iraqi fall guy’s hand.) The Saudis? 
That’s Moore’s bet. Relying heavily on 
the recent book House of Bush, House 
of Saud and interviews with its author, 
local writer Craig Unger, he weaves 
together a gauzy web of ties between 
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Fahrenheit 9/11

the bin Ladens and the Bushes, between the 
Saudi royals and virtually every corrupt cap- 
italist nabob in America. Why did the gov- 
ernment provide a ride out of town for 
Osama’s relatives when all other flights were 
grounded after September 11? Whose name 
has been blacked out of Bush’s military 
records? The leads are tantalizing — and 
undeveloped. 

Instead, Moore injects sophomoric gibes 
(okay, I laughed when they played a riff 
from “Cocaine” over Lieutenant Bush’s 
fitness-to-fly report) and falls back on the 
usual agitprop stunts. He corrals a woman 
from his home town of Flint, Michigan, 
whose son has been killed in Karbala. He 
takes her to the White House to confront 
the party responsible for her grief and she 
collapses in tears and rage. A bystande 
cries out, “It’s staged, it’s staged.” It isn’t 
staged; the woman’s agony is genuine and 
terrible to see. But an argument could be 
made that it’s exploitative. 

It’s not beside the point, though. You'll see 
plenty of what the government and the media 
didn’t want you to see, from incinerated Iraqi 
babies to taunted POWs to legless Gls and 
dead ones, too. Those who have gotten over 
the shock of Abu Ghraib will have to start 
spinning some new rationalizations. 

What Moore fails to do, however, is con- 
nect the dots. Spurred on by this movie, per- 
haps others will. If they haven’t already. As 
Donald Rumsfeld notes without apparent 
shame or irony in another urgent, inade- 
quate documentary, Jehane Noujaim’s 
Control Room, the problem with liars is that 
they always get found out. The problem for 
everyone else is that it doesn’t always make a 
difference. ie

shocked and act accordingly. Will it influence 
the election? | hope it influences people to 
leave the theater and be good citizens. It's up 
to them. I’m not a member of the Democratic 
Party. | don’t have a vested interest in elect- 
ing Democrats. | do have a vested interest in 
getting our boys and women back from the 
war. 

Then Moore, sounding the intemperate 
rhetoric of a 1960s radical, unwound about 
America in Iraq. “This is not some noble mis- 
sion, to free a country, prevent a holocaust. 
Bush despises our troops, our young people, 
sending them to a war based on a lie. He’s 
against our troops, putting them on the line 
for [the business interests of] him and his 
friends. The lack of character begins with 
him, Dick Cheney, and Donald Rumsfeld. 
Fish rots from the top down. On September 
11, we had a president asleep at the wheel, 


we had an attorney general who said, ‘I don’t 
want to hear about terrorists’ But they are 
very good at what they do: 70 percent of 
Americans believed there was a connection 
between al-Qaeda and Saddam Hussein.” 

So what difference can this film make? 
Aren't those who will see it the educated left, 
who already loathe George W. Bush? 

“The problem with our side is that it tends 
to vote in less numbers. The right wing is 
there at six in the morning, bringing 10 peo- 
ple with them.” 

So maybe that’s the real value of 
Fahrenheit 9/11: it will motivate the convert- 
ed to go to the polls and prevent Bush's re- 
election? 

“Re-election of George Bush?” Michael 
Moore smirked. “First you have to get elect- 
ed.”

Historian Howard Zinn makes history

ilmmakers Deb Ellis and Denis Mueller 
| a have asked for anything better 

for their Howard Zinn bio-pic You 
Can’t Be Neutral on a Moving Train than an 
opening that coincides with the arrival of 
Michael Moore’s anti-Bush documentary 
Fahrenheit 9/11. Sure, Moore’s film will get 
more attention. But along with a propitious 
confluence of current events, from the 
upcoming Democratic and Republican con- 
ventions to the ongoing revelations about the 
realities of the war in Iraq, Moore’s film has 
raised the general level of political aware- 
ness. And that’s exactly the kind of atmos- 
phere Howard Zinn thrives in. It’s almost as 
if he, Ellis, and Mueller had been planning 
this all along. Because if Fahrenheit 9/11 
unveils the problem, then You Can't Be 
Neutral on a Moving Train offers the hope 
that there indeed are solutions. 

“The emergence of the film wasn’t planned 
for any particular time,” Zinn, a former 
Boston University history professor, confirms 
over the phone from his home in Auburndale. 
“| don’t think they had in mind the idea of 
timing the film for anything that was going 
on. And maybe they felt they didn’t have to 
because they thought that no matter when the 
film came out, the US would be in a foreign- 
policy crisis. The war in Iraq and the fact that 
we're in an election year is just a particularly 
extreme manifestation of what goes on nor- 
mally in American political life.” 

That sort of bold yet understated analysis is 
characteristic of Zinn. He’s a human-rights 
crusader who’s always managed to temper 
moral outrage with a sense of humor, an anti- 
war activist who volunteered to fight in World 
War II, an academic who has never confined 
himself to the classroom, and a celebrated if 
controversial historian (most famously of A 
People’s History of the United States) who’s 
remained in touch with his blue-collar roots. 
He may be as liberal as they come, but there’s 
nothing knee-jerk about the philosophical 
underpinnings of his positions. In contrast to 
Moore, who has a talent for identifying and 
then demolishing obvious targets like Charlton 
Heston and George W. Bush, Zinn is a big- 
picture guy who’s been around and has 
involved himself in enough history in the 


making (WW2, the civil-rights movement, the 
Vietnam protests, etc.) to take a broad view of 
current events, including the war in Iraq. 

“There’s no doubt that what has happened 
with the torture photos has brought far more 
critical attention to the war than there was 
before,” he says. “But even before the photos 
came out, every day the American people 
were being faced with the body count of 
American soldiers and the numbers going up 
from five to six to seven hundred. And there 
was a lot of talk in the press about deception 
about weapons of mass destruction. I still 
don’t doubt that close to half of the American 
people still believe that the war is right. But 
the figures are going down, and Bush’s credi- 
bility is going down. I’m sure that if you have 
a graph for Bush’s support going slowly 
down, there’s been a sharper turn at this 
point. But even with this sharper turn, there 
are still many, many Americans who will not 
be swayed by anything. There’s a reason for 
this: it’s not elitist to say that the American 
people are ignorant of what’s been going on 
in the Middle East. Because it’s not a com- 
mentary on them that they have not known 
the facts. It’s just that the media in the 
United States have not given them the infor- 
mation. And the media have given enormous 
attention to the statements and the position 
of the administration.” 

As You Can't Be Neutral on a Moving Train 
documents, Zinn learned about government 
deception the hard way when, as a WW2

Although it’s destined to be overshadowed by the arrival of Michael 
Moore’s controversial Fahrenheit 9/11, You Can’t Be Neutral on a 
Moving Train is an important political film that needs to be seen. This 
bio-pic from Deb Ellis and Denis Mueller about the so-called radical 
historian Howard Zinn takes its title from his 1994 autobiography of 
the same name. | say “so-called” because the more you get to know 
Zinn, who wrote The People’s History of the United States, and the 
more you come in contact with his ideas, the less radical he and they 
seem. Indeed, as the camera follows him from classroom lectures to 
book signings to anti-war demonstrations and Mueller and Ellis trace 
his rise from a humble blue-collar dock worker to decorated WW2 
bombardier to best-selling author/academician/activist, Zinn comes off 
as profoundly down-to-earth, and his ideas rarely seem extreme. 





O THE CLASSROOM: Zinn being taken into custody at a 


“jellied gasoline” on a small French village just 
weeks before Germany surrendered. It was 
one of the first uses of what would become 
one of the nastier tools in. the Vietnam War 
arsenal — napalm. And as he recounts in the 
film, it was used late in the war to kill German 
soldiers who were simply sitting around wait- 
ing for the fighting to end. It makes you won- 
der whether, given the opportunity to go back 
in time, he’d have opted to take the automatic 
military exemption afforded him as a dock 
worker instead of volunteering to fight. 

“That’s a good question. It’s such a tough 
issue to deal with. I have a different view of 
WW2 now than I did at the time, when it was 
purely a good war, when it was simply a war 
against Fascism. Now, in the light of my own 
experiences in the war, especially that bomb- 
ing raid in France, and looking at the world 
since the war and studying American policy, 
my view of WW2 is a much more complex 
one — more morally ambiguous. 

“Fascism needed to be resisted. But that 
doesn’t really answer the question of 
whether it had to be resisted at such cost 
and with so many atrocities committed on 
our side. This is one of the things that 
makes it morally ambiguous: the motives of 
the government were not the same as the 
motives of the guys who, like myself, volun- 
teered to fight. It took a while for me to. 
realize that. And motivation has an impor- 
tant effect on how a war is carried out. To 
me, that’s the most important thing about 
WW2 today, because there’s no way of reca-

Of course, everything is relative, and in a post-September 11 world 
where the mere suggestion that our government might not have our 
best interests in mind is considered unpatriotic, anyone as sharp, inci- 
sive, and articulate as Zinn is almost bound to be marginalized. 
Fortunately, You Can't Be Neutral on a Moving Train (a statement cen- 
tral to his philosophy) goes a long way toward demarginalizing its sub- 
ject by presenting Zinn as the rare historian who’s been brave enough 
to participate in the making of history by fighting first against Nazi 
Germany, then for civil rights, and finally against our participation in 
Vietnam and war in general. Without such men, the film suggests, this 
political engine we celebrate as democracy would come to a grinding 
hait. in the Coolidge Corner screening room. 


pitulating the conditions of that time and 
making a decision about what scenario 
would have been best in resisting Fascism. 
All that I would claim is that the fact that it 
was done in exactly the way it was done, 
with the bombing of large populations and 
with Hiroshima and Nagasaki, doesn’t mean 
that it had to happen that way. But there is a 
way in which historical events take on an 
absolute firmness that cannot be dislodged. 
It becomes very difficult even to hypothesize 
other scenarios. The point that I really want 
to make about WW2 is not to go back over 
what was done or what might have been 
done, because the most important point 
about history is not what you can say about 
the past but the way it is used in the pres- 
ent. In that regard, the most important 
aspect of WW2 is that the moral element 
has been used and misused again and again 
as a way of justifying every ugly war we 
have fought since.” 

Zinn may not come right out and say it, 
but it’s clear he’s alluding to the parallels 
both Bush administrations drew between 
Saddam Hussein and Adolf Hitler. And he 
hasn’t been shy about making his thoughts 
known. “I was invited recently to the WW2 
war memorial in Washington, to be on a 
panel. And I told them what I thought about 
the uses that have been made of WW2 and 
how I resented that the military glory and the 
moral glow surrounding WW2 were being 
used to cast the same kind of moral glow on 
the war in Iraq. To me, that is the most 
important point to be made about WW2.” 

After a lifetime spent not just chronicling 
but participating in controversial events that 
have shaped history, and watching that history 
repeat itself in often upsetting ways, you might 
think that Zinn would be at least a little dis- 
couraged by what he sees in the world today. 
But it’s more complicated then that. “I don’t 
want to sound like a sappy, happy fool 
whistling in the dark. But I don’t allow my dis- 
couragement to become permanent because 
I’m aware that the American people are always 
in the position of being deceived by the media 
and by their leaders, and that they will show 
the effects of that deception for quite a while. 
But I also have seen again and again that when 
people learn what is really going on, despite 
what the media do or in cases when the facts 
and the reality of.a situation become so obvi- 
ous that even major media have to report 
them, a certain common decency, a basic 
sense of morality, asserts itself. 

“My example of that is the Vietnam War, 
where most Americans went along with the 
idea that we were doing the right thing. But 
the truth of what was going on there 
became gradually apparent to more and 
more Americans, and they turned against 
the war. What’s interesting to me is that 
even as they turned against the war — as 
they moved from two-thirds of the country 
supporting the war to two-thirds of the 
country opposing the war — there was still 
a hardcore of one-third who believed what 
the official line is whatever the facts were. If 
we only look at those people, which is easy 
to do because they are so well represented 
in the media, it’s easy to becomé very dis- 
couraged. But if we look at change over 
time in various historical situations, we see 
at least the possibility, not the inevitability, 
that people can change.” &

Looking for clarity in Michael Haneke’s Wolf

ichael Haneke’s film is a war 
|) Be two looks: one that sees 

nothing and says nothing and one 
that seeks to make meaning out of disor- 
der. The first look is that of Anne 
(Isabelle Huppert) at her young son, Ben 
(Lucas Biscombe), as the latter huddles 
over the little grave he’s building for his 
parakeet, a fresh victim of the unnamed 
calamity that has turned rural France — 
and, one presumes, everyplace else — 
into a land of lawlessness, disease, and 
scarcity. Averting her gaze, Anne goes to 
the door of the barn where she and her 
two children have taken shelter and looks 
outside. It’s right after this moment that 
Ben goes missing, as if his disappearance 
were a response to his mother’s inability 
to see him. The second look is that of Eva 
(Anais Demoustier), Anne’s daughter, at a 
runaway youth (Hakim Taleb) who has 
taken to thieving and scavenging in order 
to survive. Eva’s circumspection and com- 
passion will make it possible for the boy 
to renew a contact with humanity that he 
has lost. 

Haneke’s refusal to give details about 
the catastrophe that has occurred, or many 
hints about what national, political, and 
social structures are in place, if any, has a 
few obvious advantages. These are clearest 
in the opening scenes. The family arrive at 
their country house as if for a normal 
vacation; the first signs that anything 
unusual has happened in the outside world 
appear only after Anne’s husband has been 
shot dead by a squatter and she and her 
children have ventured into town in a vain 
search for help. The logic of the images 
says that the father’s death has triggered 
the general collapse (instead of, as is 
objectively the case, being the consequence 
of it). This way of dramatizing the situa- 
tion tightens our identification with Eva 
and Ben, whose perceptions and responses 





















will shape our response to the narrative. 

The vagueness of the post-apocalyptic 
background becomes a liability when 
Anne, Eva, and Ben reach a railroad sta- 
tion where numerous refugees have come 
in hope of rescue. The featureless waiting 
room, the disparate types thrown togeth- 
er, the uncertainty over whether a train 
will ever come and whether its arrival will 
do any good — all these are so many alle- 
gorical temptations signifying that Haneke 
is in danger of giving in to a stagy, con- 
ventional imagination of disaster. The 
interplay among the refugees sometimes 
comes off as schematic: a low point is 
reached with the scenes devoted to the 
very Bergmanesque sado-masochistic cou- 
ple played by Béatrice Dalle and Patrice 
Chéreau (the latter best known as a direc- 
tor of film and opera).

That Le temps du loup retains its power 
to disturb after the action has settled in 
and around the train station is perhaps a 
testimony to Haneke’s interest in explor- 
ing disaster not as an artistic end in itself 
but as a metaphor for betrayal. Anne’s 
failure to meet her children’s emotional 
and spiritual needs isn’t just a symptom of 
social collapse — it is the collapse. (The 
movie Le temps du loup most resembles is 
Bergman’s Shame, in which global disas- 
ter is ambiguously linked to a bickering 
couple; it also has a more remote affinity 
with Tarkovsky’s The Sacrifice.) Haneke 
likes to harrow the audience by unleashing 
horror on the soundtrack while keeping 
the image bland. In one shot, a grieving 
mother howls and cries while the camera 
stays on a group of legs disappearing 
around an improvised funeral. Haneke has

The Provincetown 
version is a rather rushed, clipped telling of 
Cunningham’s tale, which traces the homo- 
erotic friendship of Jonathan and Bobby, from 
their Ohio childhoods through their life in 
Greenwich Village to self- 
exile in the Woodstock 
countryside. 

Regardless of his cut, 
director Michael Mayer 
can be commended for 
casting someone without 
film experience, stage actor 
Dallas Roberts, as unhappy 
Jonathan, who (this is 
clearer in the novel) finds oodles of sex part- 
ners but can’t be intimate. Roberts holds his 
own in scenes with movie stars Farrell, Robin 
Wright Penn, and Sissy Spacek. A Bush-hat- 
ing Houstonian residing in New York, he 
talked freely after the Provincetown screening: 
“Colin was very generous, even the first week: 
‘Chill, this will work out.’ Colin, that kid, is an 





actor with chops, you can’t fake it. Robin 
would ask the cinematographer what lens he 
was using, and then it seemed to impact her 
performance. I had no idea of these things! I 
hope she conducts a seminar.” 

Roberts was taken seriously for the part, he 
says, because he appeared at that rare audition 
where he actually knew the person across the 
table, Mayer. “Usually it’s a monkey dance, 
you're up for a role promised to Matt Damon, 
you audition but you don’t know what for. It’s 
all a mind guess. I’m nobody, I get 10 audi- 
tions a week, and it hurts every time they say 
no. It’s chaos.” Stage or screen? “In a theater, 
you have much more control of your perform- 
ance, but in a film, you’re 20 feet high. That’s 
cool!” 

What were the discoveries at Provincetown?

the construction of such reticent, dis- 
agreeable tableaux down to a science. 
Filmed in Cinemascope, Le temps du 
loup is probably Haneke’s best visual 
achievement to date and a considerable 
advance over the stifling, undistinguished 
elegance of his two previous films, Code 
inconnu/Code Unknown and La pianiste/ 
The Piano Teacher. In Le temps du loup, 
the wide screen allows him to make pierc- 
ing visual statements that are both concise 
and expressive: Anne is a blur in the left 
background as she tells her daughter not 
to forget that she loves her. And the cre- 
puscular light that becomes the film’s sig- 
nature is truly remarkable: a blue-black 
half-light in which faces get revealed only 
when you concentrate on them. Such light 
is perfect for a film whose main theme is

one long-time gay partner dies and the griev- 
ing other is left without any property because 
the judiciary refuses to recognize relationships 
where there’s no marriage license.

DODGEBALL: A TRUE

Much like the Farrelly brothers, writer/direc- 
tor, Rawson Marshall Thurber (the man 
behind the Office Linebacker commercials) 
blends together dry wit and sophomoric high 
jinks to create a non-stop gagfest around a 
subject that has no right to be funny. The 
set-up is straightforward: Average Joe’s Gym 
is about to be gobbled up by the ritzy Globo 
Gym across the street.

‘THE NOTEBOOK

TROUBLE IN PARADISE 


This Laurel Greenberg documentary is a 
meandering mess that wanders among top- 
ics and loses sight of its focus. It begins well, 
as an exposé of the suspicious details of 
Florida’s 2000 presidential-election results, 
but then goes on to explore racial disenfran- 
chisement, September 11, synchronized 
swimming, a small-town teacher who loses 
the election for Palm Beach county commis- 
sioner, etc. Each interviewee is a microcosm 
of the film’s incoherency, as if he or she had 
been asked to complete the sentence “The 
2000 elections were bad because ...”

Rene’s 1980 paean to loneliness, a work 
made up primarily of songs cut from 
Sondheim’s Company and Follies on their 
way to Broadway and landmark status. In 
20 years, love had turned from a many- 
splendored into a many-splintered thing. 
When creator Stuart Ross devised the plot 
of Forever Plaid, he must have been sam- 
pling substances used, in the era the show 
celebrates, primarily by beats and jazz musi- 
cians. There’s this geeky close-harmony 
quartet, see, who’re married to the pop 
music of the Square Decade and dreaming 
of playing clubs bigger than the 
“Fuselounge” at the local airport. But before 
that wish can come true, the four are killed 
in a car crash in 1964 — just as the Beatles 
.

are about to make their kind of music obso- 
lete anyway. Years after the tragic event, the 
Plaids, as the Celtic-cummerbund-clad 
quartet are called, are inexplicably made 
flesh and allowed to return to earth for one 
last concert — even if they are a little rusty 
and given to robotic choreography redolent 
of the Four Freshmen crossed with the Tin 
Woodman. We are the audience for this 
tuneful vacation from Heaven (characterized 
by the Plaids’ most enthusiastic member as 
the “biggest comeback since Lazarus”). 
Ross’s revue had a very successful local 
incarnation in the early ’90s in the Terrace 
Room of the Park Plaza Hotel, where it ran 
for several years. Now the producing/per- 
forming duo of Miguel Cervantes and 
Andrew Giordano — calling themselves 
Standing O Productions and abetted by 
Robert Foley — have revived the Plaids’ 
revival. In the cabaret space recently inaugu- 
rated by Jacques Brel Is Alive and Well and 
Living in Paris, before a setting of twinkling 
stars and cardboard Deco, they and two 
other talented singers perform the ghostly 
concert with musical director Jonathan 
Goldberg on piano and Matthew Ambrose 


on bass. Direction — and reproduction of 
the finger-snapping, swimmingly swaying 

choreography — is by Dale Sandish, who 

learned the moves as a Plaid in the original 
Boston production. 

As you might expect, the show, which has 
its tongue in its cheek but its larynx in the 
right place, is as inane as its preposterous 
premise. But it has its moments includ- 
ing the one at the end when a tiny, silhouet- 
ted facsimile of the Plaids, who have been 
relegated back to the Beyond, is seen cruis- 
ing across the moon in a vintage convertible. 
And the quartet of singers milk both nerdy 
comedy and harmonic elegance from the 
material, which includes swoony standards 
from “Moments To Remember” to “Love Is 
a Many Splendored Thing” as well as a rev 
erential tribute to Perry Como, a working- 
man’s medley of “Sixteen Tons” and “Chain 
Gang” more suitable for Johnny Cash than 
these high-school audio-visual-club 
refugees, and a high-speed re-enactment of 
that iconic Sunday-night family ritual, The 
Ed Sullivan Show. 

Best known in these parts as the misun- 
derstood protagonist of Bat Boy: The 
Musical, Cervantes is Sparky, the Plaids’ 
sparkplug, who’s given to cheerleading leaps 
and stricken expressions following whole- 
hearted goofs. Broadway tenor Giordano is 
Jinx, whose nervous nosebleeds call for 
time-outs (and leave him having to negotiate 
dramatic lead vocals on “Cry” with cotton 
straggling out his nose). Lanky Logan 
Benedict, in heavy black Buddy Holly specs, 
is Smudge; an impressive bass baritone who 
chats up the audience about his childhood 
record collection before getting his lips 
stuck like a duck’s bill in the hole of an old 
45. And Adam Souza is Frankie, which is as 
close as the dorky Plaids get to Sinatra 
smoothness. (Both Benedict and Souza, like 
Cervantes, are Boston Conservatory grads.) 

There is much quaint musical idiocy on 
view, with the Plaids offering, among other 
things, a Caribbean medley that involves 
plastic bananas and maracas, as well as a 
full-out accordion rendition (by Giordano) 
of “Lady of Spain” to accuinpany the giddy 
Sullivan tour, which comes complete with 
Senor Wences in quadruplicate. But you 
can’t deny that the close-harmony thing 
with every note more like a chord — pro- 
duces a lovely sound and that these guys, 
when not trying to outdo one another at ten- 
derhearted doofiness, have mastered it. 
Cervantes springs with manic energy 
through some of the funnier numbers, 
including the proudly Spanish-tinged 
“Perfidia” and the bebop “Crazy "Bout Ya 
Baby.” Both Souza and Giordano might 
have been sultry prom kings in an earlier era. 
And Benedict, for all his intentional awk- 
wardness, occasionally leaks incipient rocker. 

Whereas the Plaids got snuffed while still 
starry-eyed about close harmony both vocal 
and romantic, the older, wiser singles of 
Marry Me a Little have lived long enough to 
dine out on diminished expectations and the 
ravishing dissonance of Sondheim. If noth- 
ing else, the show proves that what falls off 
the composer’s plate is superior to what 
most songwriters proffer as the main 
course. What Lucas and Rene did was to 
piece together Sondheim’s leavings, primari- 
ly from the much-reworked 1970 Company 
and 1971 Follies, augmented by numbers 
from the then-unproduced Saturday Night 
(written in the 1950s but abandoned when 
its producer died), and weave them into a 
tale of two New Yorkers spending a week- 
end evening alone in identical apartments in 
the same building, yearning for love but get- 
ting TV dinner.

In the fantasy arc of

getting into bed with 
early editions of the 
Sunday Times, 
momentarily and ebul- 
liently intersect before 
returning to the equiv- 
ocal insularity of the 
title tune (cut from 
Company), which 
invites someone to 
“Marry me a little 
Love me just 

enough .../Keep a 
tender distance/So 
we'll both be free 
That’s the way it ought 
to be.” What GSC has 
done is to dust off the 
piece as a showcase 
for big-voiced Jacques 
Brel vets Leigh Barrett 
and Drew Poling, 
whose dreamy, no- 
longer-youthful lonely- 
hearts can at least take 
comfort in the plush 
luxury of their own 
sound (which is 
buoyed from the hall 
by musical director 
Jeffrey Goldberg on piano). 

Marry Me a Little, which is through-sung, 
can seem like too much Sondheim; the dis- 
sonance and jangling jadedness are so 
intense that, when a pretty melody intrudes, 
as in “All Things Bright and Beautiful” (cut 
from Follies) or “So Many People” (from 
Saturday Night), your ear grabs on for dear 
life. And under Paul Daigneault’s direction, 
the singers — ostensibly alone on-a 
Saturday night, though they share the single 
apartment setting — have to augment the 
songs with some pretty desperate domestic 
business, including unloading phallic gro- 
ceries and singing into a sink spray hose. 
The worst is when Barrett’s character has to 
launch into a gutsy rendition of “There 
Won't Be Trumpets” (cut from Anyone Can 
Whistle) while Brillo-ing the cooktop. But 
these are excellent, satisfying singers, up to 
the difficulty of Sondheim (though Barrett is 
the better actor). In their hands, the revue 
seems composed of one showstopper after 
another, with Barrett’s trenchant “The Girls 
of Summer” (written for a 1956 play of the

same name) and Poling’s mournful “Silly 
People” (cut from A Little Night Music) 
among the highlights. 

To his credit, Daigneault does not lose the 
shape imposed on the material by Lucas and 
Rene, and the section in which the Man and 
the Woman come briefly together — begin- 
ning with a sparking touch-on “So Many 
People” and continuing through a rudimen- 
tary Fred & Ginger twirl through “What 
More Do I Need” and “A Moment with 
You” (both from Saturday Night, in which 
new love defies even the noise and grime of 
New York City) — is exhilarating. Which 
makes the landing harder. From Poling’s 
defiant “Happily Ever After” (a claustropho- 
bic indictment of coupledom cut from 
Company) to the wistful “It Wasn’t Meant 
To Happen” (cut from Follies), the perform- 
ers capture the self-destructive self-protec- 
tion that has kept Sondheim characters 
sending in the clowns, and shutting out 
Cupid, for decades. The star-struck, love-

he ballet world has a curious custom of 

remaking its oldest, best-preserved, and 

most cherished icons. Reasons for this 
ritual of inverse homage can be anything from 
the practical (costumes wear out and sets 
fade; new ones might as well be different) to 
the creative (for some, reinventing history is 
an irresistible challenge). 

Still, the idea of updating a monument 
seems paradoxical. The key question is always: 
is it still Swan Lake? Two makeovers this 
spring took drastically different approaches. 

In Boston, the production was traditional, 
and the performing focus was on the audi- 
ence. Boston Ballet’s 1990 Swan Lake 
stayed in the repertory through 1998, but I 
wasn’t familiar enough with it to detect 
specific alterations in Mikko Nissinen’s new 
version last month. Like The Nutcracker and 
most 19th-century classics nowadays, Swan 
Lake represents an approximation of the 
original choreography, with adjustments to 
cover perceived imperfections and meet cur- 
rent demands. Dancers have different 
strengths; theaters are different sizes. Steps 
get eroded or forgotten. Stage patterns go 
out of fashion and new ones get invented. 
The producers count on the audience to 
understand a central concept that preserves 
the ballet’s identity, no matter how that con- 
cept gets reconfigured. 

The crux of Swan Lake is that the Prince, 
a noble but weak young man, can’t distin- 
guish between true love and infatuation. The 
Swan Queen, usually played by one balleri- 
na, has two identities. Odette, the “white” 
persona, is being held captive by the evil 
Rothbart. Only a lover’s devotion can 
release her from the spell. But in collusion 
with Rothbart, the “black” swan, Odile, 
seduces the prince and causes him to break 
his promise, and that brings about various 
unhappy endings. 

What marks Swan Lake, as much as the 
plot, is Tchaikovsky’s music, especially the 
mighty, doom-shadowed Swan theme. Few 
balletgoers may be erudite enough to tell an 
altered step from its original, but many of us 
recognize the picky little phrase that intro- 
duces the unison dance of the four cygnets. 
Other chunks of the music call up images in 
my mind — the act-two ensemble’s hops in 
arabesque, the expansive développés and 
reverse turns of the two big swans, the pas 
de deux where a melancholic solo violin 
underlies the growing trust between Odette 
and the Prince. And the sparkly mazurkas 
and waltzes that sweep through the party 
acts. 

As a theatrical piece, Swan Lake alter- 
nates between festive (acts one and three) 
and elegiac moods (acts two and four). In 
the 1895 version that’s come down to us as 
a classic, two choreographers defined these 
sensibilities, Marius Petipa and Lev Ivanov. 
Petipa’s court scenes and rousing ethnic 
dances may represent the dangerous, sensu- 
al aspects of the story; Ivanov’s formal corps 
patterns and pas de deux stand for a tragic 
Apollonian purity. 

Nissinen’s Swan Lake retains all these 
elements, plus the opulent palace sets and 
hazy lakesides of designer John Conklin. In 
both performances | saw last month, the 
company was encouraging the audience to 
applaud spectacular moments at the expense 
of the ballet’s poetic through line. Of 

course, one of the reasons Swan Lake 
endures is that it provides opportunities for 
superb classical dancing, everything from 
the pyrotechnics of the Black Swan pas de 
deux to the romantic White duo, the flashy 
tarantella and csardas, the pristine unanimi-

I think Natalia Makarova started the 
vogue for exaggeratedly slow passages, 
some 30 years ago, in Giselle. She did it to 
extend the metaphor of a sorrowing heroine 
floating on some attenuated borderline 
between life and death. But with most other

dancers, it’s an affectation. Both Boston 
Ballet music director Jonathan McPhee and 
associate conductor Mark Churchill sup- 
plied wads of funereal tempi for Boston’s 
“white” acts. The orchestra has also taken 
to jolting into high speed after one of these 
dirges. It frequently slowed down at the end 
of a difficult phrase — pirouettes or beats, 
for instance — to give the dancer time to 
finish in perfect position. 

All this makes the dancers look more 
impressive and prompts the audience to 
voice its approval. But it also distorts the 
musical line, which is to say the expressive 
flow, of given scenes as well as the whole 
evening. Nissinen’s Swan Lake is realistic in 
this way, for all its fairy-tale trappings. 
Guest performers at the Prince’s birthday 
party bow graciously to the audience, then 
sweep out without so much as acknowledg- 





What I liked so much about Pennsylvania 
Ballet’s controversial Swan Lake by 
Christopher Wheeldon, which premiered in 
Philadelphia earlier this month, was its 
absolute trust in fantasy. Without waiving 
the ballet’s technical demands, Wheeldon 
shifted the whole affair onto a different 
plane, forcing the audience to entertain a 
new concept of the plot and the characters. 
His Swan Lake is a sustained fiction. The 
tempi are variable but brisk; the story does- 
n’t come to a full stop so the audience can 
demonstrate its approval. 

This Swan Lake is almost intimate, the- 
atrically involving. The three-walled set (by 
Adrianne Lobel) opens out to bigger spaces 
that are wonderfully lit (by Natasha Katz) to 
suggest not just an outer environment but 
places where the on-stage action continues. 
The chorus of swans move outSide during 





the act-two pas de deux, and you see them 
in the distance, shadowing their Queen as 
she gradually yields to the Prince. In act 
three, the partygoers tumble out onto a ter- 
race, making the duet for Odile and the 
Prince a clandestine affair. 

When the overture ends, on a series of 
apprehensive chords, what we hear as the 
curtain goes up, instead of bustling party 
preparations, is the modest little Valse 
Bluette, lifted from the last act and tran- 
scribed for piano. This shocking but brilliant 
departure tells us to forget all our expecta- 
tions. The scene is a room, a dance studio 
or entryway, with a barre along the wall. 
Girls in knee-length tutus enter and pause 
in a string of poses taken from Edgar Degas 
paintings. 

Then the wall goes up and we're in a big- 
ger studio, with an enormous framed mirror 
and high French doors. The customary 
music resumes, and the rest of the ballet, 
with its music, continues much as we know 
it. The story begins with Degas’s ballet girls, 
their teacher, a gentleman patron who’s led 
to a chair with a good view of the girls, and 
a young man who could be the choreogra- 
pher. Instead of a castle with a prince and 
his royal retinue, we see a sweaty dance 
rehearsal, and the ballet they’re rehearsing is 
Swan Lake. 

Wheeldon layers his new libretto on top of 
the old one. The music and the steps reflect 
the familiar Swan Lake, but the Queen 
Mother is a bored supernumerary and the 
Prince’s tutor is the balletmaster. As the 
dancers put on bits of costume and run 
through the dances, you’re drawn into the 
action. You go along with it, believing it as 
you do a dream. The rehearsal ends, the com- 
pany goes home, but the young man stays 
behind, absorbed in his own imaginings — 
perhaps he’s thinking about a new ballet — 
and discovers the swans. 

Wheeldon’s clever reworking doesn’t 
always track the standard plot, but the prem- 
ise of a dream allows for implausible slippages 
and jump cuts. You can make up your own 
explanation when the rich playboy who visited 
the dance studio morphs into the vicious, tat- 
tered Rothbart with his captive harem of 
swans. In the third act, the whole setting 
moves up a couple of decades, from Degas’s 
1870s to Toulouse-Lautrec’s 1890s. The 
dance studio is turned into a cabaret, with a 
new take on the divertissement dances: a 
seductive Spanish trio for a Jane Avril look- 
alike and two partners; a sleek Russian lady 
who does a decorous striptease; a bawdy non- 
Neapolitan can-can. 

After the Black Swan’s betrayal, the whole 
back of the set flies out. The stylish debauch- 
ery of the nightclub gives way to an expanse 
of churning water and threatening sky. The 
swans return and attack Rothbart. But neither 
their retaliation nor the Prince’s remorse can 
undo his mistake. After Odette has apparently 
drifted away to die of a broken heart, he sur- 
faces from his dream and finds himself back 
in the studio. At the final curtain, he sees the 
very same girl among the coryphées returning 
to work in the studio. 

Some critics have taken offense at the 
lowlife third act and dismissed Wheeldon’s 
thoroughgoing transformation of the work. 
For me, the very fact that it simultaneously 
resembled and camouflaged the old familiar 
ballet made for a riveting experience. 
Philadelphia’s Academy of Music, a beauti- 
ful theater in the form of a small European 
opera house, gave the modest scale of 
Wheeldon’s concept an elegant frame. After 
the pomp and remoteness of the show in 
Boston’s immense Wang Theatre, this was a

ting off since Sarah’s death. 

All this seems to be taking place in Iraq, 
though Thomas Keneally has chosen to 
Anglicize and otherwise disguise the set- 
ting. Perhaps his thought was to give 
Western readers easy entry into the story, in 
which case it was a good choice. That his 
obviously Middle Eastern characters have 
names like Hugo and Matt and that an 
after-hours gathering of cultural elites 
seems like your average faculty cocktail 
party shouldn’t cause undue cognitive dis- 
sonance. What Keneally’s getting at here is 
what it’s like for intelligent and cultured 
folk to live in a totalitarian state, and by 
introducing an element of commonality, he 
allows us to wrap our minds around what is 
bizarre, absurd, and almost unbelievable. In 
an endnote, he tells us, “The concept of 
this novel arose as a result of reading ‘Tales 
of the Tyrant’ by Mark Bowden (Atlantic 
Monthly, May 2002).” If you’ve read 
Bowden's non-fiction piece, you can see 
how Keneally has used his imagination to 
make the material seem less like a prepos- 
terous fantasy.

It’s the kind of interest- 
ing but not too strenuous 
work Alan needs to weath- 
er his grief. But in this 
country, even mild solace 
eludes you. It’s not just 
the prevalence of terror 
that keeps you off-balance, 
it’s the capriciousness of 
total power. Great Uncle is 
like an alcoholic parent 
whose moods of kindness 
and malice are sometimes 
predictable but just as 
often seem to be riding on 
some private whim. He’s 
also, like all ideological 
absolutists, delusional, and 
apt to wage a bad war 
because he can’t imagine 
defeat, let alone the more 
complicated state of not 
prevailing. He had, as Alan 
observes, “been unhinged 
\ by power, having once 

been a halfway normal 
though rather thuggish social democrat.” 

He’s also charismatic, a quality Alan is 
not immune to, even when remembering the 
state’s policy of shooting its own retreating 
soldiers and returning them to their families 
in black coffins marked “Renegade”: “I 
found myself close to thinking, in Great 
Uncle’s austere, murmuring presence, that 
perhaps such thorough methods were need- 
ed for the sake of sovereignty, for the sur- 
vival of the nation. . . . Power, the sad habit- 
uality of it, shone in Great Uncle’s eyes, and 
I was half intoxicated with that. What does 
one or two black coffins matter in those 
eyes, their immensity of reach?” But that’s a 
weak moment, and this Winston Smith does 
not fall in love with Big Brother. Instead, he 
decides to deliver the book and get the hell 
out of Dodge. 

Keneally, of whose 24 books the best- 
known is Schindler’s List, has declared that 
he believes this to be his greatest achieve- 
ment yet, but what kind of perspective does 
an author have about his own work? It is a 
good story, though, and if it’s not quite as 
enlightening as Bowden’s article, it does 
have more emotional tug. Bs)

“I remember when we first rolled up with 
our van and our trailer,” guitarist Steve 
Klein says, thinking back to the group’s first 
Warped outing. “Everybody looked at us 
like, ‘Who are these guys?’ As you go on, 
you get to know all the people on the tour. 
It’s a big family: everybody comes back 
every year, all the same crew. So you get to 
know all these people, and it becomes like a 
yearly picnic. It’s a lot of fun.” 

The first single from Catalyst is “All 
Downhill from Here,” a classic NFG sing- 
along with an extra degree of raunch in the 
guitars. Along with singer Jordan Pundik’s 
clarion melodies, the track boasts a lurching 
double-time outburst and some choice hard- 
core shouting from guitarist Chad Gilbert — 
the kind of touches that have always kept a 
handful of DIY rockers in the band’s corner, 
even as they flirt with the mainstream. And lis- 
teners on both sides of the pop divide can 
relate to the interpersonal angst in the chorus: 
“Catalyst, you insist to pull me down/You con- 
tradict the fact that you still want me around.” 

The playful video for “All Downhill from 
Here” is already an MTV smash, and the 
song has been on the rise at rock radio in 
recent weeks. Which means NFG shouldn’t 
have much of a problem racking up their 
third straight gold album, a streak that got 
under way four years ago with the release of 
New Found Glory. That disc established 
their radio profile with the yearning “Hit or 
Miss,” and it also marked the beginning of 
the band’s fruitful relationship with produc- 
er Neal Avron. When 2002’s Sticks and 
Stones yielded their biggest hit to date, the 
stomping “My Friends over You,” the group 
hit the road for a long stretch that culminat- 
ed in a headlining stint on the high-profile 
Civic Tour. 

Now settled in Southern California, NFG 
took a rare three-month break to write 
Catalyst, which retains the punch of its hit 
predecessors but also takes the band into 
uncharted territory. According to Klein, who 
writes all the lyrics, the time off allowed them 
to get more adventurous on the writing front. 
“We wanted to show everybody we’re not just 
a pop-punk band. We can write rock songs, 
ballads, whatever. It’s not just a record for a 
punk kid — it’s a record for everybody. 
Since we started, we’ve really tried to mix 
punk, pop, emo, hardcore, rock — every- 
thing. I think we nailed it on this record.” 
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The album’s most blatant departare from 
the NFG norm comes five songs in with the 
lovestruck ballad “I Don’t Wanna Know.” 
Featuring guest performances by LA session 
aces Kendall Payne (vocals) and David 
Campbell (strings), the track hinges on a 
swooning nursery-rhyme chorus: “First 
comes heavy breathing/Staring at the ceil- 
ing/What will happen next/I don’t wanna 
know.” That blissful turn is a welcome one 
for Klein, whose songs often focus on the 
dark side of relationships. “I met my girl- 
friend and I wrote that song. It’s about the 
first moment that you meet the person you 
want to be with. It’s something that can 
strike people as, ‘Oh wow, this is really per- 
sonal.’ On our past records, a lot of the 
lyrics are more general.” 

From the nostalgic “Truth of My Youth” 
to the media-overkill lament “No News Is 
Good News,” Catalyst delivers plenty of 
sharp hooks for the pop-punk faithful. But 
the disc is defined by left turns like the 
gospel-tinged ballad “Doubt Full” and 
“Fajlure’s Not Flattering,” a pulsating romp 
that’s decorated with 1980s-style synth 
stabs from the

portrays a grotesque record exec preying on a 
carnival of fresh-faced alterna-kids, is also an 
extension of that theme. “It’s not just about 
punk — it’s about all music,” Klein stresses. 
“We came from playing out of a garage and 
doing it ourselves. So when we see bands that 
are on their first tour on a bus, and the first 
record they ever put out is on a major label, it 
seems like it’s all factory made. We wanted to 
put that on the cover to show people we’re not 
like that. We’re just normal kids putting out 
music that comes from us, not from some label 
saying it’s the cool thing to do.” 


FOR NOW, NFG seem to be shying away 
from Top 40 radio (which remains the single 
biggest cred killer for pop-punk bands) with 
“All Downhill from Here.” Such is not the 
case with Sugarcult, who are playing the 
second half of the Warped Tour and whose 
current Artemis release, Palm Trees and 
Power Lines, looks like a hit. The disc’s first 
single, “Memory,” is picking up steam at 
MTV and is having better luck with pop- 
radio listeners than with their edgier rock 
counterparts. That’s not a huge surprise, 
since the 
album’s produc- 
er, Gavin 
MacKillop, is 
best known for 
his work with 
1990s alterna- 
rock crossover 
champs Toad the 
Wet Sprocket.

the song calls for it. Frontman Tim 
Pagnotta’s plaintive vocals match the tune’s 
wounded romanticism, and he and sidekick 
Marko 72 contribute plenty of six-string 
bluster. “This may never start/We could fall 
apart/I’d be your memory,” Tim sings. In 
fine pop-punk tradition, he seems to take a 
perverse degree of joy in the prospect of a 
love affair turning up dead on arrival. 

If “Memory” does end up going Top 40, 
the success will be well-earned for the Santa 
Barbara band. With some connections 
under their belts thanks to Marko’s tenure 
in the Lagwagon offshoot Bad Astronaut, 
Sugarcult first made a name for themselves 
on the pop-punk club circuit. Their 2001 
debut, Start Static, was released to little fan- 
fare but ended up scoring a pair of minor 
rock hits — “Pretty Girl (The Way)” and 
“Bouncing Off the Walls” — and selling 
300,000 copies. New the group have 
emerged alongside Kittie as a top act on 
Aftemis, the mega-indie headed by one-time 
Nirvana manager Danny Goldberg. 

Much of Palm Trees is as sunny as its 
title. Opener “She’s the Blade” somehow 
makes the wrong side of a domineering rela- 
tionship sound like a fun place to be, and 
the raucous “Crying” strikes a nice balance 
between pomp and melodrama: “You keep 
crying, crying, crying/Till you cannot see at 
all.” On the easygoing “Head Up,” Tim’s 
melodies are as solid as his advice: “When 
they say give up/You turn up your radio.” 
The pop trifle “Champagne” and the punk 
rager “What You Say” go by in quick suc- 
cession halfway through, showcasing two 
different sides of the band at their best. 

Palm Trees makes it clear that Tim is a 
serious songwriter, but sometimes his pen- 
chant for dour balladry weighs him down. 
On the unplugged weepers “Counting Stars” 
and “Sign Off,” somber guitars and sleepy 
tempos replace the band’s trademark exuber- 
ance. “Back to California,” on the other 
hand, is an elegant beachfront slow dance 
that finds the singer nursing a few late-sum- 
mer regrets. It’s probably too delicate for the 
adrenaline-crazed Warped Tour stage. But 
put it on in the car on the way home from 
the show and it’ll sound just right. a

he word “mysterious” tends to come up 

a lot when people describe Heidi 

Saperstein’s stage presence. No question 
the singer-songwriter/guitarist knows how to 
use a disarming stare as well as anybody. 
“I’ve been called mysterious a few times, and 
part of me has to laugh,” she explained over 
a drink at the Abbey Lounge the day before 
celebrating the release of her new CD, Zara 
(Kimchee), at T.T. the Bear’s Place. “I also 
have an oddball sense of 
humor, so when I’m on 
stage, part of me wants to 
be really crass and make 
high-pitched, silly noises. 
But I'd rather be mysteri- 
ous than obvious.” 

There are no silly noises 
on Zara. But there is plenty 
of pop music that’s emo- 
tional, lovingly crafted, and 


yeah, just a little mysterious. It’s the first real 
pop effort from Saperstein, who spent much 
of the 90s in Shiva Speedway — a bass-less 
band who anticipated Sleater-Kinney’s brand 
of bracing punk (and in fact opened one of 
their first Boston gigs). But Saperstein didn’t 
sing much in that band, and her first solo 
effort, The Devil I Once Knew (Kimchee), 
had the dark tone you’d associate with Thalia 
Zedek (who guested) and PJ Harvey. 

The new disc embraces melody and lush 
arrangements, with help from local roots 
figures like bassist Andrew Mazzone and gui- 
tarist Duke Levine. At the T.T.’s CD release 
show last Thursday, Saperstein used a differ- 
ent band — drummer Shawn McLaughlin, 
bassist Emily Grogan, and Runner & the 
Thermodynamics guitarist Michael Oor. 
They helped split the difference between the 
new album’s lush sound and the previous

disc’s rawer leanings. In both cases, her voice 
— warm and flexible, with a hint of punk 
aggression — is the star; on the disc, it’s 
often multi-tracked into layers of harmonies. 

“I tried to make a pop record last time, but 
I’m not sure I accomplished it,” she says. 
“But this time, I can finally listen to the 
album and not hear anything I’m dissatisfied 
with. The difference is that I’m probably a 
more relaxed person than I used to be. So I 
wanted some good hooks 
here and there, a number 
of songs that could con- 
ceivably be singles. And I 
realized a while ago that ] 
really loved singing.” The 
mysterious part is in her 
lyrics, which allude to a 
handful of emotional crises 
without spelling anything 
out. “Some of it was in 
response to a relation- 
ship I was in, one that 
wasn’t very satisfying. 
But it’s not always 
about that when you 
think it is. ‘Put Up Lies’ 
sounds like a relation- 
ship song, but it’s really 
about putting my dog 
to sleep.” 

Saperstein was in 
fact going through 
some struggles that 
didn’t have much to do 
with relationships when 
she wrote much of 
Zara. She was the vic- 
tim of an eating disor- 
der that reached its

her last disc. “I was 
high-functioning, but 
yes, it was there. An 
eating disorder is a 
sickness of the mind, 
but it becomes about 
your body. For one 
thing, I had this bizarre 
fear of aging, of getting 
old and having my body 
change. I felt removed 
from everyone around 
me and in some ways 
very small. There was a 
point where I was sure 
I’d never get better, 
where I’d be no differ- 
ent from this troubled, 
sad, and extremely 
food-obsessed and 
body-size and shape- 
obsessed person. So I 
barely went out for a 
while, and there were a 
lot of things I wouldn’t do if I thought they’d 
affect my appearance. And that’s why I didn’t 
work the last record the way I should have. | 
wouldn't let myself lose any sleep, be in 
smoky clubs all the time, or not get this pris- 
tine food that I’d been able to secure.” 

Neither did it matter when people said nice 
things about her looks. “It just made me think 
that I’d fooled everyone, that they thought I 
was this attractive person and I wasn’t. It’s a 
pretty warped way of thinking, but even when 
I felt attractive, my fear was that it would van- 
ish, that I would be unattractive and old. So I 
avoided challenging myself in terms of per- 
forming when I was really desiring to be a 
working musician. I’d see people around me 
who were able to go out and do it, and all | 
could do was feel jealous.” 

Saperstein doesn’t draw directly on those 
experiences for the text of the songs on Zara.

Even now, she admits that talking about her 
eating disorder is a challenge. “I do have this 
fantasy that I can have some power to help 
other girls and women deal with similar prob- 
lems. But no, it didn’t come out in the songs 
except maybe ‘Bright’ [the disc’s acoustic 
closer]. It’s not about getting better, but it’s a 
positive song. Otherwise, I’m prolific: tell me, 
‘Write five songs today, Heidi,’ and I'd do it. 
I’m not good at math, I’m not a good public 
speaker, but I can do that.” 

Saperstein is a little nervous about throw- 
ing herself back into the rock scene of late 
nights and club life to support her new 
album, but she’s also looking forward to it. 
“I’m excited, I really am. I can’t say I’m total- 
ly better, but I know how to handle it now; 
I’ve had some good therapy. I really don’t 
take anything for granted; I appreciate every 
show I do, and I’m finally living the life I 
want to live.” So she’s not worried about get- 
ting old and ugly before the next gig? She 
flashes the mysterious smile. “Not tomorrow, 
anyway.” 





KEEPING UP with Joan Wasser can be a 
challenge, because the former Dambuilders 
violinist tends to sport a new look and per- 
sonality whenever she forms a new band. In 
the Dambuilders, her fiery playing was 
matched by her flaming red (or purple) hair 
and exuberant stage presence. She then 
became a somber, dressed-down indie-rocker 
in Black Beetle (who included members of 
her late boyfriend Jeff Buckley’s back-up 
group). Now she’s unveiled her first proper 
solo project, Joan As Police Woman, who cel- 
ebrated the release of their first EP on the bill 
with Saperstein at T.T.’s. Again she’s taken 
on a new musical style — elegant, cabaret- 
flavored pop — and changed her look. She 
arrived in Cambridge from her new home in 
NYC sporting a Bowie-esque blond shag, 
wearing a slinky cocktail dress, and playing 
piano and guitar. The EP, which includes fel- 
low ex-Dambuilder Dave Derby on bass, is 
available from her Web site, www.joanaspo- 
licewoman.com. 

At T.T.’s, she drew some of double-takes 
from old fans who didn’t realize it was 
Wasser when the band first took the stage. “I 
like diversity in everything,” she explained 
earlier that evening. “I’ve always changed the 
way I look — once when I was young, I 
wore nothing but red for a year. I used to 
demand to dress myself; fortunately, I had 
very liberal and understanding parents. It’s 
not on purpose, | just like dressing up, and | 
like to observe the way people act in light of 
what’s going on.” 

Anyone who was around in the ’70s will 
recognize the source of her current band 
name — the Angie Dickinson TV series 
Police Woman. But Wasser is more serious 
when she acknowledges that her recent 
changes had a lot to do with her mourning 
for Buckley and eventual healing. “Our lan- 
guage of expression is music, and when we 
did Black Beetle, we were expressing the ter- 
rible feelings that we had. When that band 
ended, I decided I was done feeling terrible. 
It was a dark moment in my life, and now 
I’m feeling aware of all the beautiful things 
around me.” 

Along with Wasser’s forceful singing, which 
first showed up in just a couple of 
Dambuilders songs, the big surprise about her 
Police Woman project is that there’s no violin.

singing voice. If J put two voices out there at 
once, that’s just too much.” 

Joan As Police Woman have changed a bit 
since their inception. When Wasser intro- 
duced the project last summer, it was a 
piano/drums duet with more of a cabaret 
flavor (and a Dresden Dolls resemblance, 
though Wasser hadn’t heard that group yet). 
At T.T.’s, she’d added a bassist and mainly 
moved to guitar, so it rocked a little more. 
Still, it’s easily the softest and prettiest music 
she’s yet made. “I was just trying to make the 
most beautiful thing I could. I think that 
beauty is the finest manifestation of any emo- 
tion you can name — anger, love, lust, any- 
thing. So I’m still a punk-rocker, but this is 
my new definition of punk. I’m gonna wreck 
you with beauty, no screaming and no 
yelling. That would be too obvious. Beauty is 
the new punk.” 





GOOD THINGS invariably start happening 
to a band as soon as they decide to break up. 
In the Pills’ case, the pop quartet’s third 
album, A Fistful of Pills (Primary), was 
already earning them the usual good reviews 
and cult-hero status. Then they went to 
England, where the press proved wild about 
them and large indie labels started talking 
about publishing deals; “There were drunken 
conversations that we need to follow up,” 
bassist/singer Corin Ashley notes. What’s 
more, they got to play a pub in Swindon, 
home of their collective hero, XTC’s Andy 
Partridge, where a pretty young thing started 
giving them looks and singing along with 
their tunes. “She said to me, ‘I read that you 
like XTC,’ ” Ashley recalls. “Then she said, 
‘That’s my father’s band.’ ” Sure enough, 
Holly Partridge put Ashley in touch with her 
dad for an hour-long phone chat after the 
gig. “He was great, and he made two 
demands: that I send him some CDs, and 
that I keep the band off his daughter.” 

The Pills are still breaking up, but only 
because singer/guitarist Dave Thompson is 
following his wife to a new job in Seattle. 
And they wrapped it up this past weekend 
with a well-attended show at the Middle East, 
where all six past and present Pills played as 
much of the repertoire as could fit into one 
set. Opening the show with a stripped-down 
(solo plus tapes and drummer) set of largely 
new material, songwriter Bleu even said that 
the Pills were one of the first Boston bands 
he really loved. So it’s no surprise that 
Ashley’s holding out hope for a fast reunion. 
“We have Pills on each coast now. And we’re 
holding them in reserve just in case.” Mi

anolo Ferreiros, Boston’s most 
NM eloquent house-music performer, 

lives way out in the exurbs; but 
that’s not where he becomes “DJ 
Manolo.” Instead it’s here, on Stuart 
Street, where we're parking for tonight’s 
gig, with the John Hancock Tower loom- 
ing above us like an oblong Godzilla, that 
Manolo takes shape. Inside a far smaller 
building is Rise, an after-hours private- 
membership club where he’ll be playing 
his last set three hours long and more 
— before he moves to the Philadelphia 
area to be closer to NYC. Usually Manolo 
performs his disco magic at Avalon, where 
as many as 1500 dancers can revel in his 
hard-driving music. Rise holds barely 80 
on a sliver of a dance floor that’s narrow 
and bent in the middle, like an Allen 
wrench. But the music at Avalon goes 
silent at 2 a.m., Boston’s music-quashing 
closing hour, whereas at Rise, because no 
alcohol is served, the music can, and 
does, go on and on, until whenever. 

We’ve arrived at 1 a.m. — the hour 
when in Barcelona dancers start to gather 
after the usual 10:30 p.m. dinner time. 
We go into Flash’s, the first-floor bar, to 
drink ourselves loose a bit. We’re greeted 
by a huge table full of Manolo fans, gals 
wearing halter tops as well as guys in 
house music’s de rigueur baseball caps. As 
he steps to the table, each one hugs him, 
and he reciprocates. They’re sad to see 
him leave but happy that he’ll be getting a 
chance at the big time. We all talk music 
and say some goodbyes, and then it’s 
1:30. Time for Manolo to move two 
flights up to the bent-wrench dance floor, 
and into its DJ booth, which is situated at 
the wrench’s bend. 

The warm-up DJ plays on as Manolo 
(who’ll be back to spin at Avalon next 
Saturday) chooses his first tracks. His 
music is hard, unyielding in its heft and 
noise. But eventually that’s forgotten as he 
starts playing his sleek, subtle, slinky 
things. The slink keeps on keeping; the 
dancers smile and wiggle, jump and raise 
hands, and so it goes. Manolo keeps 
going, and going, until after 6:30 a.m. His 
set starts tight and smartly so, but eventu-

dancers, he’s missed the mark — never 
mind that his mixes beat up on the music 
till it cries uncle. I don’t agree: his con- 
trolled, first half showed off his overlay 
mastery and his gifted ear for quick-cut 
opportunities. If it showed his taste debt 
to Danny Tenaglia’s vocals, Carl Cox’s 
beats, and more prettified tastes of 
“trance,” it also showed the originality of 
his mixing arts.

ally it loosens its stays, loses its serious 
tenor, digresses, throws its fervor this way 
and that. This is how it should be in a 
disco set. It rings the usual changes and 
then goes, “Oh, what the hell,” as it 
shoots the dancers all across the rhythmic 
spectrum, toys with them, makes Frisbees 
of them. I like the set, the goofy last hour 
of unexpected lovers especially. Manolo’s 
not having it. “I made a lot of mistakes.” 

“You made a couple. Every DJ set does, 
so what?” 

“I couldn’t figure out what they wanted 
to hear. I never felt that I had their pulse. 
So I shifted all over the place. Eventually, 
I just played what I wanted to.” 

That’s what a DJ is supposed to do! 
He’s not quite buying it. The way Manolo 
sees it, if he doesn’t connect with the 





fans. 

Yes, you could argue that the music fell 
into place too neatly. I’ve heard it before, 
the songs selected, the segues from 
Origene’s (justifiably) huge hit 
“Sanctuary” to a segment of hard, buzz- 
saw trance, the Tenaglia-inspired vocal 
monologues, the pushy, industrial Cox- 
like beats. Manolo himself has said, “If all 
you do is beats and riffs, you eventually 
lose the dancers.” Manolo never does only 
beats and riffs; the first half of his set 
patched in quite a few vocals. Still, the 
very crispness of his sequences, for all 
their seamless musicality, felt too pur- 
poseful. A disco set should never display a 
purpose. 

During that part of his set, Rise’s dance 
floor was packed with bodies. Guys 





stripped to the waist; guys in T-shirts and 
do-rags; gals wearing Capri pants and 
Keds. Hairdos were flopping in the dark, 
misty air; sweat was steaming. It was a 
classic disco night, almost too rehearsed, 
yet full of jumps, shouts, and twirls. 
Later, about 5 a.m., the dancers thinned; 
only the truly intoxicated continued. And 
got lucky, for it was now, evidently decid- 
ing that he had lost track of the dancers, 
that Manolo began to do all kinds of num- 
bers on his own music. He cued up one 
beat track after another, mixed them rap- 
idly, shifted through them, put this vocal 
drop-in onto the music and then another, 
some of them truly tipsy, which is how a 
dancer should be in the wee hours. 
Manolo, meanwhile, was whipping his 
beats, kicking the rhythms almost angrily, 
scolding them the way I’d seen drummer 
Jo Jones do back in the days. This was 
hard-hop disco, but slick with a kind of 
Kansas City swing-band polish that want- 
ed only a roomful of poshly garbed 
dancers to respond to its ad lib insults and 
free-form temper tantrums. 

Manolo didn’t want it to end. Even when 
the light-show gal put on her coat and made 
it plain that she was going home, he would 
not stop the music. There were scarcely a 
dozen dancers left, and he was going to 
keep them dancing, grinning, growling. But 
then the music did end. The dancers 
cheered and gave Manolo a round of 
applause. He moved among them, hugging 
them all. They hugged him back, just as, at 
the beginning of his set, when the change of 
music alerted them that he had replaced the 
warm-up DJ, they’d stopped to applaud. 
Now it was over. He gathered up his bag of 
12-inch discs — all 60 of them — and his 
notebook full of remixed CDs, went to his 
car, and off we drove, in the warm sunny 
dawn, back to the exurbs and roadway life. 


IT’S A MONTH LATER, and Manolo has 


settled in Philadelphia and set up his in- 
house studio. From there, he’s been ventur- 
ing into New York and the big time. I tell 
him he can’t miss. “I hope so,” he says. “It’s 
time.” Indeed it is. It’s been quite a while 
now since Manolo came to the US, as a 
child, from his home in Galicia, near 
Santiago de Compostela. It’s been many 
years since he started going to bars as a 
self-described “rock guy,” where he sur- 
prised himself by hearing his first DJ. 
“That’s what I wanted to do!” he exclaims, 
as if he’d just found this out a minute ago. 
“So I started practicing, in my basement, 
with two turntables. Creating my own mix 
tapes. Then I started playing, in small bars.” 
It sounds familiar. But unlike far too many 
DJs who live only for the late night, Manolo 
lived a real life. He got married; he has a 
baby; he owned a house and will buy one in 
Philadelphia. 

The DJ who lives a daytime life eventually 
runs out of time. Manolo stayed up all day 
in preparation for the set at Rise, a day that 
began with him closing the sale of his house, 
hardly a musical paradigm. He had told me 
he was going to nap after the closing, but he 
couldn’t; he had to rehearse. A DJ who 
takes only 60 records to a three-hours-plus 
set had better know the music in them inti- 
mately. There’s no time to be searching a 
10-minute record for the right mix point; 
you have to know where it is. Also, with 
only 60 discs, if the music takes too sweep- 
ing a detour, you run out of selection 
choice; only your mix skill replenishes the 
music. So you have to rehearse, and 
rehearse some more. Sleep can wait. 

Manolo looks tired at the end of his Rise 
set. I can see it in his eyes. He’s not yet 40, 
but he must be feeling like it. All the master 
house-music DJs whose music and craft we 
talk about — Little Louie Vega, Tony 
Humphries, Peter Rauhofer, Ibiza’s DJ 
Pippi, David Morales, Junior Vasquez, 
“Danny,” Carl Cox — are 40 years old, 
and some are 50, a few more than 50. 
They’ve been turntabling for decades, mid- 
night to dawn and beyond. Most must be 
very tired indeed. More tired still are the 
younger guys whom Manolo likes — 
Junior Jack, Wally Lopez, Krameria, Paul 
Van Dyk, Jonathan Peters. They rehearse, 
they perform, they record; they fly all over 
the world as a major pop stars. Yet house 
music sings sweetest when it’s tired. House 
is a dark beat, a bruised melody; it’s a 
gospel howl,.a diva’s cry, a groan of pleas- 
ure, a guy’s swoon, all of it exhausted, 
emotionally and physically spent, sustained 
by its extended mixes, in which are stored 
its hope, its ambition, its faith. No other 
pop music, not even the soul music whence 
it arose, expresses the exhausted self the 
way house does. It’s the music of eyes 
bloodshot and stomachs aching, a non-stop 
awakeness in search of romance or 
redemption or stress unstressed or all of 
these. Manolo doesn’t live only in the howl- 
ing, swooning zone, but he does live in 
house music’s exhausted state. 

And yet .. . he goes refreshed to 
Philadelphia. Boston will in fact hear him 
again: “Avalon’s going to fly me up here to 
do my monthly gig there.” But the days of 
being resident in Boston are over for 
Manolo. At least for now. The skyscrapers 
are taller where he’s going, and more 
numerous; and the valleys in which house 
music germinates are deeper, and thicker 
on the ground. at

Roger Rudenstein’s AIDS opera

ewis’s first words in act one scene two 
L: Roger Rudenstein’s Grace, spoken 

from his hospital bed, are: “Another 
nightmare!” At the Cambridge YMCA world 
premiere last Friday, he might well been 
speaking for anyone in the audience who 
had been bewildered, or perhaps repelled, by 
the scene just ended. 

It wasn’t so much the ribaldry (an 
exposed mock phallus, a randy three-person 
triple-orifice coupling on Lewis’s bed) as the 
grotesque over-the-top costuming, which 
dominated the stage (and the poor singers 
who had to wear them), often threatening to 
take on a rich, fulfilling existence all their 
own. Hardened opera goers will recognize 
the shtick — excess, folderol, high and low 
camp, more excess, and (inevitably) dimin- 
ishing returns. 

It’s the 1980s in what’s being advertised 
as “the first AIDS opera,” 
and Lewis is indeed dying Grace 
of AIDS. But whenever 
he hallucinates, we’re 
whisked off to the 18th 
century and the court of 
Louis XV. We meet 
Madame Du Barry 
(Louis’s mistress), the 
Duc and Duchesse 
d’Aiguillon, the Duc de

Croy, and a cardinal, all dressed to the 
niries. They are also doubles of the people 
Lewis knows in his day-to-day life. 

Given the meal a composer could make of 
the opportunities presented here, it was wise 
of Rudenstein to produce the kind of score 
that critics of musical comedy used to call 
“serviceable.” For much of the time, I was- 
n’t all that aware of it. The style is conserva- 
tive/modern heightened speech. A frequent 
maneuver is to lay out a melodic line, 
choose points x and y in that line, then 
insert a mildly unconventional key switch. 

My ear never recoiled at this — in fact, it 
became rather numbed after a while. Grace 
is at its compositional best when the solo 
winds add a light and fluid commentary to 
what the principals are singing, or in the 
summing-it-all-up, many-lined ensembles. 
At the premiere, Karyl Ryczek proved first- 
rate; her keen, soaring soprano ravished the 
senses.

device to bring this across. The problem was 
that Ryan Turner’s Lewis was in the same 
robust physical health at the end as he had 
been at the beginning.

Mike Skinner takes his Streets to a new low

n his 1998 concert movie Dressed To Kill, 

Eddie Izzard, the kimono-clad British 

comic who likes to call himself an “execu- 
tive transvestite,” did a bit on what’s bad 
about British movies that foretold what’s 
good about the new album by Mike Skinner, 
the pale and scrawny British producer and 
rhyme slinger who likes to call himself the 
Streets. “We've got known in Britain for 
making the smaller films, you know. They’re 
kind of A Room with a View with a Staircase 
and a Pond—type movies. Films with very fine 
acting, but the drama is rather sort of sub- 
dued .. . subsumed or . . . a word like that. 
Sub-something or another. You know, just 
folded in and everything’s people opening 
doors .. . And you can’t eat popcorn to that! 
You're going [mimes trying to eat popcorn 
but gets frustrated and throws it back down 
with a sigh].” 

The Streets’ eagerly awaited second full- 
length CD, A Grand Don't Come for Free 
(Vice/Atlantic), is a concept album rife with 
drama that’s subdued, or subsumed, or sub- 
something or another. Although I don’t 
recall many doors opening, a lot of the 
action is just as slight, with pint-sized music 
to match the pint-filled life of the disc’s anti- 
hero, a young working-class “geezer” named 
Mike. In one song (“Blinded by the Lights”), 
Mike stands around a busy nightclub waiting 
for his mates to show and the drugs to kick 
in as a slow club beat pulses beneath a mys- 
terious and unrelenting three-note synth 
ostinato. In another (“Wouldn’t Have It Any 
Other Way”), Mike sits on the sofa with his 
girl “roaching a spliff” and watching the 
match on television while a soul singer with 
a West Indies inflection softly croons about

sized music to match the pint-filled life of the disc’s antihero. 


domestic bliss, like an incantation against 
boredom. And in every third or fourth num- 
ber, the music breaks up momentarily as 
Mike fumbles with his cell phone, trying to 
find it in his jacket, trying to find the best 
reception in his kitchen, trying to dial a 
number before the charge dies. As for 
Skinner’s celebrated lyrics, they don’t so 
much “fold in* as mince Mike’s story, offer- 
ing short-word spurts that are often more 
like besotted pub prattle than parsed raps.

Britain's Beta Band break all the rules

ight from the start, the Beta Band had 

the arbiters of musical category 

scratching their heads. Emerging from 
Scotland in 1997 with the four-song EP 
Champion Versions, this playfully experi- 
mental quartet seemed to exist in several 
genres simultaneously — krautrock, British 
folk, Beatle-esque psychedelia, and funk, to 
name but four — as they bounded from one 
bizarre sonic idea to the next like a sugar- 
buzzed kid opening a pile of Christmas 
presents. Two more EPs (released with 
Champion Versions as The Three EPs by 
Astralwerks in the US) and two albums fol- 
lowed, each evincing the same indefinability. 
As bassist Richard Greentree, on the phone 
from the band’s rehearsal studio outside 
Edinburgh, puts it, “The one consistent 
thing about us is that nothing’s ever the 
same.” 

That’s not altogether true, since you can 
usually count on the Beta Band’s songs for 
two things: a tendency to ramble and a lack 
of focus. Entertaining as these traits can be, 
they haven’t always served the band’s music. 
But that was then. On the Betas’ latest 
Astralwerks release, Heroes to Zeros, the sit- 
uation has changed. Not a single song 
reaches the five-minute mark, and several 
boast pop hooks. The opening “Assess- 


ment,” for example, hitches an economical 
guitar line reminiscent of U2’s “I Will 
Follow” to a muscular rock-groove ghostly 
chorus (“Sometimes I feel a love there, 
baby”) courtesy of lead singer Steve Mason. 

How did the Beta Band achieve this inci- 
siveness? They hired new producers: them- 
selves. Star producer/engineer Nigel 
Godrich, whose most famous client, 
Radiohead, toured with the Betas back in 
2000, helped out, but only in the mixing 
stage. The results are the complete opposite 
of what you’d expect from a largely unsu- 
pervised band with a reputation for abstrac- 
tion. Instead of sinking into the mire of 
technological possibilities, the Betas have 
tightened up their sound. 

“In the past,” Greentree explains, “we 
kept every idea we had. On the first album, 
we'd write a basic diagram for a song and 
say, ‘Do that bit, then that bit, then in 
another minute go into that other bit.’ 
Which is why the songs are eight and 10 
minutes long. It was all pretty vague. Now 
we concentrate on getting the one bit that 
works and throwing away the dead wood. 
We work on the songs separately at home, 
end up with four different versions of each 
song, decide what the best elements of each 
version are, turn those elements back into 
one song, record a new demo version, try to 
play that as a band, and then record it for 


played with her hair, she’s probably keen/

The thing is (as Mike would say, delaying 
the big gulp with three more quick nibbles), 
you can eat popcorn to A Grand Don’t Come 
for Free, at least most of the time, as Skinner 
rarely fails to advance the plot and fill out the 
characterizations with each still-life song. In 
the opening cut, Mike loses a shoebox stuffed 
with a thousand pounds, and in the remain- 
ing 10, he struggles to come to terms with 
his loss in different ways, with that subplot 


real. It’s a long process, 
but it seems to work.” 
That EMI, the Beta 
Band’s parent label, 
allowed the album to be 
made this way was, 
Greentree says, “a major 
turning point. We’re in a 
huge amount of debt with 
them, about $2 million. 
They see us as a kind of 
financial black hole, and 
we figured that to go in 
and say we want to pro- 
duce our own album 
would start alarm bells 
ringing and doors slam- 
ming. So we first did a 
test session with [produc- 
er| Tom Rothrock in 
London. Great guy, but 
when we listened to the 
finished product with our 
record-company people, they fortunately 
had the taste to say that it wasn’t right and 
that our demos had the magic. That was the 
best business meeting we’ve ever been in.” 
If it’s too soon to know whether the 
financial risk was worth taking, it is clear 
that EMI made the right artistic decision. 
Heroes to Zeros achieves succinctness 
without sacrificing the Beats’ wayward 
charm. “Easy” matches the gritty thwack 
of a clavinet, the instrument that provided 
the riff for Stevie Wonder’s “Superstition,” 
with the skiffle rhythm of an acoustic gui- 
tar. “Space Beatle” morphs from an ambi- 
ent meditation to a Pet Sounds—style cho- 
rus of “I love you to pieces.” And on 
“Out-Side,” Mason’s discussion of “the 
knocking in my cranium” is interspersed 
with sampled barking dogs and a Moog 












about finding a bird offering classic counter- 
point throughout. This drama is much small- 
er in scale than that of most concept albums 
even the disc’s most obvious everydude 
precursors, the Who’s rock opera Quadro- 
phenia and Prince Paul’s “hip-hopera” A 
Prince Among Thieves, went for a life-and- 
death sweep that Skinner has no use for. 
There’s an exciting novelty to this understate- 
ment that makes the album more literary than 
pop, and more British than American. 

But if that takes us back to A Room with a 
View with a Staircase and a Pond, \zzard’s 
comedy routine also shows how scale is only 
the half of it. If Hollywood moguls decided to 
remake a Brit film, Izzard jokes, they would- 
n't just up the budget and heighten the 
drama, they'd bring the dialogue down to 
earth. In Izzard’s original, the doors are 
opened upon properly restrained Englishmen: 
“What is it, Sebastian? I’m arranging match- 
es.” In Izzard’s Americanized version, it 
changes to “You’re fucking in here all the 
time! All the time you’re in here with the 
fucking matches! In here with the fucking 
matches!” 

Of course, from Look Back in Anger to 
your favorite Mike Leigh mess, English film 
has been in there with the fucking matches 
on and off for decades. But in hip-hop, this 
terrain has only recently been discovered by 
young British artists like the Streets and 
Dizzee Rascal (who play together this 
Monday at Avalon) — in America, not even 
underground conceptualists like Aesop Rock 
and Mr. Lif focus on the pavement so assidu- 
ously. No doubt there’s a cost to this focus. 
Until the brilliant double ending, “Empty 
Cans,” A Grand Don’t Come for Free almost 
never lifts as high as the Streets’ far more 
traditional debut, 2002’s Original Pirate 
Material (exception: the rocking “Fit But You 
Don’t Know It,” which takes place on Mike’s 
holiday). But by staying low this time, 
Skinner finds a side door no one has ever 
used before, and then he does his best to pull 
his fans through it. a

MARK ARMED 


The DKT stands for 
Davis/Kramer/Thompson, 
as in drummer Mike Davis, 
guitarist Wayne Kramer, 
and bassist Dennis 
Thompson, the three living 
members of the legendary 
Detroit band who recently 
reunited for a tour that hit 
the stage downstairs at the 
Middle East last Thursday. 
“MC5,” according to 
Kramer’s opening spiel in 
the recent rockumentary 
MC5: A True Testimonial 
(Private Music/BMG), was 
not, as most assume, con- 
ceived as an acronym for 
Motor City Five. “[Singer] 
Rob Tyner came up with 
it,” Kramer recounts as he 
tools around Detroit in his 
vintage GTO at the start of 
the DVD. “He said it 
sounded like a serial num- 
ber like on a part — like, 
‘Give me two of those shock 
absorbers, a four-barrel carburetor, 
and give me one of those MC5s, too.’ 
It sounded like it fit because we were 
from Detroit, you know, a manufactur- 
ing center, and MC could certainly 
stand for Motor City, and a lot of 
other things, like ‘morally corrupt,’ 
and ‘marijuana cigarette,’ and ‘much 
cock,’ and ‘marijuana cuntlappers,’ 
and you can go on and on with 
ate. 

That’s not the only misconception 
about the band: thanks to original 
manager/spokesperson John Sinclair, a 
rabble rouser who invented the notion 
of the White Panther Party, radical .pol- 
itics have become as much a part of 
the MC5 legend as the young Tyner’s 
unruly Afro. If Iggy Pop’s Stooges 
drew up the nihilistic blueprint for 
Johnny’s rotten Sex Pistols, then the 
MC5 laid the anti-establishment foun- 
dation for Joe Strummer’s Clash city 
rock, the proto-punk story goes. But a 
quick flip through the MC5 songbook 
yields precious little politics as opposed 
to more-standard late-’60s/early-’70s 
rock-and-roll topics like sex, drugs, 
and, well, rock and roll. Without its 
“motherfucker” intro, there really isn’t 
anything terribly controversial about 
“Kick Out the Jams,” the explosive 
anthem that adorns the band’s 1969 
live debut of the same name. Yeah, it’s 
a call to arms — a call to rock-and-roll 
arms. 

With Tyner & Kramer’s original gui- 
tar foil, Fred “Sonic” Smith, no longer 
around to bask in the glory of a gritty 
club tour, the three remaining Fivers 
drafted a fellow Detroit city-rocker to 
bolster the MC5’s crucial two-guitar 
attack. Motor City madman Ted 
Nugent was probably out of their price 
range, but, as odd as Marshall 
Crenshaw might have looked at first 
glance in his porkpie hat, professorial 
glasses, and Buddy Holly button-down 
(it appears that if you want Crenshaw, 
you get the whole Crenshaw package, 
hat, glasses, and all), the more mild- 
mannered Motor City native proved a 
fine fit. Along with being a versatile 
guitarist, he has experience playing the 
part of other rockers: before going solo 
in the ’80s, he was John Lennon in the 
original touring cast of Beatlemania. 

Of course, if you’re gonna do the 
MC5 right, you need a singer with 
some soul. And even if his main man 
has always been Iggy, it wasn’t too 
much of a stretch for Mudhoney’s 
Mark Arm to take on the Tyner role, 
particularly when a little roaring was 
called for on “Call Me Animal” and

“Over and Over.” After all, the MC5 
parked a lot of their rock in the same 


' greasy garage as did the early Stooges, 


and Arm has never been afraid to get 
his hands.dirty. The real wild card was 
Evan Dando. Yeah, your favorite 
Lemonhead was along for the ride too. 
And though he was still on a train on 
his way up from NYC as openers 
Cobra Verde finished their set, he 
arrived just in rock-star time to grab 
the microphone from Arm for some of 
the 5’s sweeter songs — “Shakin’ 
Street,” “Teenage Lust,” and “High 
School.” Dando didn’t add much, but 
he didn’t detract from the tunes either. 
And his low-key delivery made it that 
much more exciting whenever the 
amped-up Arm took over again. 

From the opening Salvo of 
“Tonight” and “Ramblin’ Rose,” which 
Kramer, Crenshaw, and Thompson 
handled without Arm’s help, through 
the set-closing cover of Sun Ra’s free- 
jamming “Starship” (an old MC5 sta- 
ple), the DKT model of MC5 held 
their own, with Kramer shredding 
through one bluesy solo after another 
and Davis driving his Ginger Bakered 
drums around even the trickiest cor- 
ners of the band’s busiest-rhythmed 
tunes. The highlight — no surprises 
here — was the song everyone came to 
hear: a mid-set rendition of “Kick Out 
the Jams.” But DKTCA&D had one 
more trick up their collective sleeve, as 
the MC6 expanded to include a sur- 
prise seventh: home-town hero Peter 
Wolf. At first, it seemed he’d left the 
lyrics at home. Or maybe he was just 
deferring to a well-armed Mark and a 
dancing Dando. But when the third 
verse rolled around, Wolf grabbed the 
mike with the confidence of the con- 
summate professional that he is and 
offered his two singing peers a suc- 
cinct if subtle study in classic rock- 
and-roll showmanship. .

JOHN SCOFIELD TRIO: 
CHECK MATES 


For their last show in 19 years at the 
Regattabar, Fenton Hollander and his 
Water Music production company 
went out in style. They had booked 
the supergroup John Scofield Trio for 
June 14 and 15 long before they knew 
that this season would be their last at 
the Charles Hotel club, but they 
couldn’t have asked for a better send- 
off. Scofield, a former Berklee-ite, is 
one of the grandmasters of what critic 
Ben Ratliff has called Boston’s “chess

club” guitar scene. Although his 
“tiberjam” band (informally named 
for its first album) offers its own 
pleasures, the trio — with bassist 
Steve Swallow and drummer Bill 
Stewart — is manna for the straight- 
ahead jazz fan. 

Scofield combines the chess- 
champ braininess of his solos with a 
taste for standard song forms and 
expansive bursts of volume. Among 
the more familiar numbers in the late 
Tuesday-night set, the band played 
the Sonny Rollins—associated novelty 
“Mangos” as well as “When Sonny 
Gets Blue” (with an extended dead- 
pan intro by Scofield that made 
Swallow the butt of the joke). But 
even on chestnuts like these, Scofield 
builds his solos in oddly shaped pat- 
terns that shift in attack from phrase 
to phrase — a triplet-based ascend- 
ing boppish line broken up with dou- 
ble- and triple-time machine-gun 
bursts, full-chord thumb strokes, and 
out-there clusters. If you could call 
even one guitar lick in his set famil- 
iar, it’s probably because you’ve 
heard Scofield — and no one else — 
play it before. 

Scofield’s cubist sense of phrasing 
can be frustrating: you can find your- 
self on the edge of your seat waiting 
for a standard cadence, and the gui- 
tarist himself is sometimes drawn onto 
his toes, staggering forward as he 
once again defers resolution. But 
Swallow’s subsonic throb walks with 
gravitational pull spelling out the pro- 
gressions, and Stewart is like some 
frightening combination of Elvin Jones 
looseness and Tony Williams on-the- 
beat ferocity. At his most cohesive, 
Scofield plays hide-and-seek with 
melody. On the beautifully understat- 
ed paraphrase of “When Sonny Gets 
Blue,” he alternated phrases in the 
high and low register, riffing with 
himself. On the extremely fast “Travel 
John,” he pulled everything together, 
always keeping the tune in sight as he 
went off in a million directions at once 
at warp speed, concluding with some 
fanned power chords. 

The band probably had the most fun 
on an untitled New Orleans shuffle, 
Stewart and Swallow laying into mul- 
tiple variations of the parade beat 
while Scofield wailed on his wah-wah 
pedal. When it was time for Stewart to 
take one of his stunning solos, 
Scofield and Swallow stood at either 
side of him, coming in together with a 
big chord at the top of each chorus, 
otherwise content to watch and smile.

The NYC no wave of 
Lizzy Mercier Descloux

y any measure, this spring has been 

tough on rhythm. Along with the major 

loss of Ray Charles on June 10, we’ve 
also endured the passing of Coxone Dodd, 
dub “sound system” innovator and founder of 
Jamaica’s legendary Studio One, who died of 
a heart attack on May 7. Four days later, John 
Whitehead, whose recordings with songwriting 
partner Gene McFadden (“Ain't No Stoppin’ 
Us Now”) were overshadowed by the hits the 
pair wrote for the O'Jays, Archie Bell, and oth- 
ers, was shot outside his Philadelphia home in 
an apparent case of mistaken identity. And on 
May 18, towering post-bop drummer Elvin 
Jones, the engine behind John Coltrane’s clas- 
sic 1960-'66 quartet, passed away in New York 
after several months of declining health. A very 
different jazz innovator, soprano-saxophonist 
Steve Lacy, succumbed to cancer on June 4 in 
Boston. And Voidoids/Lou Reed guitarist 
Robert Quine was found dead, an apparent 
suicide, on June 5 

Although Charles and Jones have been the 


most eulogized of these artists, 
in the Phoenix and elsewhere, 
they all deserve every column inch and broad- 
cast minute their deaths generate. But a less- 
celebrated figure ought to be remembered — 
and more important, heard — as well: Lizzy 
Mercier Descloux. The Paris-born singer and 
guitarist (and poet and painter) died, also of 
cancer, on the island of Corsica on April 20, at 
the age of 47. Even in France, she was not a 
household name, despite her 1984 chart hit 
“Mais oti sont passées les gazelles,” which was 
adapted from a South African song. 

In the US, her work is even more easily 
overlooked, though she shuttled between con- 
tinents from her late teens onward, forging 
close ties with New York’s punk underground. 
How close? A Descloux memorial was held at 
CBGB's on May 22, and a candid message on 
Richard Hell’s personal Web site reveals that 
his novel Go Now was based on his romantic 
involvement with Descloux. Hell says little 
about her music, but it’s evident that she never 
meant to be a mere hanger-on. By 1978, she 
had formed the duo Rosa Yemen with D] 





Barnes; the three tracks included on Ze 
Records’ recent N.Y. No Wave compilation 
(which I reviewed in the January 16 Phoenix) 
are skittery, casually structured bits of two- 
guitar minimalism that document the sheer 
will to make art more than they define a settled 
musical direction. 

Reissued — also by Ze — in expanded 
form mere months before her death, 
Descloux’s first two full-lengths under her 
own name are just as restless but far more 
accomplished. The center of gravity on 1979's 
Press Color is high-concept art funk akin to 
labelmate James White’s, but there’s also an 
effective disco reading of Charles Brown’s 
“Fire,” a cover of the Mission Impossible 
theme, and the grim-humored “Tumour,” a 
retrospectively chilling revamp of Peggy Lee’s 
“Fever.” The range is even wider on the bonus 
tracks, which include the entire Rosa Yemen 
EP and two unreleased tape-collage experi- 
ments with Charlus de la Salle. The reissue 
ends with “Morning High,” on which 









Descloux recites Rimbaud’s sonnet “Matinée 
d’ivresse,” in tandem with Patti Smith’s 
English translation, over Eno-inspired backing 
from Bill Laswell and Oliver Ray. 

The one constant element is Descloux’s 
voice; accent aside, it conveys the same odd 
mixture of playfulness and distress as Lora 
Logic’s. On 1981’s Mambo Nassau, which has 
been newly licensed from Dutch major label 
Philips, that voice is still front and center, but 
she uses it less to carry meaning (or even 
melody) than as a focal point for her band’s 
collective rhythmic energy. The rare decipher- 
able phrase could be about anything: “Pick it 
up/There it is/It’s right in front of you!” More 
often, she interjects bright, wordless whoops 
into global-funk grooves heavily indebted to 
African pop and assembled at Nassau’s famed 
Compass Point studios (hence the title). On 
“Sports Spootnicks” and “Slipped Disc,” you 
can almost hear the Bahamian sun eating away 
at layers of East Village grime. 

Producer/keyboardist Wally Badarou, a fre- 
quent Sly & Robbie sideman, and inventive 
bassist Philippe Lemongne (well-known in 
French prog-rock circles) wrote much of 
Mambo Nassau, and they deserve considerable 
credit for its musical merits. They’re the driv- 
ers, but Descloux is the navigator: whoever 
else was along for the ride, the three-year jour- 
ney from the angst of Rosa Yemen’s “Herpes 
Simplex” to the untrammeled joy of this 
album’s “Funky Stuff” was her own. 

That journey continued over her three 
remaining albums, which have yet to be issued 
in the US. One for the Soul paired Brazilian 
musicians with Chet Baker material; another 
project — unrealized because of visa difficulties 
— involved combining players from Soweto 
and New Orleans. We can only hope that in the 
next world, the borders between genres and 
nations are as permeable as they were in 
Descloux’s cosmopolitan imagination. &

motets on this CD 
are both exquisite 
and powerfully ex- 
pressive. They’re 
based on repeated 
fragments of plain- 
song over which 
multiple voices sing 
melismatic lines 
that set completely 
different texts. Reli- 
gious and secular 
messages interact 
in often obscure 
ways, and many of 
the motets become 
cases of multiple 
references and lay- 
ers of commentary. 

They're also ex- 
tremely difficult to 
sing, and here the 
Hilliard Ensemble 
offers performanc- 
es that are immac- 
ulately prepared 
and _ breathtakingly 
beautiful. Making 
the music sound at 
once florid and 
austere, they bring 
out the full force of 
Machaut’s forward- 
looking disso- 
nances.

(2003). Unlike their namesakes 
who fled the trauma of growing up 
for the eternal innocence of Never 
land, the Lost Boys of Sudan grew 
up suddenly and brutally when Is- 
lamic fundamentalist guerrillas 
razed their Dinka villages and mur- 
dered the inhabitants during that 
country’s 20 years of bloody civil 
war (two million killed so far). Thou- 
sands who escaped fled parentless 
to UN refugee camps in Kenya, 
and some 4000 of these were 
lucky enough to qualify for repatri- 
ation in the United States. “It’s like 
going to heaven on earth,” says 
one of those left behind, but of 
course, it proves no such thing in 
this harrowing and hopeful docu- 
mentary by Megan Mylan and Jon 
Shenk. They follow the fortunes of 
two of the boys, disciplined Peter, 
who ends up in Kansas attending a 
white-bread high school, and easy- 
going Santino, who takes odd jobs 
in Houston. At first the film seems 
like a Real World episode as the 
newcomers adjust to each other 
and the new realities of TV, fast 
food, minimum-wage jobs, urban 
crime, and dented dreams. But 
when the pair go off on their own 
and respond to their challenges, 
they reconfirm that, though no 
heaven on earth, America is still a 
place where the lost can find them- 
selves again.

In this 
film from Mongolia’s Byambasuren 
Davaa and Italy's Luigi Falorni, a 
Mongol family’s idyllic life in the 
Gobi Desert unravels a little when, 
after a difficult birth, one of their 
camels rejects its colt. Why is it 
that animals in distress are so 
much more affecting than humans 
on the screen? You'll weep too as 
the poor little colt (a white one 
about the size of a Great Dane 
with a Muppet face) sheds tears, 
chasing his mother in vain through 
a sandstorm, desperate to nurse. 
When all else fails, the family bring 
in a traditional musician, and in a 
ritual that seems genuine, some- 
thing amazing happens. We say 
“seems genuine” because until the 
end credits, you might well think 
that Weeping Camel is a documen- 
tary, so vérité is the filmmakers’ 
cinema. In fact, it's a story played 
out by actors, though it’s rendered 
with the redolent authenticity of 
real yurts (surprisingly luxurious 
inside) in an unforgiving wilder- 
ness. Oh well, they say Robert Fla- 
herty made up stuff too. In Mongo- 
lian with English subtitles. (90m)

**x*xSUPER SIZE ME (2004). In 
this entertaining agitprop docu- 
mentary, New York filmmaker Mor- 
gan Spurlock appoints himself 
president of our fast-food nation for 
a month, spending 30 on-camera 
days binging at McDonald's, gorg- 
ing on three greasy, revolting, calo- 
rie-and-cholesterol-packed meals 
each 24 hours. Breakfasts, lunch- 
es, and dinners spill into one an- 
other as Spurlock becomes an in- 
gesting machine of Big Macs and 
beyond: elephantine shakes, mas- 
sive Cokes, Egg McMuffins galore, 
and enough oily fries to start a 
mud slide. He’s pledged to sample 
everything on the menu at least 
once, including the turd-like fish 
sandwiches and the Chicken Mc 
Nuggets. The purpose of his exper- 
iment is to determine whether fast 
food is as lethal as the nay-sayers 
— including his vegan-chef girl- 
friend — insist. The answer from 
his McMonth is that it’s far far 


worse: his health goes spiraling out 
of control, his blood pressure and 
his cholesterol level skyrocket, and 
there's liver damage. Where once 
he was a hot lover, his girlfriend re- 
ports that he’s now sluggish and 
tired. His weight? The studly, in- 
shape Spurlock transforms into the 
pudgy beginnings of Michael 
Moore. The whole film is, in fact, 
Moore lite, and Spurlock is as 
much a camera hog and ham as 
the Bowling for Columbine maes- 
tro. Some will be put off by his ego- 
tism and his infantile puke-and-rec- 
tal humor. But young people may 
flock to Super Size Me. And if even 
one vulnerable person decides to 
avoid the ominous’ yellow 
arches . . .

Hanks, in one of his worst perform- 
ances, plays Viktor Navorski, a 
funny Eastern European in the tra- 
dition of Andy Kaufman's Latke 
and Robin Williams's Vladimir in 
Moscow on the Hudson. Viktor ar- 
rives at JFK just as his homeland 
of “Krakozhia” (which apparently 
has no cities, since all flights there 
bear the destination “Krakozhia”) 
collapses in a coup. As a result, 
he’s a man without a country and 
must live in the limbo of the air- 
port's international arcade until the 
situation changes. An ironic inver- 
sion of Hanks's role in Cast Away, 
demonstrating the deeper isolation 
of the so-called global village and 
the culture of rootless mass con- 
sumption? If only. Somehow, Spiel- 
berg manages to make a film 
about airport security and immigra- 
tion policies in the post-Septem- 
ber 11 world that’s devoid of any 
topical or political relevance. As for 
the existential trauma of disenfran- 
chisement and anomie, one look at 
Jerzy Skolimowski’s 1982 Moon- 
lighting shows up the scene in 
which Hanks runs heartbroken 
from monitor to monitor watching 
news broadcasts of his country’s 
collapse. And for a sour aftertaste, 
check out Catherine Zeta-Jones as 
the flight attendant/call girl/love in- 
terest embodying Spielberg's 
creepy misogyny (note to the direc- 
tor: avoid romance and comedy).

massive monuments and moving memorials created by 
the likes of Daniel Chester French, who’s best known for 
his Lincoin Memorial in DC, and Thomas Ball, whose 
statue of George Washington on horseback graces 
Boston’s Public Garden. The dignified aura of the 19th 
century permeates this garden cemetery, which was 
founded in 1848 as a place of consolation and spiritual 
renewal, as bronze angels and marble obelisks pay grand 
tribute to the dearly departed. But art has always played 
a role in our attempt to come to grips with death, and so 
it’s fitting that since 1998, Forest Hills has been opening 
its 275 acres to contemporary artists, who have been 
presenting inspiring work in unexpected locations. 

This summer, 14 artists included in past exhibitions 
have been selected to return for “ReVisited,” which 
opens on Saturday. To judge by forerunners “Spirits in 
the Trees” (2002) and “The 4 Elements” (2003), half 
the fun of “ReVisited” will lie in finding the works — 
artists who know the vast cemetery go out of their way to 
find surprising places, and the result is a grown-up 
scavenger hunt as you walk, map in hand, searching for 
clues to your next art destination. Not to mention the 
great pleasures to be found along paths taken in error 
and nooks found by accident. Look for Jeanne Drevas’s 
little pine-needle hut (described by Forest Hills Trust 
director Cecily Miller as “part Dr. Seuss, part Gaudi, part 
insect nest”) and Caroline Begenal's sculptural pathways 
celebrating the typography and playful design of poet e.e. 
cummings, who is buried here. There'll also be new work 
by Clementine Cummer and Susan Nacco, Kathleen 
Driscoll, Charles Jones, Danielle Krcmar, Kaki Martin, 
Thomas Matsuda, Jill Slosburg-Ackerman and Jon 
Williams, Carol Spack, Frank Vasello, and Leslie Wilcox. 
It’s a multimedia line-up that promises earthly and 
unearthly delights. 

As we approach the here-and-now of the Democratic 
National Convention; two upcoming exhibitions 
examine timely issues of democracy, free speech, and 
John Kerry. On July 2, 3, and 4, the artistic team of 
Jennifer Allora and Guillermo Calzadilla come to the 
Boston Common with 12 enormous pieces of chalk — 
each over five feet long and eight inches in diameter — 
to encourage spontaneous self-expression by the public. 
Brought to us courtesy of the institute of Contemporary 
Art's Vita Brevis program, the San Juan—based Allora 
and Calzadilla will, in “Chalk,” invite people to leave 
their own marks and make their voices heard. And at _ 
Gallery Kayafas, arid filmmaker 
Butler (he co-directed the 1977 Pumping Iron) v ibe 
showing photographs he’s taken of his close, long-time 
friend in “John Kerry: A Portrait 1969 to the Present,” 
which opens July 6.

The Tanglewood Music Center gets its summer on 


t’s not uncommon to hear carping about 

the Boston Symphony Orchestra’s 
Tanglewood season. -Too much familiar 
repertoire, you might hear, and too much 
repetition from the BSO season just passed. 
The carpers are more or less right, but 
there’s a reason: during the summer, the 
orchestra has to switch from a subscription- 
weekend format to a schedule in which 
programs can change daily and rehearsal 
time is scarce. Thus, though the BSO may 
be the biggest draw at the House That Serge 
Built, it’s rarely the site of Tanglewood’s 
most imaginative programming. But for that, 
we have the Tanglewood Music Center, the 
summer outfit’s teaching arm.

Most TMC events take place on the 
smaller stage of Ozawa Hall, which will 
celebrate its tenth anniversary this summer 
with a visit from its Seiji himself.

An 
even rarer Britten event forms the last of the 
TMC’s chamber-music concerts on August 
22: a complete performance of his five 
Canticles, along with his almost unknown 
Cabaret Songs. 

Another of last summer’s highlights was 
the collaboration between the TMC 


Seiji Ozawa 
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conducted by Craig Smith. A new 
experiment is an “Inter-Arts Project” that 
will pair young composers with filmmakers 
for an exploration of film scoring. The results 
will be heard as a Prelude to the Boston 
Pops’ own night of film music on August 14. 
NEC’s Michael Gandolfi heads up the 
undertaking. 

A more time-honored tradition is the 
annual Festival of Contemporary Music, an 
area in which Tanglewood has excelled all 
the way back to its Koussevitzky days. The 
festival is again under the direction of 
Robert Spano, one of the most intrepid 
musical adventurers in our midst. Birthdays 
are one theme this year: Bernard Rands is 
75 and Elliott Carter a spry 95, and both will 
be well represented. Spano is also exploring 
music by the current crop of Finnish 
composers, including Magnus Lindberg, 
Kaija Saariaho, Aulis Sallinen, and Los 
Angeles Philharmonic music director Esa 
Pekka Salonen. Details for most of the 
festival’s concerts — which are packed into 
five days between August 12 and 16 — 
have yet to be announced, but the final 
concert by the orchestra will feature Carter’s 
Holidays Overture, Salonen’s Insomnia, and 
the late Luciano Berio’s Sinfonia, which will 
likely sound like standard repertoire in this 
context. 

That’s a lot for one summer — which is 
the point. Adventurous music needs no

ClearChannel celebrates the 
revival of a Boston theater legend 







hen Jimmy Tingle was inside the Opera House 

about three years ago, it was just a creaky, creepy 
old forsaken theater. “It was so strange being in such a 
big place that hadn’t been touched in over 10 years,”

to life will just be great. And to be a part of the re- 
emergence of it will be tremendous.” 

Shuttered since 1990, the 2300-seat Opera House 
came under the egis of national megaproducer 
ClearChannel in 2002, and it’s nearing the end of a 
$31 million restoration project that has been 
painstakingly carried out over two and a half years. it 
will open officially — with a bang — in July when it 
hosts the Boston debut of The Lion King. But Broadway 
in Boston, ClearChannel’s local theatrical division, 
wants to make sure the infrastructure is in working 
order. So it’s having a party, and Tingle is hosting. Two 
dozen area arts organizations will take the stage this 
Monday in variety-show style for A Hard Hat Concert — 
A Boston Vaudeville. The event is a throwback to the 
vaudeville era of the 1930s in which the theater, which 
opened in 1928, first flourished. It’s also a historic 
occasion, not just because it’s a sneak peak at the 
restored landmark, but because rarely are so many 
performers presented in such an opulent palace — for 
10 bucks, no less! 

- The “hard-hat” show is a blue-collar tradition: a 
performance for the people who build the theater. But in 
the case of the Opera House, the invitation has been 
extended. “Why just have a few performers get up there 
and sing for 400 people?” says Broadway in Boston 
president Tony McLean. “I’ve seen so much talent in 
Boston theaters. | thought, ‘Why not give people in _ 
Boston the first opportunity to get on stage and perform 
in the Opera House?’ It'll be a better Show for the - 
people who worked on the theater.” What McLean came 
up with is a bill that reads like a cross-section of Boston 
arts-scene players: members of landmark performance 
groups like Boston Ballet, Boston Lyric Opera, and the 
Handel and Haydn Society as well as smalier 
organizations like the Lyric Stage Company of Boston 
and Stigan Theatre Company. Also on the program are 

_performances from Hershey Felder and the casts of 
Shear Madness, Menopause the Musical, Forever Plaid, 
and Jacques Brel Is Alive and Well and Living in Paris. 

This is, of course, a dress rehearsal, not a gala 
opening: Broadway in Boston wants to scope out the 

‘audience traffic flow and make sure the seats, elevators, 
lights, and soda fountains are behaving. All the 
proceeds will go to StageSource, a non-profit artists- 
and-producers clearing house. “The theater belongs to 
the city, the community,” McLean points out, “[so] this 
is a sneak peak of the theater for everyone before it's 
| done. There might be some painting going on here and 
ladders there. Will we stop and fix something? Probably. 
But it’s gonna be a real hoot and holler, down-and-dirty 
fun. Everyone comes in, takes their seat, and the curtain 
goes up — if we have a curtain! By the time the finale 
comes, everyone’s on stage together.”

North Italy comes to Kenmore Square

o longer confused with Bacco, II 

Baccio, or Bricco, Il Bico was 

bought by the owners of Bomboa 
last November. This might be very 
promising for fans of Nuevo Latino 
food, but in fact, Il Bico’s menu of Tus- 
can and Umbrian specialties wasn’t bro- 
ken, and the new owners haven’t had to 
fix it. They’ve even kept on a former 
manager, an Italian contessa, as hostess. 
What they have done is buff up the food 
a little, so this is now one of the better 
North Italian dining rooms in the city, 
especially in terms of pasta.

One thing they haven’t fixed yet is the 
limited wine list, especially odd in a 
restaurant that still has signage announc- 
ing it as an “enoteca,” or wine bar. Some 
of those signs have been punned into 
“bicoteca,” which makes more sense, 
since the lower room, two levels below 
the sidewalk, is now a beer-and-wine bar 
serving the eponymous bichi. A bico is 
an old Etruscan rolled flatbread, sort of 
like a quesadilla. It comes in four flavors, 
all enticing, and makes a dandy appetizer 
or light meal. Our bico with mozzarella 
and spinach ($6) was six neat rolls, fla- 
vored mainly by the fresh mozzarella. 

The same real buffalo mozzarella stole 
the caprese salad ($8), although the 
tomatoes were pretty good for June, and 
the fresh basil was excellent. And the 
cheese took a pretty good shot at leading 
the antipasto della casa ($12.95 for two), 
which also features real prosciutto, good 





mortadella, some salami, sliced pro- 
volone, deadly cherry peppers in green 
and red, artichokes, and pickled red and 
green peppers. Nothing original, but an 
appetizing platter. Pappa al pomodoro 
($3/small; $5/large) is a thick bowl of 
spicy tomato soup thickened with bread, 
so you can almost eat it with a fork. 
Fried calamari ($8) is a large plate of im- 
peccable squid, nicely salted, with some 
spears of breaded and fried zucchini for 
interest. There’s sweet-tomato dipping 
sauce, but the fried items are fresh and 
tasty enough without it. 

With appetizers like these, you may 
not need dinner, especially if you have 
opened the breadbasket and removed 
some of the addictive spiced focaccia in- 
side, to which you can apply some fairly 
neutral herbed olive oil or some very 
tasty mixed olives. 

But then you would miss the pastas, 
which are not to be missed. A newish 
specialty of chicken a l’orange ($14) 
vaguely suggests the Bomboa influence, 
but in fact the very nice fried chicken 
with orange sauce was completely over- 
shadowed by its side dish of linguine 
with light, creamy pesto. There aren’t 
many Boston restaurants serving al dente 
linguine as a main dish, never mind as a 
side dish. A special “gnocchi festival” 
($17) was pasta overkill, but what a way 
to die three times! These are the old- 
fashioned, rather heavy gnocchi, and the 
sauces are a salty-creamy Gorgonzola, a 
lively rose-colored tomato (again I sus- 
pect a little cream), and the creamy 
pesto. 

This kitchen is also comfortable with 
risotto, judging from our risotto with 
porcini ($14). The rice was somewhat al 
ntic, if not my favorite 
style — and fully flavored with cream 
and woodsy wild mushrooms. 

Veal saltimbocca ($19) really does 
seem to jump into one’s mouth. The veal 
is so good; the prosciutto is so fabulous; 
the cheese just holds each bite together. 
Or you could continue the bico theme 
with one of the pizzas. We tried vegetari- 





an ($12), which has a lot of cubed egg- 
plant and zucchini and some bell pepper 
on a crisp, thin crust, with just enough 
tomato sauce and cheese to make it 
pizza. The main feature of this pizza, 
though, is size. At eight slices and 14 
inches, it’s the kind of thing you would 
order to occupy a table full of children so 
you could pay attention. to the gnocchi. 
The wine list is down to two whites 
and five reds, with four of the bottles also 
sold by the glass. The 2001 Merlot Scar- 
latta ($7/glass; $35/bottle) was a little 
soft for the food, but entirely drinkable. 
Coffee and espresso are nicely done, and 
the desserts are flown in from Milan. 
This works well for the tiramisu ($6) 
and the profiteroles ($5) — cream puffs, 
basically — as both are re-dressed locally 
with chocolate sauce. It also wins big 
with the coffee semifreddo ($6), a fash- 
ionably vertical cylinder of almost-frozen 
mousse. And it really scores with the 
gelati ($3/two scoops; $5/three scoops), 
if they are all as good as the amarena, 
black cherries in a rich vanilla base. 
Service at I] Bico is quite good, and 
the fine food fills any spaces when it 
isn’t. Our server forgot one of our 
desserts, but got everything else in a ran- 
dom order onto the table, and provided 
us with plenty of spare plates and flat- 
ware for tasting around. The space, 
while subterranean and on the shady side 
of the street, quickly takes on a feeling of 
sunny Italy thanks to light-tile floors, 
stucco walls, and some large modern 
paintings. The music is all over the Ital- 
ian map, from throbbing tenors to jazz 
fusion. Although the location really isn’t 
anywhere, people — young couples, 
family groups, apparent tourists — find 
I] Bico. It’s actually the only part of Ken- 
more Square where you can park on 
non—Red Sox nights. There are metered 
spaces in front of the restaurant, and a 
hidden alley if you turn right just after it, 
without going up the ramp to Park 
Drive. we

Just in time for summer, the folks at 
Vermont’s Magic Hat Brewing Company 
have rolled out Spaceman Ale, billed as “a 
left-handed, free-thinking, strike-throwing 
tribute” to their inimitable fellow Green 
Mountain Stater, a man whose free-spirited 
persona — philosopher, environmentalist, 
yoga practitioner — is a perfect match for 


his adopted home. 


Glowing golden and opaque, this 
medium-bodied ale is well suited for the 
warmer months, ideal for kicking back on 
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the porch and watching the Olde Towne Team wallop the Yanks on a TV dragged from 
the living room into the humid evening air. With a pleasing citrus nose and a delicate 
lacy head, it’s clean and dry until those bitter hops sneak up on you and hang there 


like a lazy bloop curve. 


For all his vaunted eccentricity, Lee was really just a baseball purist at heart. In 
his autobiography he wrote of longing for a return to “natural grass, pitchers who hit, 
Sunday doubleheaders, day games, and the nickel beer.” This one’s a little more ex- 
pensive than that. But with a// the proceeds going toward the fight against cancer, it’s 


a worthy cause.

The Druid 


Inimitable Inmish 


The Druid is a dark bar.in Inman 
Square. The walls are red. The ceil- 
ing is red. The lighting is dim. 
When musicians sidle into the cor- 
ner by the window for a seissitin, 
they glow under a bulb overhead. 
And when DJs set up turntables in 
the opposite corner, they’re almost 


entirely in the shadows. 


The Druid is also an /rish bar 
in Inman Square. But not in the 
mail-order-pub-kit way that plagues 
the area. Instead of brimming with 
Guinness posters, Irish road signs, 
and “authentic” Emerald Isle bric- 
a-brac (although there is some of 
that), the walls display a shuffle of 
Celtic art, ancient and modern. A 
mural of ancient Celtic runes runs 
along one wall; the others feature 


metal sculptures, a portrait of Che 
Guevara, and a painting of a mystic, brown-cloaked figure stealing through the fields. 
Right next door to the Zeitgeist Gallery, down the block from 1369 Coffeehouse, 
around the corner from Ryles, the Druid is Inman Irish — Inmish, if you will — and the 
crowds reflect the same. Black-turtleneck types drift in after experimental improv at 
the Zeitgeist, while Cambridge locals raise their pints at the bar. 

The food, though, is almost entirely Irish, including fish and chips ($8.95), Irish 
beef stew ($6.95), and bangers and mash ($7.95), all of which are hot and hearty. The 
kitchen strays from the Celtic with taco ($6.95) and Tuscan-grill ($7.95) salads, the 
latter with marinated vegetables. And it’s been whispered here and there that this 
small, dark bar in Inman Square pulls the best pint the city has to offer. 

The Druid, located at 1357 Cambridge Street, in Cambridge, is open Monday 
through Friday, from 11:30 a.m. to 1 a.m., and on Saturday and Sunday, from 11 a.m. 
to 1 a.m. Lunch and Sunday brunch are availabl@ from 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m., and din- 
ner is served until 9 p.m. Call (617) 497-0965, or visit www.celticweb.com/druid.

a white-bean soup), a slow-cooked pork shank 
that redefines the cut, and rich gelati for dessert. 
There's nothing more appalling than a fashion- 
able loud bar with food so good you even get 
carried away by a green-apple martini 

VIA MATTA, 79 Park Plaza, Boston, (617) 422- 
0008. $16-$45. Like Great Bay, this is another 
restaurant from the Radius team, and again 
more focused than the original, this time on 
hearty Italian flavors, along with superior local 
produce and seafood. If you ate lightly, it would 
be moderately priced, but you won't want to 
miss a course, as we couldn't find a lowlight 
Highlights included the chilled shellfish and cit- 
rus salad, the chittara and maltaglia pastas, the 
grilled swordfish, the trio of semi freddi ... well, 
really all the desserts. All-Italian wine list still fa- 
vors the reds, though the gap is narrowing 
You're downtown and may want to dress up a lit- 
tle, though the name means “crazy way."

This Cuchi Cuchi just 
refers to Charo’s Spanish birthplace in a fabu- 
lous tapas bar menu completely made up of 
small Mediterranean plates like roast lobster tail, 
beet and potato salad, lamb porterhouse, fried 
long beans, and banana bread pudding, just to 
list some of the raves. 

THE ENORMOUS ROOM, 567 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, (617) 491-5599. $9-$14. It's not that 
enormous, but it is one big room with only one 
significant menu item, the “enormous platter,” a 
chef's selection of North African goodies. It also 
looks and sits rather like Morocco, although the 


| cool minimalism of Central Kitchen downstairs is 


still in force up here. The room is set up for 
groups to mingle with other groups, and later

Stick with the hummus, 
Cairo chicken salad, or the mild curried goat, 
and Arabic coffee with a sweet dessert. A lot of 
very random décor marks this as an MIT student 
hangout rather than a cultural statement. 
KOREANA, 154-158 Prospect St., Cam- 
bridge, (617) 576-8661. $8-$20 (lunch, $7-$9). 
Savory Korean barbecues, spicy Korean stir- 
fries, and top-flight sushi make this the most 
impressive Japanese-Korean restaurant yet. 
Warm and informal. Have kalbi or a sushi as- 
sortment, and save some of the marinated raw 
skate wing for me. 

MARY CHUNG RESTAURANT, 464 Mass Ave,

$5). A revival of the last really good ‘70s-'80s 
Mandarin-Szechuan restaurant of Central 
Square, complete with the same superior 
Peking raviolis, suan le chow show, chicken vel- 
vet, and dun dun noodles, and the same techno- 
nerd customers crowding in to get them. 
MIDDLE EAST CAFE, 472 and 480 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, (617) 354-8238. $8-$12 (lunch, 


| $4-$6). One of the more explicitly Arabic 


restaurants in the area, with a distinctly 
Lebanese menu. Strong on the kibbees; excel- 
lent beer selection. 

PU PU HOT POT, 907 Main St., Cambridge, 
(617) 491-6636. $5-$13. Despite the name and 
modest size, a very fine Mandarin-Szechuan 
restaurant with a Taiwanese emphasis on deep 
frying and good lists of vegetarian specialties 
and Shanghai cold appetizers. Don't miss the 
big noodle soups, vegetable tempura, orange- 
flavor chicken, stranae-flavor shrimp, or the “Pu 
Pu scallion doughnuts,” which take scallion pan- 
cakes to a whole new dimension. 

ROYAL INDIA, 313 Mass Ave, Cambridge,

that the typical Punjabi menu here is inferior, but

The new format empha- 
sizes drinks with scary names, sports on 
screens, and waitresses with strategically-torn 
T-shirts. But you can still dine well on fried ap- 
petizers, a very passable chicken fried steak, 
various ribs (of which the Northern style are the 
most reliable), and side dishes of coleslaw and 
candied yams with wainuts.

The employees wear jeans 
and black shirts, and you'll wish you did, too.

DALIA’S BISTRO & WINE BAR, 1657 Beacon 
St., Brookline, (617) 730-8040. $16-$19. A 
quirky but relaxed bistro for a quirky but relaxed 
Brookline neighborhood, with food that is sur- 
prisingly beautiful, but sometimes too salty. If 
you like the look of cheffery, have the Dalia's fa- 
vorite salad, the roulade of chicken, and the 
peach sorbet stuffed into a whole frozen peach 
For flavor, I'd have a talk with the waitress 
about chicken wings, the duckling, and dark- 
chocolate mousse cup. It's dark enough to 
dress casually, nice enough to make you look 
good if you dress up 

THE FIREPLACE, 1634 Beacon St. (Washing- 
ton Square), Brookline, (617) 975-1900. $16- 
$20. The Fireplace has a lot of weapons — 
wood-fired oven, rotisserie, smoker, grill, raw 
bar, waffle irons — and knows how to use them 
We'd go back just for the oysters, or the rotis- 
serie duck, or the roasted vegetables, or the out- 
standing burger and French fries, or the apple 
tart with roasted pear, or the butternut squash 
soup garnished with pumpkin seeds and scal 
lions. Admittedly, it's loud and the wine is too ex- 
pensive — sort of like Paris 

INDIAN CAFE, 1665 Beacon St. (Washington 
Square), Brookline, (617) 277-1752. $9-$20 
Lunch and weekend buffet cheaper. Not a wildly 
innovative Indian restaurant, but a good hand 
with the spices, both generous and varied from 
dish to dish. Good soups and fried appetizers, 
really tasty vindaloo, and channa masala that 
makes those chickpeas sing. Modern and trim 
little dining room 

HANI INDIAN BISTRO, 1353 Beacon St 

Brookline, (617) 734-0400. $11-$17. The cre- 
ators of Rangoli and Tanjore have another re- 
gional Indian cuisine for you — Hyderabadi 
The good news is lots of meat. More good news 
for spice lovers is that it's a southern Indian 
area with lots of interesting spices in the 
sauces. If you're really brave, there's a dish of 
chili peppers in sauce. On moderate spice 
don't miss the bhel appetizer, the chutney gosht 
(roasted lamb re-stewed), or kari murgh (chick- 
en in green mango sauce), and kulfi or shrik- 
hand (saffron-flavored baked yogurt) for 
uessert.

Wide selec- 
tion of appetizers and sushi, generous entrées of 
tempura, noodle soups, and teriyaki. Don't miss 
the “stone pot bibim-bap” or the combo tempura 
ZEN 320, 320 Washington St., Brookline, (617) 
566-7800. $10-$20. Competent Korean-Japan- 
ese restaurant with some above-competent mo- 
ments, such as the “dynamite” mixed-grilled 
seafood appetizer, the Korean-style seafood 
pancake, and the salmon teriyaki.

Only trendoid thing is the 
wall art; otherwise good attitude, tasteful even 
PHO PASTEUR, 300 Boylston St. (Atrium Mail) 
Chestnut Hill, (617) 928-0900. $7-$12. The 
crown jewel of the five-restaurant Vietnamese 
chain brings inexpensive noodle soups and rice 
plates to an upscale mall. Oh, you can pay more 
for drinks, wine, daily fusion entrées, and West 
ern-style desserts, but you won't miss anything 
with the elaborate mixed appetizer, a bow! of 
beef noodle soup, a rice plate with one of the 
grilled meats with lemongrass, and a taro-tapio- 
ca custard for two served in a coconut.

Here's an Ital- 
ian-concept chain as good as many stand-alone 
Italian restaurants, due to a consistent '50s-'60s 
feel, a first-class red sauce, and investments in 
broccoli rabe, quality tomatoes, and fresh basil 
Go for the homemade pasta, anything with 
tomatoes or seafood, thin-crust pizza, or any- 
thing fried. Family-friendly prices, but a fun dat 
ing location later on 

SABRA, 45 Union St. (Newton Centre), New- 
ton, (617) 964-9275. $5-$15. A typical Israeli 
Middle East restaurant with an outstanding 
luncheon buffet ($6.95). Invest heavily in the 
rice-and-lentil dardara, eggplant moussaka, 
tabouleh, spicy hummus, and such. On the 
meat side of the menu, a cute trick of spicing 
the shwarma like pastrami, with coriander seed 
and mustard 

SOL AZTECA, 75 Union St. (Newton Centre) 
Newton, (617) 964-0920. $12-$18. The area's 
best Mexican restaurant, admittedly not a very 
competitive honor, has a beautifully decorated 
branch in Newton Céntre. No dilution in such 
Classics as the grilled shrimp in cilantro sauce 


Stop complaining that you can’t cook and start learning 
from one of the city’s masters.

(617) 731-8646. $5-$17. Another hard-rocking 
munchroom from beer collector Marc Kadish of 
Sunset Grill and Big City fame. Like the original 
Sunset, it's organized around the beers, with 
large and thirst-provoking platters from all tradi- 
tions, actually rather light on the Mexican food 
implied by the Cantina designation. My picks are 
the shrimp-spinach-boursin potato skins, the 
tropical swordfish tips, Pilsner Urquell on draft 
and the Key lime pie. If that gives you the pic-

VIA VIA, 1032 Beacon St., Brookline, (617) 264- 
2266. $5-$18. What we have here is an incredi- 
bly good pizza joint, inside of which is a fine Mid 
dle Eastern restaurant trying to get out, and 
meanwhile serving superb lasagna. Don't miss 
the “Via Via salad,” which does all of that with 
spinach, goat cheese, pine nuts, and dates, or 
the falafel, or that tiramisu on the counter 

VINNY TESTA’S, 1700 Beacon St., Brookline 
(617) 277-3400. $6-$29. Like-forget-it portions 
of very competent if uninspired red-sauce Italian 
food. A couple of clever touches, such as serv 
ing a roast head of garlic instead of that wimpy 





puero en adobo, and evident improvement in 
standard Mexican items like chicken encthi- 
ladas. Mexican coffee with cloves and a home- 
made cheesecake 

SOYA’S, 108 Oak St, Newton Upper Falls 
(617) 527-8580. $7-$18 (lunch, $5-$7). Soya's 
claims to honor seven Asian cuisines, but is ba- 
sically a Malaysian menu with Thai and Man- 
darin-Szechuan compromises. The best strate- 
gy is to stick with the unfamiliar, such as fried 
appetizers wrapped in soybean curd, the melt- 
ing beef rendang, and the skate in tamarind 
sauce. For roughage, it's the seaweed salad 
(served in a martini glass), or the yu shang egg- 
plant and string beans 


CHEF LEE’S GOURMET CHINESE, 296-298 
Beacon St., Somerville, (617) 876-7666. $5-$13 
(lunch, $4-$5). Chef John Lee, formerly of Café 
China, brings back the high-powered, distinc 
tively flavored Szechuan food of yore. Hot and 
authentic yu hsiang dishes, kangsho shrimp 
and Ta Chien chicken. Even the rice has extra 
aroma. For a fried appetizer, try the shrimp- 
Stuffed eggplants 

SABUR, 212 Holland St., Somerville, (617) 776 
7890. $14-$22. Boston's first semi-Bosnian 
restaurant offers Balkan treats polished by chef 
Chris Kane. Don't miss the potato and celery 
root cakes with spiced pear sauce, the roast 
cod, the hearth-roasted lamb, or the glazed apri- 


Cots for dessert, and consider a glass of Croat- 
ian posip wine. The Italian and Moroccan-style 
dishes are also really good, and the salads are 
enormous. The room is beautiful and romantic 
enough for third dates

Trendy 
Northern Italian food with counter-trendy pleas- 
ant service and reservations.

Big portions and 
hearty food are the rule at this famed haven for 
Northern Italian cuisine. Pasta dishes are made 
to order; the grilled pizza is a traditional favorite 
Well worth the trip 

CAFE MISONO AND SUSHI BAR, 669 V.F.W 
Parkway-Rte. 1 (Chestnut Hill Village), West 
Roxbury, (617) 325-9919. $10-$16. A rare 
West Roxbury claimant to culinary attention 
Misono shows that a Japanese-Korean menu 
can be workable, even lively, in the provinces 
Asmall pretty place with a diverse clientele, but 
seek out the: udon noodle soups, dumplings 
anything fried, and spicy Korean dishes like

CHESTER RESTAURANT, 404 Commercial 
St., Provincetown, (508) 487-8200. $19-$33 
Chester is only open June-October, but worth 
the trip to Provincetown for creative nouvelle- 
American food that trumps most of that in the 
South End. They do cheat and emphasize 
Provincetown seafood, but don't miss the beet 
tartare,” cucumber-honeydew soup, white-bean 
cassoulet, roast chicken, frozen coconut 
mousse, or the homemade ice creams and sor- 
bets.

A modest suburban storefront full of real Mexi- 
can flavors. The format and many dishes imitate 
Sol Azteca, but often improve on the model, as 
with the black-bean soup, carnitas, and gua- 
camole appetizers, and the fabulous churros for 
dessert. Not as pretty as the best Boston Mexi- 
can restaurants, but often tastier food and cheap 
enough to justify a run from Providence 
IPANEMA RESTAURANT AND CHURRAS- 
CARIA, 106 Southville Rd. (corner of Rt. 85) 
Southborough, (508) 460-6144. $8-$16. Fifty 
minutes from Boston, but close enough to the 
Brazilian community of Framingham for top- 
notch mandioca frita, pastels, a superb muque- 
ca of shrimp and halibut, and an uncrowded 
churrasco (Brazilian barbecue). Big American- 
style roadhouse — comfortable if unexotic. Live 
music and feijoada on weekend nights 

ITHAKI MEDITERRANEAN CUISINE, 25 Ham- 
matt St., Ipswich, (978) 356-0099. $18-$25. Big 
suburban roadhouse with authentic Greek Is- 
land food (and a few concessions to American 
taste), so dress up a little, but not so much that 
you can't-order the superb Mediterranean 
seafood or the more familiar and perhaps sloppy 
dishes like moussaka or “True Greek Salad.” 
Don't miss the “traditional cookies,” either. The 
mostly-Greek wine list shows how far Greek

JAKE & EARL’S DIXIE ROADHOUSE, 220

This Waltham storefront and sometime blues 
bar isn't where you-might think to look for fine 
smoked barbecue and fried delights, but the 
owners used to work at the East Coast Grill, and 
their new place works as a kind of paperback 
version of the early East Coast: barbecue, big 
portions, major spice. They didn't snag the 
condiments nor stay for the seafood lessons, 
but they get some of the sense of fun. The 
pulled pork rules, but the burnt ends are good 
eating, the fried jalapenos are deadly, and the 
homemade ice cream from nearby Lizzie’s will 
calm your mouth

bistro in Portland, which is emerging as the 
hippest of the reviving New England cities.

2800. $14-$21. Behind the curious name lurks a 
cheery, if bare-bones, corner restaurant entirely 
dedicated to the creative flights of its chef and 
owner, Debbie Shore.
